VANCOUVER, Oct. 16.— Hon. Frank 
Oliver was given a decidedly hot two 
hours today at New Westminster by 
citizens who objected to the cancel- 
lation of Hie Royal City's reserve 
around Lake Coquitlam. 

The: Vancouver Power company, 
subsidiary to the British Columbia 
Electric Railway company, lately made 
great efforts to secure the, Coquitlam 
watershed for power purposes, but in 
this New Westminster opposed the 
company's action tooth and nail. Sev- 
eral special reports have been made 
by engineers regarding the raising of 
the dam by the power company and 
its effect on the water supply of New 
Westminster and the surrounding mu- 
nicipalities. Ten days ago New West- 
minster folk were astounded to re- 
ceive the news from Ottawa that their 
reserve of land around the lake, held 
for several years, had been cancelled. 
Thero was a hue and cry, and when 
Minister Oliver arrived a meeting was 
arranged. After a hot discussion he 
agreed today not to sign the order can- 
celling the reserve until at least eight 
weeks had elapsed, during which time 
New Westminster and the other dis- 
tricts must present their case to Ot- 
tawa. 

The meeting was so warm that sev- 
eral times the chairman had to call 
for order. Finally the Royal City peo- 
ple declared that they would go to 
court if compelled to do so and light 
it out. 

A letter from Mr. Oliver of date sev- 
eral months ago was shown, which 
stated that New Westminster need 
take no further steps toward record- 
ing the reserve, that It was perfectly 
good. Receipts for dues were also 
presented. 

Mr. Oliver in reply said that if they 
wanted to they could go to court- 
that was what the courts were made 
for.

RELIGI OUS D ISCORD 

New York Adherents of Mrs. Eddy's 
Church Assembled in Three

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.— In three dis- 
tinct camps, two of which are bitter- 
ly hostile to eacli other, the Christian 
Scientists of New York city found 
themselves yesterday, as the result of 
the present crisis In the affairs of 
this church. In the ballroom of the 
Hotel Gotham, Mrs. Delia Gilbert, a 
recent ex-commuuicant, because of 
her attacks on Mrs. Eddy, inaugur- 
ated the New Christian Science 
church. About 75 persons were pre- 
sent. Not only did she openly attack 
from tho pulpit the woman founder 
of tho church, but la an after talk 
she trenchantly assailed Mrs. Augus- 
ta E. Stetson, leader of the First 
church. She said that Mrs. Stetson 
had not only tried to set herself up 
above all other Christian Science 
teachers, but was also guilty of mali- 
cious animal magnetism. 

In the granite palace of tho First 
church at Central Park west and 
Ninety-sixth street, Mrs. Stetson and 
the sixteen other practitioners, who 
have recently been disciplined by the 
mother church in Boston, mot the 
two-headed assault on them in sil- 
ence. 

Although it was commonly reported 
in Christian Science circles that this 
congregation, under the leadership of 
Mrs. Stetson, is about to secede and 
found a. now church, which will place 
Mrs. Stetson above Mrs. Eddy, no 
member of it would discuss the sub- 
ject. At the services all reference to 
the present feud between the two 
women leaders was studiously avoid- 
ed. 

In the other Christian Science 
churches, whose teachers and practi- 
tioners are still In harmonious accord 
with the Boston authorities, the 
speakers also avoided al! discussion 
of the present crisis, as Mrs. Gilbert 
has expressed it.

Violence at Meetings in France

PARIS, Oct. 1C— A score of demon- 
strative Ferrer meetings were held 
throughout France tonight. Crowds 
marched to the Spanish consulates with 
cries of "assassins." 

At Lille many rioters were injured in 
collisions with the gendarmes, and 
twenty arrests were made. 

A big meeting at Marseilles urged 
that a revolution be launched In Spain. 
The secretary of tho dockmen's union 
asked that a boycott be declared on 
Spanish merchandise. 

Much excitement was caused hero 
today by the rumor that King Alfonso 
had been killed, but it was soon found 
to be baseless.

Campaign in Aid of Laymen's 
Movement Opens at 
Buffalo 



BUFFALO, Oct. 10.— Amid the wild 
'cheers of six hundred of the most 
prominent men of Buffalo, J. A. Mac- 
donald, editor of the Toronto Globe, 
declared tonight at the launching of 
the national campaign of Hie Laymen's 
Missionary movement in this city, that 
there would be no war among Chris- 
tian nations while they were combined 
In the evangelization of the world. He 
referred to the boundary line of over 
3,000 miles lying between the United 
States and Canada, upon which there 
is not a single battleship, a single fort 
or a single army post. "Canada," he 
said, "hopes . to preserve this example 
of International good sense. She would 
not have it otherwise. While linked 
In the evangelization of the world, we, 
or no other Christian nation can ever 
strike hands in war. 

"The greatest defense of a nation is 
not battleships, great navies or great 
armies; it is Christianity. America 
must take part in tills world-wide 
movement to evangelize the whole 
earth. This country tried to live In 
isolation, to escape the worries and 
responsibilities of the other great na- 
tions, but it could not. I am not an 
Imperalist, either. The nation as well 
as tin; individual that lives alone for 
itself will die. As America could not 
escape its responsibilities in its affairs 
of the world, so the Christian men of 
the country cannot' escape their re- 
sponsibilities to the heathen." 

Tiie campaign launched tonight is 
the greatest ever undertaken by the 
united Protestant church in modern 
times. During tiie winter seventy-live 
conventions will be held in various 
cities of the United States. The cam- 
paign will wind up with a great mis- 
sionary congress in Chicago or! May 
3rd to May 6th. The world's mission- 
ary congress will follow at Edinburgh 
next June. Over 100,000 men are ex- 
pected to register al these city con- 
ferences.

Russia next week. The Emperor has 
reserved his answer on this matter 
until Tuesday or Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.— Tho Unl- 
versity of Copenhagen was requested 
by the National Geographical society 
to renounce its first claim to an ex- 
amination of Dr. Cook's observations 
made during his search for tho pole. 
The message, signed by Willis L, 
Moore, president of tho National Geo- 
graphical society, said: "National 
Geographical society requests tho favor 
of tiie first claim to Cook observations 
of latitude anil longitude. American 
scientists are impatient at delay, and 
feel that tills a matter which should be 
settled In America." 

A message was also sont to Com- 
mander Peary saying "Board ot' Na- 
tional Geographical society -wishes to 
act on your expedition at regular 
meeting next Wednesday. Can you not 
immediately forward us sufficient re- 
cords to justify action then?" 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 1C— Local sen- 
timent may be summed up as avorso 
to granting the request of the National 
Geographical society of tho United 
States that the University of Copen- 
hagen waive its claim to tho first 
examination of Dr. Cook's North Pole 
data. Prof. Torp, rector of the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, received the 
request only this morning, and per- 
sonally appears disinclined to accept 
the American view. A consistory of 
the university to deal with the matter 
has been summoned to meet next AVed- 
nesday.

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TO TALK ON RAILWAYS 

i On Tuesday evening next our Liberal 
friends are going to have a public 
meeting In this city at wlilch tin y are 
'proinpr to discuss railways among other 
things. We are sincerely glad to hear 
it, and as we understand the discus- 
sion is to be from the Dominion point 
of view! we take the liberty of making 
some suggestions upon which we would 
be glad if the speakers would express 
their views. 

One of these relates to what we think 
are equitable obligations resting not 
upon the Laurler ministry in particu- 
lar, hut upon the Canadian govern- 
ment. In the early days of Confedera- 
tion the advantage of railway con- 
struction in British Columbia was not 
conceded in the East and in order to 
secure it the province bad to part with 
assets which have since proved to be of 
very great value, They Included, in 
round numbers: ' ■ 

On Vancouver Island... 1,500,000 acres 

On Peace River 3,500,000 acres 

The Railway Belt 10,000,000 acres 

: Total 15,000,000 acres 

! The first item is under the mark, 
the third is probably excessive, but If 
we put the area given by the prov- 
ince to the Dominion to secure rail- 
way connection at 12,000,000 acres, we 
shall doubtless be quite within the 
facts. To meet the retort obvious we 
shall admit at the outset that a bar- 
gain is a bargain, and that beweeen 
individuals it would have to stand. Our 
point is that between a province and 
the Dominion equitable considerations 
ought to prevail. If this is not con- 
ceded, there is an end to the argu- 
ment. 

What is the value of this 12.000,000. 
acres iX land? -We do not know, but 
it" we say "that $110,000, ODD is not "an ex- 
travagant estimate of its present value, 
we do not think we name an excessive 
figure. For this British Columbia se- 
cured the construction of 500 miles 
of railway, 125 miles of the Canadian 
Pacific and 75 miles of the Esqulmalt 
& Xanaimo railway. That Is at the 
estimated value 'above given Tiritlsh 
Columbia lias given in land $120,000 for 
every mile of railway, the construction 
of which was secured thereby. The 
speakers on Tuesday night may feel 
like considering these figures and we 
hope they will do so In the spirit in 
which they are advanced, which is not 
one of hostility to the present Do- 
minion government, but only one which 
is animated by what we believe is an 
unbiased sense of justice. It is pos- 
sible that, if they take the matter up. 
they may think our estimate of the 
land is too high. We do not think It 
is; but we shall lie glad to have their 
views upon that point. We may be 
told, and properly so. that the land on 
Vancouver Island was given by the Do- 
minion to the IS. & X. Railway com- 
pany, which is true

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Coast. ' Mr. Frank Oliver Is to bo oho 
of the. speakers: His home is in Ed- 
monton. We venture to ask him to 
take occasion when ho is in Victoria, 
or at as early a day thereafter (is is 
possible, to take a map of tho pro- 
vince and upon it mensuro the dis- 
tance from Yellow Head Pass to the 
•Coast at the mouth of Bute Inlet. Ho 
will find that in a straight line it is 
about as fur as from the Pass to 
Vancouver, and about two-thirds as 
far as from the Pass to Prince Ru- 
pert. We think he will find, If lie. 
gets the figures; that a railway line 
by the lirst mentioned route would 
he considerably shorter than one to 
Vancouver; but for the purpose of 
the argument we will admit it to bo 
the same. It would be at least one- 
third shorter than the railway route 
to Prince Rupert. We call his atten- 
tion to the fact that in the vicinity 
of Bute Inlet there is the greatest 
body of merchantable timber in Can- 
ada. The chief market for this tim- 
ber will be In Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and elsewhere on the Prairies, and 
we put it up to him if lie would not 
be doing tin; Prairie people much 
good if he would support the con- 
struction of a line of railway that 
will deliver tills timber more cheaply 
from the forests to the prairies than 
any other line can do. Cheapness, in 
the sense we are now speaking, does 
not mean only the cost of transporta- 
tion by rail but also the cost of getting 
the timber to rail. Timber cut in this 
part of the province — and tin.' greater 
part of what is sawn in Vancouver is 
cut there — has to meet a charge of 
about SI. 50 per thousand superficial 
feet towage, a 10 per cent. loss in 
logs, and an increased cost in oper- 
ating the logging camps. These 
would he saved if there were a rail- 
way from Yellow Head Pass to the 
Coast at a point north of Bute Inlet. 

Mr. Ralph Smith is also to speak, 
and we wish in the most friendly 
spirit to direct his attention to what 
the Royal Commission on Transpor- 
tation 1 said as to the Importance of a 
railway from "the plains of Alberta 
to the Ocean ports on Vancouver Is- 
land." We need not remind .Mr. 
Smith of the tremendous importance 
to this Island of a system of railway 
development; hut we ask him to 
speak with" no uncertain voice regard- 
ing it. Knowing his views as we do, 
it would be ungracious to urge him 
to give his hearty support to the Yle- 
torla-Barkley Sound railway, and we 
only speak of it to assure him that 
he will have the hearty support of 
this paper in any effort he may make 
to secure the constntctlon of that 
railway. We need not tell him how 
great a part a North and South line 
of railway would play In the develop- 
ment of this Island. Mr. Smith knows 
this as well as any one else. But rail- 
way construction ought not to be 
made the football of politics, and we 
wish to do what we can to take It out 
of politics. Our interests are all alike. 
Perhaps we may differ in our views 
on details; but on the broad question 
that British Columbia needs railway 
development, that the province has a 
meritorious claim for consideration, 
both from the standpoint of develop- 
ment and equity, and that the open- 
ing of its wide areas by judiciously 
located railways will load to a vast 
increase in the revenue paid to the 
Dominion by the province, we do not 
think there is any reason to antici- 
pate a divergence of views. 

Wc have not endeavored to cover the 
whole subject of desirable railway con- 
struction, nor have we thought it 
proper to invite attention to any pro- 
ject which the Canadian Northern may- 
have t" propose. Until the details of 
the latter are at hand comment upon 
it would be out of place. We have 
sought in the observations above made 
to (online ourselves to such potential 
undertakings as seem especially ap- 
propriate for discussion by our Liberal 
friends on Tuesday.

Xo province in Canada lias contri- 
buted anything like whal British Col- 
umbia lias contributed to the Domin- 
ion government to secure the con- 
struction of railways within its bor- 
ders. 

We eliminate from the case for the 
present all questions as to the annual 
per capita contribution of the: people 
of the province to the |><l< ra I ex- 
chequer over anil above lie- annual 
expenditures on behalf of this pro- 
vince from tin- federal exchequer. We 
think, but shall he glad to be set right 
if wc are mistaken, that no province 
in Canada ever gave the Dominion 
government anything whatever to se- 
cure railway ( (.instruct Ion within its 
"borders, not to speak- of fixed assets 
that today may he worth $120,000 a 
mile for every mile of railway built. 
We press this matter as earnestly as 
we know how for two reasons, line 
of them is because we think it time 
to dispel the fallacious notion that 
British Columbia has profited in rail- 
way matters by the bounty of the 
rest of the Dominion; and the other 
is that we think the facts show that 
British Columbia has an equitable 
claim upon the Dominion for gener- 
ous aid for future railway construc- 
tion. 

A second suggestion to which we 
invite the consideration of the speak- 
ers on Tuesday night, is the great 
importance from a federal point of 
view of providing ample railway faci- 
lities for railway connection between 
the Prairie region and the Pucilic. 



WHAT WILL THE LORDS DO? 

Our fcjngllsh exchanges, which are 
as recent as the lirst of the present 
month, cast no new light upon the 
probable action of the Lords In respect 
to the Budget, but there is no doubt 
thai the Conservative party is getting 
ready for an appeal to the country. 
The Manchester Guardian, which sup- 
ports the Asqulth ministry quotes 
"an ex-Unlonlst minister" as saying: 
•'Whom the gods wish to destroy thej 
lirst make mad." The expression 
was used in connection with the 



sufficiently careful to preserve, in 
writing on this question, the distinc- 
tion between a power and a right. It 
only occurred to us when seeking to 
apply tho principle to Canadian ad- 
ministration. The Senate of Canada, 
is the constitutional counterpart of the 
House of Lords. The last Senator ap- 
pointed occupies in relation to the 
government of Canada Identically the 
btime position as the representative 
of the most ancient dukedom does to 
the government of the United King- 
dom. Until we get this idea well into 
our minds we will not quite appreci- 
ate tho nature, of the constitutional 
issue that may ho raised between the 
two Houses of Parliament. Definitions 
are helpful, so let us give two or 
three. 

The Issue Is not between the Lib- 
erals and the Conservatives, but be- 
tween the two Houses of Parliament. 

The Issue is not between one sort 
of taxation and'another. but as to the 
authority to declare what the taxes 
shall be. 

The issue Is not as to the power of 
the Lords to refuse to give the Bud- 
get the force of law, hut as to their 
light to refuse to do so. 

In the popular discussion of the 
question all these issues, as well as 
the suggested alternatives, become 
more or less inter- woven, but we are 
thinking only about the constitutional 
aspect of the ease. 

Applying these questions to Canada, 
if the Lords have the right to reject 
the scheme of taxation passed by the 
British House of Commons, the Sen- 
ate has the right to reject a scheme 
of taxation passed by the Canadian 
House of Commons. Let us apply 
this principle to a possible ease. The 
Canadian Senate at the present time 
is Liberal by a very large majority, if 
at the next general election the Con- 
servatives should come into power, the 
political relation of the two Canadian 
Houses of Parliament would he the 
same, with names reversed, as are the 
political relation:; of the two British 
Houses of Parliament. Let it be sup- 
posed that tlie Conservative House of 
Commons would devise a new tariff, 
will any one contend that the Liberal 
Senate would have the right to throw 
it out'.' it would have tin- power to 
do so, for no bill can become law in 
Canada without the consent of both 
Houses; but to have a power to do a 
thing and to have the right to do It 
are not the same. We think that by- 
bringing the case home to Canada in 
this way we give Canadian readers a 
better idea of the issue which may be 
raised in the United Kingdom. The 
fact that the peerage is an hereditary 
order does not alter the case. A peer 
owes his elevation in the lirst instance 
to the Crown just as a Senator does, 
the only constitutional difference be- 
tween a peer and a senator being that 
the former's descendants inherit bis 
place In parliament, while the hitter's 
do not.

'NANAIMO, Oet. Hi.— The Citizens' 
league held a most successful meeting 
In the old council chamber last even- 
ing. The meeting was largely attend- 
ed, and imany matters of local Interest 
were discussed. The question of double 
train service on the K. & X. railway 
was brought up by President Cobuill. 
who stated that a double train servlco 
would mean a double daily mail ser- 
vice, as the loeal member, Ralph Smith, 
had intimated at a previous meeting 
of tho league. 

Considerable discussion on the ques- 
tion took: place, after which the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted unan- 
imously: "That It was in the inter- 
ests of Nanaimo and district that the 
double daily train service should In; 
made permanent, end that copies of 
this resolution be forwarded to Sir 
Thomas Shaitghncssy. Superintended 
Marpole, and the Victoria Board' of 
Trade." 

Local wharfage charges were also 
.brought up before the meeting. The 
secretary stated that he was in receipt 
of letters from farmers on Denman 
island, who pointed out the fact that 
they could send parcels to Vancouver 
for 25 rents, while the charge to Na- 
naimo was 40 cents, the difference be- 
ing <lue to extra wharf charges and 
not freight charges. 

Considerable discussion ensued on 
the subject of filling up the ravine on 
Bastion street, and it was moved and 
seconded that a committee be ap- 
pointed to meet Mr. Stoekett, manager 
of tho Western Fuel company, with a 
I view of negotiating for the lining of 
I this portion of the city. Tho question 
jef the league receiving some financial 
aid from the council was mentioned by 
J. A. Macdonald, who stated that the 
Kamloopa city council had voted the 
sum of $1, ..oo to the development 
league of Kainloops. lie pointed out 
that the Nanaimo city council had not 
contributed anything. 

After some discussion it was decided 
to ask for financial assistance to the 
exti r,t of fifty or sixty dollars towards 
the expenses of Mrs. Chapman, tile 
well-known publicity expert. 

The secretary, Mr. Crouch, Informed 
the league that he bad been In receipt 
of many communications from peoplo 
from many parts of the country in- 
quiring for information on various 
subjects, to which replies had been 
sent.

0. R. SEABROOHE 



Former Victorian En route Upon 
Long Journey in Interests 
of His Invention 



B, R. Seabrooke, a son of R. Seu- 
brooke, of this city, formerly general 
manager of the Albion Iron works, Is 
back in Victoria after a three years' 
absence In Lo.s Angeles, and with his 
wife, his son and daughter, Is at pres- 
ent tho guest of Mr, A. E. Todd, St. 
Charles street. 

Mr. Seabrooke is accompanied by Ids 
partner, Mr. T. A. Box, and the hitter's 
wife is at present en route east upon 
tho first stretch of what Is to be a 
twelve thousand milo journey under- 
taken in the Interest of an Invention 
of the former Victorian, which has al- 
ready brought him fame and fortune, 
and has excited the interest of tho 
railway world at large. The latter is 
a differential railway axle coupler, 
which is so constructed that cither 
wheel can turn by Itself, thus doing 
away with the slipping of the wheel 
upon Its flange, necessary with the or- 
dinary solid pair of wheels and axle 
in rounding a curve. Tho result is a 
great saving In wear and tear upon 
rolling stock, tracks, and equipment. 

Arriving yesterday on the Princess 
Victoria, Mr. Seabrooke expressed con- 
siderable surprise at the advances 
which this city has made since his de- 
parture, and the improved appearance 
of both business and residential dis- 
tricts. 

Associated with Mr. Box, tho ex-Vic- 
torian has extensive holdings through- 
out California in various mining pro- 
perties. One of the latter sold recently 
for a figure in the neighborhood of $1!,- 
000, uou. 

The differential axle has been tried 
out by several of the railroads. The 
Santa Fe has contracted with tho com- 
pany to equip a number of their cars 
with the device, and eleven other rail- 
ways aro In negotiation with them. 
Until they havo their own plant erect- 
ed they are not closing with these, 
however. One object of their trip 
Fast Is to arrange to have from fifty 
to one hundred thousand of the axles 
turned out at plants there, by which 
time their own factories will bo com- 
pleted. 

Tho new invention is simply an axle 
in two sections, fastened in tho centre 
by a mechanism that keeps It rigid 
as to position, but allows evch wheel 
to move independently of tho other. 
The two sections aro fastened by a 
grooved Jacket shrunk on under a 
pressure of some 110,000 tons, so that, 
as in tho case of the ordinary solid 
car wheels and axle, no nuts or bolts 
are required. 

The sliding and jarring, with tho ad- 
ditional noise caused In rounding a 
curve where tho ordinary axle is used 
is eliminated with the new wheel, 
whero the curve Is taken with rolling 
wheels. No grease or lubricant is 
necessary upon the rails, a valuable 
consideration in the case of street rail- 
way companies.

iviands efficient work.. -So the young 
fflrl who leaves home with a light 
heart to enter a situation finds, before 
long, that she must put forth all her 
strength in the performance of her 
duties. She grows with her sense of 
responsibility, and besomes a strong 
and self reliant woman. 

But though no honest work is with- 
out its worth as training, all employ- 
ments are not equally valuable, and In 
the case of the girl, as well as tho boy, 
the effect of the work on health and on 
character should be taken Into account. 
It is more important that tho woman 
should be strong physically, mentally, 
and spiritually than that a good In- 
come should be earned by the girl. 



It was very pleasant indeed to hear 
tho girls at the high school singing on 
Friday. They and their friends will 
find that the ability to sing and to read 
music was not the least valuable part 
of their education. 

There are many who do not greatly 
value music that is not of the highest 
order. But though the. great artists 
cannot be too highly appreciated, It 
would bo a mistake to despise tho 
simple melodies. '['here are among 
Uie high school girls, as well as among 
other young girls in the city, many 
who desire to make themselves more 
proficient. They have good voices, ami 
will not be satisfied with what they 
have already learned. 



The plan of the late Cecil Rhodes in 
sending young men from all parts of 
Hie Empire, from the United States, 
and from Germany, to Oxford has al- 
ready proved of value to the young 
men themselves and to the university. 
Its value as a factor in Empire build- 
ing cannot yet be told. The leaven 
has not yet had time to work. But tho 
idea has spread, and other experi- 
.mants are being tried to bring not 
only parts of the Empire, but the na- 
tions of the world closer together. One I capable °f, drawing 
of these is the exchange of teachers of 
both the universities and other 
schools. 

A writer In the Fortnightly Review 
puts forward still another plan. He 
wants to begin at the heart of the 
Empire, England itself. He would 
send out from homo young men of 
talent to learn from all the countries 
of the world what the best and wisest 
men have, done to advance the welfare 
of mankind. He would have them 
send back reports of what they learned 
and when they came back they could 
give the people of their native land 
the results of their studies. The kind 
of men who would be chosen may be 
gathered from the following sentences; 

"Empire building is a man's game; 
and he must be a young, strong, hope- 
ful man, with tho blood tingling in his 
veins, and the fullest possible under- 
standing of the fact that Empire build- 
ing is a happy, glorious occupation, 
an absorbing duty, a grand and patri- 
otic service that brings its own re- 
ward." 

"No man that can be taken to weld 
this great Empire together need be 
overlooked or undervalued, but pos- 
sibly not the least valuable work is be- 
ing done by those, who stay quietly at 
home and "spend their time in making 
their own little corner a better place 
to live in, and in training the chil- 
dren to be good citizens. 



without ever thinking of having it re- 
lialred. Another point in conection 
with the bow is, that It should toe un- 
screwed and the stick dusted every 
time it is nut away, as, unless this Is 
done, the how 'becomes warped. The 
bridge must be made of tho right kind 
of wood, which should be kept in a 
warm place, neither damp nor yet too 
dry. That it should always bo kept 
well dusted goes without saying, and 
resin should be kept away from it, 
because this substance, destroys tone. 

"The student ought never to forget 
that the violin is an extremely sensi- 
tive instrument, needing, the most 
careful treatment, and that tho slight- 
est little thing may easily throw it 
out of tone. 

"AVe will now consider a subject to 
which very little attention is devoted 
—I moan the art of bowing. How it 
comes about that teachers clo not pay 
more attention to this I cannot im- 
agine, but the fact remains that one 
often sees young players, who have 
supposed to have been taught, using 
their bows in a way that makes it 
iiuite impossible for them ever to 
hope to obtain anything like good 
tone from their violins. 

"In order to master good bowing, 
the pupil should be taught, among 
other things, a proper use of the 
muscles, none of which should be 
screwed up or contracted in any way. 

"Having attained the requisite flex- 
ibility of wrist and muscle, the young 
musician will do well to pay particu- 
lar attention to the condition of the 
how Itself. And here is the first great 
thing to be remembered, namely, that 
the bow must never, on any account, 
he screwed up too tight, because: 
tight hair means a hard tone. 

"It should be screwed up so that 
witli a fair amount of pressure the 
hair nearly touches the stick of the 
bow, but no tighter. Treated in this 
way, the bow becomes a fairy wand, 
full, sweet and 
sympathetic tone from the strings 
over which it travels, for loose hair 
moans a. full tone. 

"In conclusion, I would point out I 
the enormous influence of good which 
music possesses. In order to enable 1 
them to exercise that Influence in the I 
highest degree, violinists, apart from 
studying all branches of music, and. 
indeed, all branches of art generally, i 
should make a point of becoming ! 
familiar with all that is best In liter- j 
ature, and, keeping before them the I 
clean side of life, should endeavor to 
inspire their hearers with the bright- | 
est. the best, the noblest and tho 
purest thoughts."— The London Girls'

Dudley Buck 

The death of Dudley Buck robs 
the United States of one of her finest 
musicians, and organists Hie world 
over of one whom most of them had 
learned to revere, if not to love. His 
name is known wherever an organ Is 
played, and his compositions arc 
among the most popular with organ- 
ists of any of the present day. 

He had lived a long and useful, if 
very peaceful life. Horn seventy 
years ago in Hartford, Conn., he 
studied lirst at Trinity College and 
later at the great Conservatoires of 
Leipzlc 'and Dresden, and at Paris. 
For some years he was organist of 
the Music Hall at Boston, and for 
over a quarter of a century a familiar 
figure in Brooklyn, where he officia- 
ted :iS" (B'ganlst for Holy Trinity 
church. The famous Apollo Club 
also enjoyed his ahle service as direc- 
tor and organist for a similar period, 
which only ended in 1903, when he 
retired from active work. 

During ills long career, Mr. Buck 
composed much, and gave many or- 
gan recitals in various parts of the 
world. He was an organist of re- 
markable powers, and though his 
taste In composition lay more along 
smooth and simple than involved and 
decorative lines, his displays of con- 
trapuntal eloquence were at times of 
such astounding force as to surprise 
even his oldest friends. Happiest 
when composing some limpid pastor- 
ale, ill e preferred to play the majestic | 
Fugues of Bach, and he was a mas- 
ter in the interpretation of the great- 
est of all organists and composers of 
organ music. 

A man of very Ioveabie nature, 
rpilet, dignified, and with winning 
ways that made him many friends, 
lie lived his life in honest "ndeavor 
to give of the best that was In him, 
to utilize the talents with which lie 
had been endowed for the benefit of 
Ills fellows, and to leave behind him 
the record of a stainless life and much 
good work ably done. Greater men 
have attempted more in the world of 
music — and achieved less PAX.

Succumbs to Sudden Attack 
by Black Heavyweight 
Champion 



THREE SHARP BLOWS 

END THE CONTEST 



Ketchel's Showing in Eleven 



Rounds Wins Crowd's 
Admiration 



SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.— Jack 
Johnson retained the heavyweight 
Championship of the world by knock- 
ing out Stanley Kotchel In the twelfth 
round. The climax of th« fight was 
crowded into 24 seconds. Up to the 
beginning of the twelfth round there 
had been little on which to forecast 
the winner. The men then clinched 
and wrestled to Johnson's corner. The 
negro broke away, and posing himself, 
dashed ai Ketchel, who sprang to 
meet htm. Ketchel drove his right 
at the black's lowered head. John- 
son ducked and the blow landed be- 
hind the car. Ho stumbled, fell and 
stretched out on the floor, landing 
heavily. 

Ketchel hacked toward the ropes 
with a faint smile on his battered, 
blood-streaked face. .Johnson rose 
slowly as though dazed. As he 
straightened to his knees he looked 
at Ketchel and wildly leaped across 
the ten feet which separated them. 
His right shot to the white man's Jaw, 
his left crashed to the stomach and 
the right swung again with the speed 
of lightning, catching Ketchel's head 
as he reeled backward from the on- 
slaught. Ketchel dropped In a heap 
and Johnson, unable to stop bis rush, 
sprawled across his beaten rival's legs 
and fell full length himself. The 
negro sprang to his feet with a bound, 
but Ketchel was out.- Once as the 
seconds were counted over him he 
feebly moved bis arms and rolled his 
head. He gave no other sign of life 
and his seconds picked him up from 
the floor barely conscious. Johnson 
was still dazed. Ho clung to tin; 
ropes and looked about him in a be- 
wildered Way. The crowd broke Into 
murmurlngs, and he was unable to 
realize that the tight was over. 

Ketchel won many friends by bis 
showing today. I'Yom the time ho 
entered the ring until he was carried 
out hi: was game to the core. 

Outweighed, over-reached and in 
every way the, physical inferior, lie 
fought a cool, well-planned light. His 
face was puffed find lie was bleeding 
at the noao and mouth before three,

rounds had passed, hut he kept follow- 
ing the negro about the' ring un- 
daunted. Johnson appeared to he 
holding himself back almost all of the 
time. 

Johnson said: "He is a good 
puncher and a strong man. I must 
say that he has given me a sorer 
chin than I ever bad before. ,He can 
take some heavy blows, too." 

Ketchel said after he recovered 
that a chance blow had finished him. 
"I am In better condition than John- 
son now," he said. "Look at htm, 
he is dazed. But for that one blow I 
would have beaten him." 

Promoter Coffroth stated after the 
tight that $40,000 had been taken in. 
Ten thousand people saw the light. 

Fight by Rounds. 

Round I— The men did not shake 
hands, Johnson towered above his 
adversary by .several inches. Tile 
champion scored almost lmemdiately 
with a hard loft hook to the stomach. 
"Make him lead," yelled the spectators 
to Ketchel. Ketchel apparently was de- 
termined to make the black lead, and 
sparred for almost half a. minute. 
Johnson, at long range, shot his left 
to the face twice, witli lightning llkfl 



rapidity. Ketchel forced the black 
against the ropes, but the latter wrig- 
gled away without receiving u blow. 
The bell rang with the men in the 
center of the ring. ft was a tainu 
round, both men lighting with extreme 
caution. Ketchel looked nervous 
throughout, Johnson smiled. 

Round 2 — They ran to a clinch and 
Referee Welsh pried them apart. On 
the break Johnson shot a straight left 
to the nose and soon duplicated it. At 
every clinch Ketchel was playing with 
short arm blows for the stomach. In 
a clinch Ketchel uppercut hard to the 
jaw With his left. This angered the 
champion, who rushed in, landing left 
and right on the body, and Ketchel 
slipped to the floor with considerable 
force. He was up quickly, and rushed 
in, but had great difficulty in getting 
under Johnson's long reach. John- 
son merely toyed with Ketchel until 
the bell ended the round. Ketchel's 
face showed grim determination as he 
took his seat. 

Round 3 — They sparred perfunctorily 
for fully thirty seconds, and then clos- 
ed in, swinging right and left at close 
range, Ketchel landing on the body 
once with right. Ketchel drove his 
right high on the negro's breast, and as 
they clinched, Johnson uppercut twice 
with his right. The referee then 
separated them. They again rushed In 
close, Johnson putting in several 
short-arm rights and lefts to the 
stomach. The white man uppercut with 
left to the face as the men broke 
from a clinch. Just before the round 
ended Johnson swung his rigid on the | 
jaw. Ketcliei went to his corner danc- 
ing, however, and looked fresh. John- 
son kept up a running lire of conver- 
sation with his seconds during the 
minute's rest. 

Round I — After sparring a while, 
I Johnson rushed in. forcing hi:: man to 
I the ropes, and, placing his arms 
around Ketchel, fairly carried him to 
I the center of tie- r ing. "Make him 
I lead," came the repeated injunction 
I from Willi].-, LSritt. Ketchel missed a 

I terrific right swing Intended for the 
! jaw. It vas a idose shave for the 
negro, and missed by barely an inch. 
Johnson steadily backed away, as they 
sparred for a lead with Ketcliei fol- 
lowing. Johnson then sent u hard 
right to the jaw and Ketchel con- 
stantly kept teasing the big black in 
an effort to make him lead, it was 
a tame round, characterized by a few 
bunsts of speed. 

Round 5 — Ketchel opened witli a left 
to the body, to which the champion re- 
plied with two weak lefts to the face. 
Johnson then sent Ketchel's head back 
I with two straight lefts to the nose. 
Ketcliei again assayed to force John- 
son to lead, to which flic champion 
failed to respond. Ketchel showed un- 
expected cleverness at blocking the 
negro's lends whenever the latter chose 
t.o lead. Johnson flung his left twice 
to the face and the men sparred at 
long range, Johnson working in a 
straight left to the face. Neither man 
showed damage as the round ended. 
I Few leads marked the round, Johnson 
| having a shade the best of it. 

Round 6' — Each missed a swing, and 
then Ketchel landed a lead to the body 
and followed with another left to the 
jaw. Johnson countered with a left to 
the stomach. Johnson shot out his 
left, catching Ketchel on both hands as 
the latter threw up his guard, and 
Ketchel was sent t. () the floor. He was 
smiling, however. Johnson gave him 



a warm reception. He uppercut with 
right to Die jaw;., and raked Ketchel's 
face with a succession of lefts to the. 
jaw. Ketchel continued to force the 
pace, but was met with lefts to the 
nose which started blood flowing. 
Johnson had a good lead In the round, 
and it looked as though lie was hold- 
ing back. 

Round 7 — Johnson swooped in with 
two lefts on the nose, Ketchel counter- 
ing with a hard left hook to the body. 
Johnson shot another straight left to 
the nose, and Ketchel missed a fearful 
left swing for the jaw. As they closed 
in Johnson uppercut with right to 
the Jaw, and Ketchel used the negro's 
shoulder as a mat with which to wipe 
the flowing blood from his nostrils. At 
close quarters Johnson landed several 
times on the nose and face. Suddenly 
Ketchel swung his left with territlc 
force and It caught the champion good 
and solid on the Jaw, raising a big 
lump that was immediately perceptible 
to the spectators, it was by far the 
cleanest and best blow of the light, 
and the immense crowd rose to its 
feet, yelling gleefully. 

Round f> — Johnson's smile had van- 
ished as he came up. He immediately 
closed in, landing twice witli left in 
the face. Tile- lighters roughed it 
shoulder to shoulder, and Ketchel 
worked in a hard right uppercut on the 
jaw. 'i'he referee, then separated the 
men, Johnson landing left and right 
on face as they broke. Ketchel missed 
a terrific right swing and almost went 
through the ropes from tin- force id' 
his blow. Johnson forced his oppon- 
ent back gradually and landed a left 
to the Jaw. Ketchel again missed a 
territlc right swing, and nearly went 
through the ropes from its misdirected 
force. Ketchel ran to his comei' smil- 
ing, amid the cheers o£ the crowd. 

Round 9 — They closed In, each land- 
ing short -arm rights on the face. 
Welsh was forced twice to break the 
nu n from clinches. The champion sent 
.,. four stinging straight lefts to the 
lace, but Ketchel did not break ground.

Johnson wrestled 
Ketchel to the floor and lifted him up 
and placed him in the center ^of the 
ring. In a mid-ring rally, Johnson sent 
three straight lefts to Ketchel's sore 
mouth and nose, starting the blood 
afresh. Johnson again wrestled and 
Ketchel almost lost his balance. John- 
son getting Ketchel against, the ropes 
sent ,i hard right wallop to ti e stom- 
ach arid Ketchel winced. Johnson 
patted Ketchel on the stomach with 
his open hand as the bell clanged. 
Ketchel looked serious as he sat in his 
chair between rounds. 

Round U — After some desultory 
sparring Ketchel whipped Ills left to 
the kidneys and missed two hard 
swings for the Jaw. It was noticed that 
Johnson's fight uppercut, which lie 
used with such good effect in his other 
tights, failed to And Ketchel a victim. 
Ketcliei landed a. terrific right almost 
on the jaw, and the big black Im- 
mediately clinched and seemed content 
to rest. Ketchel forced the lighting 
seeking to follow the advantage, hut 
could not further penetrate the negro's 
clever defence. Ketchel was vigorously 
cheered as be sought his corner. 
Ketchel's face was badly battered from

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the effects of the negro's constant left

Round 12 — Ketchel, suddenly rushing 
in, send his right for the jaw. It 
struck the champion on the arm and 
the big negro fell flat on his hack and 
seemed to have injured himself. Ket- 
chel rushed right at him, and the 
tricky champion was waiting for him. 
He swung a hard right to the jaw, and 
quick as a flash shot a left to the body. 
As Ketchel fell backwards Johnson 
sent in another right to the face and 
the white man went to the mat as if 
shot, where he lay prone, with blood 
streaming from his mouth. He made a 
weak effort to arise but fell back again 
and was counted out. 



CHINESE POOL 



Expert in Ancient Game Is a Visitor 
to the City of 
Victoria 



Chinese pool, a game which may 
be familiar to the denizens of the 
Celestial quarter, but of which the 
white population doubtless arc ignor- 
ant, is a pastime which a recent ar- 
rival in the city, Charles E3. Blodget, 
said to lie the only wdiite man on the 
continent to make a study of the 
game, has at his lingers' ends. Pro- 
fessor Blodget, to give him his title, 
is making a tour of the coast on plea- 
sure bent. He likes Victoria and is 
staying here for a week or more be- 
fore he returns to the east. 

Chinese pool is a two cue game, 
but the novice who attempts it gen- 
erally arrives at the conclusion that 
a trough is about the proper instru- 
ment to use. The cue ball must be 
rolled off the sticks Instead of being 
struck as In the American game, and 
it must never be touched by the 
hands, but is picked up by both cues 
and placed in position. In face the 
game is pool with chop sticks. The 
Chinese players are noted for • their 
juggling with the sticks, and Prof. 
Blodget claims to have out-Celestlal- 
ed the Celestial In this respect. The 
laws of gravitation are apparently 
violated In a startling manner. . Prof. 
Blodget ' claims that the game of 
Chinese pool approaches more nearly 
the ancient game of billiards than 
anything played today, it is possible 
that before his departure he may 
give one or two exhibitions open to 
the public. • ■

PAID DUFTY NO MONEY 



Victoria West Captain Takes Excep- 
tion to Action .of B. C. A. A. U. 



Relative to the report -which appear- 
ed in yesterday morning's Colonist of 
the action of the B. C. A. A. U., in pro- 
fessionalizing Dufty, the Victoria West 
soccer player, the following has heen 
received by the sporting editor from 
the captain of the Victoria West club: 

"Sir, — rl have just finished reading 
the account in this morning's Col- 
onist of the meeting of the local 
branch of the B. C. A. A. U., in which 



It Is stated' that 's. Dufty had received 
money for Ids services against the 
Bays last Staurday, and also several 
other statements, which are incorrect; 
so 1 wish to lose no time In correcting 
these assertions. 

"Now, the facts of the case are 
these: Dufty is a football player of no 
mean ability, but, besides being a foot- 
ball player, he has done a little in the 
boxing line, for which he has received 
money. In the season of 1S07-S S. 
Dufty played for the Esquimau foot- 
ball team in the city league, and not a 
word was said against 1dm, although 
he was just as much a pro then as ho 
Is now, in fact, more so, as lie was box- 
ing then, but has now given up the 
game. Last year, season 190S-9, ho 
played for the Ladysmith B team in 
the Island league, and not a word was 
said about his amateur standing. This 
fall Dufty conie3 to Victoria, and ob- 
tains steady work, and decides to stay 
here for the winter, as he, would rather 
live i/i Victoria than elsewhere. Im- 
mediately this is known, the manage- 
ment of every football team in the city 
was after him to play for their re- 
spective team. President Lockley, of 
the Victoria and District league, also 
Esquimau's delegate to the B. C. A. A. 
V., interviewed him one day for up- 
wards of an Hour trying to get him to 
play for Esquimau. Sam Lorimer, 
captain of the Bay team, was also will- 
ing for Dufty to [day for his team. 
The Foresters were time and time 
again at Dufty to join in with them; 
so that if will be seen thai before the 
city league started all teams in the city 
were perfectly willing, and very anxi- 
ous, to have the said Dufty play in 
their ranks, professional or no profes- 
sional. Well, when Victoria Wont ob- 
tain Ids services there is a big howl. 
The very first game that we play, be- 
fore the game, I was informed that the 
Bays were playing against Dufty under 
protest, so as to insure their amateur 
standing; but they said at the time 
that that was the only reason they 
were protesting, and they did not In- 
tend to follow It up. According to the 
constitution of the local league, any 
team wishing to protest must notify 
the secretary of I be league within 
throe days after the match and also 
deposit $5. This the Bays did not do, 
therefore there is no protest. 

The constitution also requires each 
team to register its members seven 
days before a match. This rule Vic- 
toria West, complied with, registering 
their men, Dufty along with the rest, 
all of whom were accepted by the 
league. At the last meeting of the 
Victoria Disctrlct football Association 
it was decided to Join the B. C. A. A. 
U., therefore when the players regis- 
tered by the Victoria West team were 
accepted by the secretary of the league 
we considered that the amateur stand- 
ing of the said players was assured. 

"I have been captain of the Victoria 
West football team since its inception 
four years ago, and during that time 
we have been a strictly amateur or- 
ganization; not one cent has ever 
been payed to any player for his ser- 
vices. The statement that Dufty re- 
ceived payment for his services last 
Saturday is incorrect. He received 
nothing, 

"Now, if there is going to be any 
professionalizing done, the Esquimau 
club of 1007-S, and all who played 
against them (our own team included) 
and any one who ever played with or 
against Dufty should be made profes- 
sional. Dufty himself, at the present 



lime, Is anxious to become strictly 
amateur, as ljo has done with boxing. 
He has never received money for foot- 
ball playing, and. as he. says himself, 
has never made a living out of boxing. 

"i might also say that we do not 
intend to lot this matter stand, but 
will light it right to the end. I could 
say a whole lo more on the matter, but 
do not wish to trespas too much on 
your valuable space.. All we wish is 
fair play.

DETROIT, Oct. 16.— Pittsburg won 
the world's baseball championship at 
Bennet Park today by defeating De- 
troit, S to 0, In the seventh and decid- 
ing- game of one or the greatest bat- 
tles ever fought for the world's title. 
The National League champions won 
four of the seven games, making the 
third straight victory for the Nation- 
al League, the Chicago team having 
defeated Detroit in 1307 and 1008. 

To Charles Adams, the phenomenal 
young pitcher for the Louisville Am- 
erican Association team, belongs con- 
siderable credit for the victory. His 
wonderful pitching almost crowded 
Wagner, Leach, Clarke and other 
Pittsburg stars' into the background. 
Today's victory was his third of the 
series, and he held Detroit safely 
throughout the entire game. He al- 
lowed but six hits, ami In only one 
inning, the fourth, did Detroit got 
more than one safety. He allowed 
only one base on balls, and in four 
innings he retired the hard-hitting 
American Leaguers in one, two, three 
order, — 

The crowd was a distinct disap- 
pointment, as there were only 17.5H2 
paid admissions. The receipts were 
$ 19, i)77. The total attendance for the 
seven games has been 145,434, and 
the total receipts $188,302. 50. 

The two twlrletjs upon whom De- 
troit had pinned its faith In winning 
the great series were lacking when 
the critical time came. "Wild Bill" 
Donovan lived up to his nickname by 
passing six batters and hitting an- 
other In the lirst two innings. While 
this allowed Pittsburg only two runs, 
It had a bad effect on Detroit, and 
Pittsburg scored often after that. 
Donovan allowed a two-bagger and a 
single . In the third, but a snappy 
double play stopped Pittsburg from 
scoring. 

George Mullln was sent In to bat 
for Donovan in the third, and took 
his place in the box after that. The 
Detroit iron man was unequal to 
pitching four games of the seven, and 
was easy for Pittsburg after Dono- 
van had given them a start. Mullln 
was lilt hard In the fourth and sixth, 
anil Pittsburg soon piled up a com- 
manding lead. Play was fierce in the 
early innings, but Detroit grew dis- 
couraged as inning after inning wenl 
by and it could not score off Adams, 
while Mullln was helpless In holding 
the National League champions. 

Robert Byrne and George Moriarlty 
were injured In a collision at third 
base in the first inning, and both 
were forced to leave the game. With 
Byrne on second and Clarke at bat In 
the lirst, the Pittsburg manager pass- 
ed a hit-and-run signal to Byrne. 
Byrne started for third base on tho 
signal, but Clarke missed the ball. 
Byrne made a desperate slide for 



third, and his hip hit Moriarlty In 
the leg. Ho was called , out, but both 
men fell to the "ground'. After the 
play, it w'as found that Byrno had a 
sprained ankle, and he was carried 
from' tho Held. Leach was shifted to 
third base and Hyatt went to centre 
field. Moriarity's leg bothered him, 
but he remained in tho game until 
the next Inning, when he hit a two- 
bagger Into tho right field crowd, hut 
could hardly limp to second base. 
O'Leary was sent in to run for him; 
The wildness of the Detroit pitcher is 
shown well by the record of Fred 
Clarke. He got four bases on balls 
and a sacrifice in five times at but. 

The outlook for Detroit was deci- 
dedly dark from the nrst ball pitched 
by Donovan.

Or shall we follow the ideal of 
Sir John A. Mucdonuld, who foresaw 
and predicted a cordial and healthy 
alliance ' with the mother country by 
which Canada would become a power- 
ful nation owing allegiance to tho 
British Sovereign, and flag and main- 
taining the advantage of connection 
with the greatest empire of tho world. 
Surely it is the latter idea, that today 
is being realized, and with it may 
there come to our people an increasing 
appreciation of the value of British 
citizenship." 

Unless I entirely mistake the senti- 
ment of Canadians, few desire to see. 
this country annexed to the United 
States. As regards the aspirations of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurlor. who is a French- 
man at heart, who dreams of an In- 
dependent Canada, with the French in 
the ascendant and dominant, and who 
again and again has demonstrated that 
he Is not a loyal British subject, 1 
cannot imagine that Canadians will so 
far stultify themselves as to continue 
him In power. As you, Mr. Editor, say 
further on in the article 1 refer to: 
"We have already expressed the opin- 
ion that the time has come to glvo a 
new departure In Canadian polities." 
With this 1 agree. The future parties 
in Canada will be the loyal and dis- 
loyal, the former holding to the Ideal 
of Sir John Macdonald and Indeed all 
loyal British subjects, who believe in 
maintaining the British Empire In its 
integrity ultimately ending in its Fed- 
eration with all that this moans.

Statements Disproved 

Sir: — I am much obliged to you for 
your courtesy in Inserting my last let- 
ter. Will you allow me room for one 
more example of damaging misstate- 
ments disproved? A common example 
of the iniquities of the poors is their 
use of land for deer forests and a 
very highly colored picture, can be 
made out of this use for sport of land 
which might grow food for the people. 

The owner of tho great Atholl deer 
forest has been attacked on this 
score. His answer was, I think, a very 
British one: "Come and see for your- 
selves and I'll abide by your honest 
verdict." The majority of those who 
came were Liberals or Radicals and 
the question of the Atholl deer forests 
was a burning one In politics. The 
verdict of the nine was summed up 
in the words of Mr. Gow, Radical dele- 
gate from Dundee: 

"That part of the Atholl deer forest 
which I have seen today is of such a 



high mountainous nature and of such 
barren soil that in my opinion It is 
totally unsuitable for small holdings, 
crofts, pendicles, or allotments. The. 
reason for my coming to this conclu- 
sion is that It simply consists of moss, 
peat, boulders, or swamps." 

Summarized, to save your valuable, 
space, their finding was that the. land 
was no good for anything else; that 
sheep would not produce as much di- 
rect or Indirect employment for the 
people as the deer did, and that if wo 
were all socialists It would seem cer- 
tain that no more advantageous use 
could be made of this land than its 
present use. 

So falls another bogy before the light 
of truth, but, Sir, I think that there is 
something more in this. I can't help, 
as an old countryman, feeling a little 
proud of a country where even in the 
bitterness of politics, a great landown- 
ing Conservative candidate dare turn 
to his Radical opponents and the work- 
ingmcn, confident of fair play, and 
have his confidence justified by their 
action. 

Let us have as much of this spirit 
as we can here: we have men of tho 
same breed and let us pull together.

Invertay Arrives With Sugar- 
Many Steamers Come for 
Bunker Coal 



The R. M. S. Empress of India was 
reported bj wireless yesterday morn- 
ing, 300 miles from port and will ar- 
rive at the Outer Wharf about ten 
o'clock this morning. The White 
liner is the third liner to roach port 
since last Sunday from the Orient, 
the Monteagle and Shlnano Maru hav- 
ing arrived on Thursday. The Em- 
press left Yokohama on October 5. 
The steamer Is bringing 2,f>00 tons, 
which includes 410 tons -of silk. She 
has 20 saloon passengers and 300 
Chinese in the steerage, mostly bound 
to points beyond the Dominion. The 
silk on board the white liner is worth 
$1,025,000, making a total of consider- 
ably over two million dollars worth 
of silk brought by the three steam- 
ers. 

Another arrival today from the 
deep sea will bo the steamer Inver- 
tay, of the Australian mail lino, which 
Is bringing 1,100 tons of raw sugar 
from Suva. The Invertay passed Ta- 
toosh at 5 o'clock last night, bound in, 
and will pass up to Vancouver to dis- 
charge at the B. C. Sugar refinery 
today. The Norwegian steamer Her- 
cules, which has been coaling at Na- 
naimo, passed over to Paget Sound 
yesterday. The steamer Strathgyle, 
which has been chartered by the Job- 
sen line lor Panama, passed over the 
bar at Astoria yesterday at 1 o'clock 
and is expected to pass up today for 
Boat harbor. 

The steamer Leelanaw passed up nt 
midnight from the Sound, bound to 
Boat Harbor for coal. The steamer 
Boo which took part cargo of redwood 
to Sidney for the British ship Ellis- 
land, loading there, proceeded yester- 
day to Vancouver with 100,000 feet 
of redwood for the British ship G. W. 
Wolff, which Is loading lumber at 
Hastings for Delagoa bay. She put 
300,000 feet -on the Elllsland at Sid- 
ney. 

The British steamers Riverdale and 
Taunton, two of the tleet which 
coal from the Atlantic for the Unit- 
ed States navy are on their way from 
San Francisco to load bunker coal at 
Comox. Both are duo tomorrow. 

The Mamma is expected to reach 
port on Tuesday morning from Aus- 
tralia by way of Suva and Honolulu. 
She left the Hawaiian port last Tues- 
day morning and Capt. Morrlsby re- 
ported that he would reach Victoria 
on this Tuesday morning. Over GO 
passengers of the steamer arc to be 
transferred here for San Francisco. 

The steamer Keemun, of the Blue 
Funnel line which has been loading 
salmon at Vancouver left the main- 
land port yesterday afternoon tor 
Pnget Sound ports to complete her 
freight. When the big freighter 
leaves about November 3. next from 
the Outer Wharf she will have the 
largest cargo that has left the coast. 
At Vancouver the Keemun has taken 
on 110,000 cases of salmon, besides 
100.000 foot of lumber and other 
freight. At Seattle, Tacorna and Vic- 
toria the Keemun will get additional 
salmon and should have over 200,000 
cases when she finally clears for home. 
The record cargo from this coast was 
taken by the Tydeus, which took 
171,000 cases when she left on No- 
vember 25, 1305. 



SEAMAN LOST 

FROM THE PHELPS 

Sailor Drowned Before Master's Eye 
When Big Four-master Was on 
Way to Sound 

The four-masted ship Ersklne M. 
Phelps, which reached Seattle yester- 
day from Baltimore and reported hav- 
ing encountered stormy weather off 
Cape Horn. She had a succession of 
northwest winds, which rose In viol- 
ence to terrific gales, the storms shift- 
ing into the west. All this time there 
were two seas running, one from the 
west and one from the northwest, 
causing the ship to pitch with one sea, 
at times her bowsprit going under 
water, and rolling with the other, a 
very trying strain on the strength of 

the vessel. 

Nearly all the time (here was a 
strong current running east, anil at 
the hardest part of the gab s it was 
estimated to be running thirty-live 
miles per day, making It much more 
difficult for the ship to gain to the 
J westward. In that trying time they 
wore ship fifty-two times in the heavy 

In the had weather Capt. Graham 
; used oil, dropped from the forward 
• waste pipes, and this be regards as 
] having had good effect, as it prevented 
the ship from taking a good deal of 
water, which otherwise would have 
been taken In forward. About four 
barrels of oil were used altogether. 

In the North Pacific little wind was 
encountered. The northeast trades did 
I not put In an appearance at all, a most 
| unusual happening, and the Phelps had 
only light northerly winds until sho got 
up to 38 degrees north. To the equator 
| In the Pacific the Phelps was out 110 
days, and she took thirty-four days 
to make the rest of tin; run to Cape 
Flattery. Two or three days before 
making TatOOBh the ship experienced 
an unusually heavy westerly sea. 

On Juno 19 Reunos RodrlqueS' a 
Porto Rlcan, signed on as an ordinary 
seaman, was lost overboard. The man 
was In the second mate's watch, 'hut 
went to the topgallant forecastle with- 
out, orders. Several men of the watch 
.below wero fishing from the bowsprit 
and the boy took a scat on the jib- 
guvs to sec th" sport. Nobody saw 
him fall, but the boy's tries as he fell 
save tho Bhirm.

These figures, however, show 
a decrease of 200,000 tons when com- 
pared with 1908. Antwerp's total is 
7,957,730 tons, against 7,423,710 tons 
last year, or an Increase of 531,000 
tons. Rotterdam's ligures are 0,338.- 
966 tons, an increase of 11,000 tons 
over last year, it can readily be seen 
from these particulars that If Ant- 
werp's progress is maintained, It will 
soon bo the loading port In Continental 
Europe. 

During the month of September 99 
vessels, of 5, 3-1 9 tons gross (of which 8 
of 927 tons were stool steamers) wero 
built In the United States and officially 
numbered. During the quarter ending 
September 30, 317 vessels of 48,914 tons 
gross (of which 25 of 3">,S60 tons wore 
stool steamers) were built In the Unit- 
ed States, the output of the various 
districts being as follows: Atlantic and 
Gulf, 161 vessels of 25,551 tons gross 
(including 1-1 steel steamers of IS, 363 
tons); Porto Rico, 1 of 25 tons; Pacific, 
72 of 3,345 tons (including 1 steel 
steamer of 67 tons); Cheat Lakes, 56 
of 18,120 tons (including S steel steam- 
ers of 17,327 tons); Western rivers, 51 
of 1,564 tons (Including 2 steel steam- 
ers of 103 tons). During tho quarter 
ended September 30, ' : 190S, the total 
output was 319 vessels of 20.SS7 tons 
gross (including 13 steel 'steamers), or 
an increase for the Inst quarter of 28,- 
027 tons, and in steel steamers of 27,- 
952 tons. 

The steamer Suveric, of tho Wclr 
line, is the next steamer of this fleet 
expected in port, having left Yokohama 
for Victoria on Thursday. The Japan- 
ese Bteamer Tango Maru left Yoko- 
hama the day before tho Weir liner. 
Sho has among her passengers tho 
members of the Wisconsin baseball 
club who have been playing a series 
of matches with Toklo baseball clubs.

Tees Brings News of Purchase 
of Nahmint Machinery and 
Boilers for $318 



The steamer Toes reached port yes- 
terday afternoon from Clayoquot and 
way ports, with twenty passengers and 
ii cargo of whale oil and fertilizer from 
tho Sechart whaling station, which is 
being discharged at the outer wharf 
today, and will bo loaded on tho Blue 
Funnel liner Keemun. Geo. Scott, of 
Bamfield creek, was among the arriv- 
als by the Tees. 

News was brought from Alberni that 
the machinery and effects of the Nah- 
mint mine, which has been lying idle 
since the company ceased operations 
some years ago, has been taken to 
Vancouver by the steamer Maude. The 
machinery and equipment of tho mine 
was bought by a Vancouver firm at the 
sheriff's sale held at Vancouver for tho 
small sum of $318. The equipment of 
tho Nahmint mine bought included 
the compressor, two biff boilers, ma- 
chinery, bricks and furniture of the 
bouse at the mine, and other things, 
tho whole being considered worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars. The bricks 
were reported to have been sold at 
Alberni by the purchasers for S100. 

The Nahmint mine was operated by 
Col. Hayes, who has since become a 
millionaire as a result of his mining 
ventures in the Goldllelds district. 

The Tees brought news that the Se- 
chart whaling station had a total of 
310 whales to Friday last. 




Well-known Sailer Bound From 
Hamburg to 'Frisco Thought 
to Have Foundered 



NEW HAVEN, ENG., Oct. 16.— One- 
boat and a portion of another boat be- 
longing to the British bark Holthill 
from Hamburg, October 10, for San 
Francisco, was washed ashore at dif- 
ferent points on the Sussex coast to- 
day. The Holthill was reported as 
passing Beachy Head on October 14. 
It is feared she has been lost with all 
hands. 

Tho Holthill Is well known at this 
port, having visited here several times, 
being much overdue on her last voyage 
out to Victoria. Tho vessel was for- 
merly in command of Capt. Parker, 
the oldest British shipmaster, who 
died on the voyage out to this port 
which lasted over two hundred days. 

The Holthill has been figuring in 
the casualty lists of the shipping 
papers for tho past month or two at 
intervals. Sho returned to Hamburg 
on September 8th from h'tr first start, 
on September 4th, for San Francisco', 
reaching the German port In a leaking 
condition. She had to discharge part 
of her cargo before she could be dock- 
ed, and after repairing and reloading, 
left Hamburg on Monday last bound 
out to San Francisco. She was in 
charge of Captain Bolderstone, who 
came out to Victoria to take command 
Of the vessel, and has been in charge 
since, and she carried a complement 
of from 21 to 26 men. Captain Bolder- 
stone is well known here and on Paget 
Sound.

IN ANOTHER WAR 



Jebsen and Ostrander Now Engaged in 
Fight With Grace & Co. for 
Panama Trade 



The Jehsen & Ostrander line, which 
recently became involved in a. light for 
the coffee trade from Central American 
ports with the Pacific Mail and Kos- 
nios lilies, has now another freight 
war on its hands— a light with W. R. 
Grace & Co., the big shlpownlng firm, 
which runs a line to nitrate ports un- 
der charter, the "green stock" licet. 
The Belle of Scotland, under charter 
to Grace & Co., has lust sailed from 
Paget Sound with lumber and salmon 
from Panama. 

The Belle of Scotland will be follow- 
ed closely by the Norwegian steamer 
Eir, which is now at Seattle. The 
steamers have been shifting about from 
port to port on the Sound picking up 
lumber, and the amount on band for 
the West Coast has been well cleaned 
up. The manoeuvering of the steamers 
Is looked upon as part of the light 
light which Jebsen ,t Ostrander have 
brought about by entering the lumber 
business to Panama. Tho Jebsen 
steamers will likely be delayed await- 
ing cargoes on the Sound and when 
they arrive at Panama the Belle of 
Scotland and the Eir will be In port 
there to unload ahead of them, causing 
another wait. 

In the opinion of shipping men along 
the waterfront the light put up by YV. 
R. Grace & Co. in the lumber trade to 
Panama will bo more spectacular and 
more aggressive than the competition 
which the Jebsen company has aroused 
in the South and Central American 
trade with the Pacific .Mail company 
and the Kosmos line.

Tho Vancouver Labor Temple com- 
pany Is being incorporated with a 
capitalization of $100,000, 'shares fixed 
at $1 each. The executive committee 
will be the provisional directors of the. 
new company. Unions or individuals 
holding a certilicate against the pres- 
ent council will have the option of re- 
demption In cash, with' accrued in- 
terest or double the face value In stock 
in the new company. As soon as the 
first meeting of the provisional direct- 
ors is held, plans will he developed for 
tho new structure, and the further 
sale of shares. The Trades Council 
will receive an allotment of r>0,000 
shares for its present property, in the 
new company, Good progress is being 
made, and local unions can count upon 
a modern new meeting place next 
year. If local unionists respond as 
they should, very little money will-have 
to be borrowed by the company to 
carry out Its plans.^ 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, landed 
at New York on Saturday from the 
steamer Lazavole, on which he re- 
turned from Europe. He said that at 
the international trades union confer- 
ence In Berlin, to which he was a fra- 
ternal delegate, be had strongly fa- 
vored the formation of an International 
trades union. The question was given 
much consideration, Mr. Gompers add- 
ed, and was finally tabled, and will be 
discussed at the next International 
conference in Budapest. Mr. Gompers 
went abroad to attend the British 
trade union congress in Ipswich, but 
later went to the International con- 
ference in Paris. As a fraternal dele- 
gate he did not have a vote in the 
Paris conference, but took an active 
part In the discussions. The probable 
affiliation of the trade unions In Great 
Britain, Franco, and the United States 
was discussed at length. In a report 
he will prepare for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, Mr, Gompers will fa- 
vor an international trades union 
league. 

* • * 

News from Stockholm shows that 
the agitation caused by the Swedish 
strike Is subsiding. The set-ret vote 
as to striking taken among the rail- 
way men shows such a large major- 
ity against striking that the Labor 
Federation summarily decider] not to 
proclaim a railway strike. No dis- 
tribution of funds to the strikers has 
yet been made by the Federation, but 
it is said that one will be dealt out 
at the end of this week. Judging by 
reports, the strikers are already- at 
the last extremity. In the agricul- 
tural districts, about lOOf) out of 7000 
organized laborers are out, and a few 
more may join them, but volunteers 
are coming forward everywhere to 
replace lihe strikers, and harvesting 
is proceeding throughout the country 
without Interruption.

is the oldest printer in the Maritime 
Provinces who has up to the present 
been engaged in active work, 

After a year of fighting against great 
odds, the Riggers' and Stevedores' 
Union of Seattle has scored one of the 
more notable victories ever gained by 
organized labor, says the Labor Cla- 
rion. In September, 1908, the Puget 
Sound Steamship association com- 
menced a boycott against the long- 
shoremen, and would not allow a 
vessel to dock at any wharf belonging 
to or controlled by members of the 
association. The Humboldt Steamship 
company was the only company on the 
front who did not join the Pugct Sound 
Steamship association In its war on 
the Longshoremen's union. The Puget 
Sound Steamship association used Its 
powerful influence to force the Dock- 
men's association, or wharf owners, to 
light against the union. A conviction 
was obtained or, a charge of secondary 
and the Judge levied a line of $1U0.

F. II. Sherman, the ex- president of 
the United .Mine Workers' association, 
who has been Identified with the labor 
troubles at Fornie for some years past, 
died 11th inst. Mr. Sherman was a man 
of great ability and zoalously fought 
for the right as he saw It, says the 
Evening Post. He was deficient In 
tact, but had a superabundance of zeal 
and more than otic man's share of bull- 
dog pertinacity. When he took the 
bit in bis teeth lie knew no restraint, 
and at times has engaged i„ open con- 
flict with his own superior officers. 
He had a deep rooted distrust of all 
employers, and in consequence was 
more disposed to light than to negoti- 
ate. It may bo that his truculence was 
responsible for one or two strikes, but 
in appraising the man's work is must 
be borne in mind that lie was leading 
a. "hard" crowd, and that if he made 
mistakes he always fought their battle, 
and fought it well. This tribute is 
due to one whose work Is now finished 
from a paper which more than once 
has seen good reason to criticise |i| s 
methods. 

In 1890 Switzerland by law gave all 
railway employees 52 weekly rest days 
each year, 17 of them Sunday, with no 
loss of pay. It worked so well that the 
same right is now given to nearly nil 
employees. Now they run no freights 
or excursion trains on Sundays. Ten 
years ago Belgium stopped most Sun- 
day freight, and found it did not de- 
crease business, but did decrease ac- 
cidents caused by employees' mistultes 
54 per cent. So the Swiss had exports 
examine the reports of all railway ac- 
cidents lor the six years when most 
men worked every day ami the six 
when all rested one day each week, and 
found fiS per cent less accidents caused 
by employees' mistakes in the last six.

NEW YORK, Oct. IC— The stock 
market today showed the effect of the 
largo reduction of tho outstanding 
short interest which has occurred in 
connection with the rapid and sub- 
stantial recovery in prices of the, latter 
part of the week. The potential re- 
quirement for stocks lias been materi- 
ally reduced In this way, 

The complexion of the coming bank 
statement also formed a subject for 
apprehension. While the showing: of 
the bank statement was not know); 
until after the stock market had clos- 
ed, the increased conlldencu over the 
money market position which was felt 
yesterday was not altered. This feel- 
ing was partly due to hopes of more 
accommodating spirit towards Ameri- 
can borrowers on the part of London 
money lenders. This has suggested 
the supposition that while stiff er terms 
will bo demanded of American borrow- 
ers, and greater severity In the matter 
of collateral will be exercised, it is not 
intended that renewal si maturing 
accommodations shall be absolutely 
refused. It is believed, In fact, that the 
London money market Is more solicit - 
ous to stop the run on its gold supplies 
from other quarters than to obstruct 
the credit operations on the part of 
American borrowers. The prospect of 
higher rules of Interest seems to be 
viewed with equanimity by those bor- 
rowers, and the chances of adjust- 
ment of the situation on these, terms 
is accepted as an explanation of tho 
vigorous recovery In the later stock 
market of the week. 

The bank statement indicated the 
operation of some occult forces for 
which there is no explanation in the 
known movements of money for the 
week. The actual gain In cash Is re- 
ported at $2,170,700, in face of the es- 
timated outgo of six or seven million 
tdollars. The report of other banks, 
outside the clearing house, does not 
explain the discrepancy.

New York Bank Statement 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.— The state- 
ment of clearing house banks for the 
week shows that the banks hold $10,- 
291,125 more than the requirements 
of the 25 per cent, reserve rule. This 
Is an increase of $5,743,345 In the pro- 
portionate cash reserve as compared 
with last week. Tho statement, which 
Is for live days, follows: Loans, de- 
creased $29,589,200. Deposits, decrease 
$32,577,500. Circulation, Increase $2,- 
338,900. Legal tenders, Increase $2,- 
015,200. Specie, decrease $4,416,200. 
Reserve, decrease $2,401,000. Reserve 
required, decrease $8,114,375. Surplus 
Increase $5,543,375. Ex. U.S. deposits, 
increase $5,737,625. The percentage 
of actual ' reserve of the clearing 
house banks today was 26.20. The 
statements of banks and trust com- 
panies of Greater New York not re- 
porting to the clearing house show 
that these Institutions have aggregate 
deposits of $1,305,506,300; total cash 
on hand, $112,530,700, and loans am- 
ounting to $1,221,134,200.

Ciudad Juarez. .Again tho two presi- 
dents were closeted for a .few minutes 
and President Diaz repaid tho cour- 
tesies which had been extended to him 
while he was the guest of the Ameri- 
can ptviple. 

(President Taft returned to the Uni- 
ted States to review a military parade 
In this city this nlternoon. Tonight, 
however, ho will cross into Mexican 
territory for the second time to bo 
the guest of President Diaz at Juarez. 
Rumors of a possible demonstration 
attending the meeting of tho two presi- 
dents caused the authorities, both civil 
and military, to take extra precau- 
tions on this side of the Rio Grande 
for guarding the life of President Diaz,' 
and caused a similar alertness across 
the border on behalf of President Taft. 
. Many Precautions. 

President Diaz rode to tho mooting 
with President Taft this .morning over 
streets lined with soldiers. Troops 
surrounded the Chamber of Commerce 
building during the tlmo tho presi- 
dents were there. 

Tho underlying idea of the meeting 
throughout, was to make it a conspicu- 
ous act, an Informal celebration of the' 
cordial relations existing between tho 
two countries. President Taft was at- 
tired In a frock suit, while President 
Diaz presented a striking contrast In 
full uniform, decorations covering his 
breast. 

The journeying to and fro of tho 
two executives and the 'members of 
their party was attended by an im- 
pressive military display. The escort 
of tho President of the United States 
consisted of two squadrons of cavalry, 
three 'batteries of held artillery and 
the Ninth infantry, all under tho com- 
mand of Gen. Meyer, who was ac- 
companied by his stalY and Ihe head- 
quarters band. President Diaz was 
attended by three thousand Mexican 
soldiers. 

For the purpose of the meeting the 
International bridge spanning the Rio 
Grande was regarded as neutral terri- 
tory. This permitted the Mexican 
troops to accompany their president to 
the American end of the bridge, while 
similarly the escort of the regular 
army attending President Taft was 
permitted to proceed directly to the 
border lino of Mexico. 



MUCH CONFUSION 

IN NICARAGUA 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 16.— A 
special to the Picayune from Bluc- 
lields, Nicaragua, says: 

The revolutionary movement is rap- 
idly spreading in Nicaragua, and the 
wildest confusion prevails throughout 
the country. Thousands of people are 
flocking to the standard of General 
Estrada, and the revolutionary leaders 
now have a formidable army. The 
revolutionary government today re- 
ceived advices that the revolt had ex- 
tended to the western coast of Ni- 
caragua. 

Hundreds of exiled Nicaraguans In 
Honduras, Salvador and Cosla Rica 
are on their way to Blueftolds and 
Greyton to Join the insurgents. 

The adherents of General Estrada 
stated yesterday afternoon that they 
expected the revolt to extend to the 
city of Managua, the capital of the 
republic, within 48 hours. It is claim- 
ed by the NIcaraguan revolutionists 
that Guatemala and Salvador are in 
sympathy with them and are secretly 
furnishing aid. The revolt has com- 
pletely paralyzed business. 

morocco mines 

sold to germans 

PARIS, Oct. IC— The Matin's cor- 
respondent at Oran, Algeria, tele- 
graphs a sensational rumor to the ef- 
fect that Mulal Ilnfid, the sultan of 
Morocco, has sold the Riff mines, 
which wore the cause of the trouble 
between Spain and the Moors, on the 
coast to a German company. 

Tho correspondent explains that 
such a transaction would bo perfectly 
feasible, as the Spanish held the mines 
by reason only of a payment of $15,000 
to Roghi, the pretender who was re- 
cently put to death by the sultan. 
Should the fact of the sale ho. con- 
dirmed, consequences of the gravest 
character would appear inevitable.

On the first page of the supplement we 
give some pictures of scenery among the 
Islands of the Gulf of Georgia.

The beauty of this part 
of the province is only faintly reproduced in a 
photograph, which necessarily lacks the color 
of the landscape. It has always been a matter 
of surprise to those who know these islands 
and tlic lovely waterways which separate 
them, that more people do not spend their holi- 
days there. Probably the reason is that what 
we can see ain- time wc wish to we apt never 
to sec at all. The time cannot be very distant 
when there will be hotels on the islands in 
some of the lovely little harbors. One of the 
pictures schows a shoulder of Mount Tuam. 
The summit of this elevation, which is about 
2.500 feet in altitude, presents one of the finest 
views in all the world. 

LIGHTNING CONDUCTORS 

By Sir Ray Lankester. K.C.B.. F.K.S.. in the 
London Daily Telegraph. 
A brief interlude will, I think, he welcome 
lo my readers before I go on to say more of 
that ever-fascinating and inexhaustible sub- 
ject' the seashore, and so I will answer a qucs- 
tion which I have lately been asked, namely, 
whether it is true that lightning conductors 
of a simple and inexpensive kind are con- 
demned by scientific men and are useless, and 
whether it is true that only a very elaborate 
and expensive "caging" of copper wire (re- 
commended by some manufacturing experts 
and supplied at a "crippling" price) cen really 
afford protection to a house or other such 
building, 

The lads are as follows: A long, vertical 
spike erected 011 the top of a house, as we 
often see on the Continent, unless it has a 
proper continuation down to an earth-plate 
sunk at some depth in the ground, is worse 
than useless; it invites the lightning to strike 
there. 

A conductor formed either of "stranded'' 
galvanized iron or of strip copper (which is 
no better, and is dearer), if connected well 
and metallically with an "earth-plate" buried 
in moist earth (or. better still, to a water 
main), is of use. If not so connected it is 
worse than useless. The conduct or (of pro- 
per thickness and substance) should be car- 
ried up to the highest part of the house, but 
need -not project more than a foot above, nor 
even so much. If the house has wings with 
several gables or turrets, the conductor, or 
branches of it, should be conducted along the 
roof-ridge to each turret or gable. Any metal- 
lic spouting or coping or water-ledges along 
the eaves should lie metallically bonded to the 
conductor. If the house be a large mansion it 
would be an additional safeguard to have a 
separate conductor carried up each (external) 
corner of the building and joined up lo the 
conductor along the roof-ridge. But each 
such separate vertical conductor should be 
properly 'earthed" to an "earth-plate" in moist 
soil or to a water-main. Any telephone wire 
(or other such wire) entering the house ought 
to be protected at the point of entrance by a 
"lightning arrester" (costing only a few shill- 
ings), which is itself connected to "earth" or 
to some part of the conductor. 

All this refers to an exposed house, b'or 
a house in a terrace of houses, or a villa in 
a line of other villas not tar apart from one 
another, all this is unnecessary. It is not pos- 
sible to estimate exactly the amount of risk 
.if being "struck" by lightning to which any 
given house is exposed on account of its situ- 
ation; the history of the house, and the fact 
that within ten, twenty or thirty years it has 
been or has not been "struck-" by lightning is 
the best indication of the amount of danger 
to which it is, by its position, exposed. 

There is a good deal of mistaken indiffer- 
ence or misplaced "courage" in regard to the 
danger of lightning-stroke. Kvcry year a cer- 
tain number ol human beings, and a larger 
number of animal-, are killed by iightning in 
this country. One meets individuals who ex- 
hibit recklessness in exposing themselves on 
a wide, open plain, or a hillside, during a se- 
vere and immediately-adjacent thunderstorm. 
They will tell you that not one person lo every 
million of 1 lu- population is struck- by lightning 
in the course of two years in Great Britain, 
and that, therefore, the chance if their being 
struck- is negligible. They overlook the fact 
that the immense majority seek shelter in 
houses during a I hunderslonn, and that it is 
really a fact thai a very high proportion of 
those who, either by Folly 01- by inevitable mis- 
fortune, are exposed as the most salient ob- 
jects on the surface of a plain over which a 
thunderstorm is in process, are injured or 
killed by lightning. The neighborhood of 
isolated tall trees or of flagstaffs should be 
avoided, and if shelter in a house or cave can- 
not be gained, the unfortunate individual who 
finds himself exposed to a violent thunder- 
storm is acting wisely in lying down flat on 
the ground. Persons are not unfrequently 
"struck" when exposed in an open boat 011 
the sea or a lake or wide river during a thun- 
derstorm. The lower rooms or basement of a 
house are safer than the upper storey; but 
the course of the current, should it "strike" a 
house, if often so eccentric as to defy pre- 
vision, 

Bell wires, telephone wires, electric light 
wires, and gas pipes may carry the current 
into the most unexpected quarters. There 



arc almost innumerable records of undoubted 
accuracy referring to the strange and fan- 
tastic action of ( the electric current within 
buildings and also as to its action on the 
clothes and surface of the body of human 
victims. Not unfrequently, with no very 
serious injury otherwise, ' persons struck by 
lightning show tree-like purple marks be- 
neath the skin on one of the limbs or other 
part. This is due to the discharge of the col- 
oring matter from the blood corpuscles in 
the fine blood-vessels under the influence of 
the electric current, and has been described, 
erroneously, as a sort of photographic print- 
ing by the lightning of the picture of a tree 
near to which the injured person was stand- 
ing. Wild animals seek shelter from light- 
ning beneath rocks and in thick forests: they 
arc very sensitive to Us on-coming, and take 
precautions in time. On the other hand, the 
unfortunate herds bred by men have not the 
self-protective instincts so well developed, and 
perish by "lightning stroke" in large numbers 
every year on downs and meadowland. Many 
birds are killed by lightning. Ships are, as a 
rule, well protected against lightning stroke, 
and there is probably no safer place in a se- 
vere thunder-storm than a railway train, since 
the iron rails and wheels present a large and 
continuous mass of conducting material. 

I may take this opportunity to state some- 
interesting facts which have recently come to 
my knowledge concerning the Hash of light 
and the smell produced when one firmly rubs 
together two beach pebbles of quartzitc or of 
flint — a matter to which I lately referred. 
The Rev. Reginald Gatty has written to me 
lo say that the supposition that the powdered 
silica formed by such rubbing is actually 
"burnt," that is to say, combined with ihc 
oxygen of the air by the great heat of the fric- 
tion set up when one rubs the two stones to- 
gether, is rendered unlikely by the fact that 
if you perform the rubbing operation in a 
basin of water with the stones submerged, 
the flash is produced as easily as in the air; 
in fact, more easily. I at once tried the experi- 
ment and found the fact to be as my corre- 
spondent stated. Not only so. but the smell 
was produced as well as the flash. 

W ith the desire to get the best opinion on 
the subject. 1 went to consult the great ex- 
perimental physicist. Sir James Dewar, in his 
laboratory, at the Royal Institution, lie told 
me that the late Professor Tyndal used to ex- 
hibit this experiment in his lectures on heal, 
but made use of a very large and rough crystal 
of quartz (rock crystal) and rubbed its rough 
surface with another crystal. Tyndal's note 
on the subject in his lecture programme was 
as follows (Juvenile Lectures on Meat. 1877- 
78): "When very hard substances are rubbed 
together light is produced as well as heal." 
Sir James Dewar kindly showed me the crys- 
tals used by Tyndal, the larger was 16 inches 
long and 4 inches or 5 inches broad. We re- 
peated the experiment in the darkened lecture 
room and obtained splendid flashes. The same 
smell is produced when rock crystal is used 
as when flint or quartz pebbles are rubbed 
together. All three are the same chemical 
body, namely, silica (oxide of silicon). We 
also found that when the crystals were bathed 
with water or (this is a new fact) with ab- 
solute alcohol, the same flashing was pro- 
duced by the friction of one against the other. 

The next day I had the kind assistance of 
.Mr. Herbert Smith, of the mineral depart- 
ment of the Natural History Museum, in ex- 
amining, with a spectroscope, the flash given 
by two quartzitc pebbles. No distinctive lines 
or bands were seen ; only a "continuous" spec- 
trum, showing that the temperature produced 
was not high enough to volatilize the silicon. 
I also was enabled by Mr. Herbert Smith to 
examine some pebbles of another very hard 
substance — nearly as hard as silica (rock- 
crystal, quartz, and flint). This was what is 
called "corundum," the massive form of "em- 
ery powder" (oxide of aluminium). By grind- 
ing two ol these corundum pebbles with very 
great pressure one against the other (using 
much greater pressure than is needful in the 
rase of quartz) 1 obtained flashes of light. 
That is a new observation. A smell resem- 
bling that given out by rubbed quartz. Inn 
fainter, was observed. 

The breaking of crystals is in many in- 
stances known lo produce a Hash of light. 
Thus a lump of loaf sugar broken in the dark 
gives a faint flash of blue light, as anyone can 
see for himself immediately on reading this. 
White arsenic crystals also, when broken by 
shaking the liquid in which they have formed, 
give out Hashes of light. Some rare specimens 
of diamond, when rubbed in I he dark with a 
chamois leather, glow brightly, and even leave 
a glowing streak on the leather, which quickly 
lades away. The well-known mineral called 
Derbyshire spar, "Blue John." or fluoride of 
calcium, when heated to a point much below 
that of red-hot iron, "crackles and glows briefly 
with a greenish light. Hence comes another of 
its names, "fluor-spar," fluorchscence being a 
term applied to such glowing. The crystals of 
phosphate of lime, called apatite, and a number 
of other crystals have this property. It is 
slill a matter open to investigation as to 
whether the Hashing of pieces of quartz and 
rock-crystal when rubbed together with heavy 
pressure is of the nature of the Hashing of the 
heated crystals of other minerals, or whether 
there is any chemical action set up by the fric- 
tion — an action which is certainly suggested 
by the very peculiar smell produced. Since the 
Hashing can be produced under water and 
other liquids, it should be easy to obtain some 
evidence as to the chemical nature of the 
flame — whether acid or alkaline, wdicther cap- 
able of acting on this or that reagent dissolved 
in the water, and w hether setting free any gas 
of one kind or another. 



Topics of the Hour 

(London Daily Telegraph) 
"If the cook is found drunk in the kitchen 
can the average daughter of the house take 
matters into her own hand and send up a good 
dinner?" This passionate question comes 
from one who believes that they manage 
things, including women, better in the Colo- 
nies. So we continue: ''If a hook has conic 
out of a wardrobe, a shelf loose from a cup- 
board, or if the bath needs recoating with 
enamel, is it not a sine qua non that a work- 
man should be sent for?" 011 the other hand, 
we are assured with pride that our accom- 
plished "Colonial sister would very soon put 
these maters right herself." No doubt this 
is so. But in the matter of enamel for a bath, 
at all events, some of us will incline to prefer 
ihc professional artist lo the most accom- 
plished amateur. The amateur's style may 
have more imagination, hut it is likely to fail 
in technique. And after all in the bath genre 
it is technique that counts. 

We need not trouble to dispute the effi- 
ciency of the girls bred in the Colonies. It 
is common knowledge that their inability to 
"get the job-cook-, the doctor, the carpenter, 
the seamstress, at a moment's notice," teaches 
them to "turn their hands to anything" with 
remarkable sucess. We may very well con- 
fess that we who sit at home at ease are apt 
to rely upon other people's hands more than 
we ought, and should be of little value on our 
first plunge into a new and untamed coun- 
try. So much all reasonable people will read- 
ily concede. But they will show a great deal 
of reluctance to make the huge leap from these 
premises to the conclusion that we all of us 
ought to be trained to manage without the aid 
of servants or artisans. The very fact that 
the training and accomplishments of the Colo- 
nial girl fit her admirably for her own life is 
the plainest proof that they arc not very well 
adapted to the chastened career of a London 
suburb. 

Tn a new country, the man wdio can build 
his own house, kill his own sheep, doctor his 
own horses, and ply a dozen other trades with 
equal skill and success is one of the most 
valuable people. But in Loudon he will prob- 
ably be less use than a man whose capacity 
as a butcher is nil, whose dealings with horses 
are ludicrous, 1 but who is good at sweeping 
chimneys. Most wives and mothers will 
agree that while it is very nice to have a handy 
husband who takes an interest in his house, 
in the matter of repairs it is generally cheaper 
and more comfortable lo employ a profession- 
al plumber. There is in this simple matter 110 
vulgar dislike of doing, things with your own 
hands: nothing morc\'niyslerious than a sane 
perception that human nature is so designed 
as to make few men fit for more than one 
trade, and that a man is generally best at his 
own. 

Precisely the same considerations apply to 
women. It is quite possible for any girl of 
ordinary intelligence and strength to learn to 
be independent of other people's labor and 
skill. Hut if she is. she will lack' some of I he 
acquirements which in an elaborately organ- 
ized town make lite more pleasant. In a de- 
cent suburban household no one is much more 
comfortable becaurse the daughter has learnt 
t" milk and make butter. It is more to the 
point that she should know how to make serv- 
ants and tradesmen anxious to do their best 
for her. If she has by nature no taste for 
the more delicate arts of life, music, and con- 
versation, and the rest, we shall all thank her 
for leaving them alone, but they. too. have 
their value in the making of comfort and con- 
tent. At all events, it is clear that her home 
will be no better off because she can bake 
her own bread ami brew her ow n beer. 

In these simple ami obvious facts we are 
not to find a justification of the woman who 
is utterly helpless ii anything goes wrong in 
the machine of her household; who knows 
•no resource but a restaurant if cook falls ill, 
or a hotel jf || Cr servants quit without notice. 
Some faculty of Fending for ourselves is es- 
sential, if wc are not 10 appear ignominious. 
But in an Knglish town of this year of grace 
resourcefulness does not consist in being able 
to turn your band to any and every trade. A 
sufficiency of personal skill lor carrying off 
momentary emergencies is indispensable. 
1'robably every woman would be happier ii 
she had high accomplishment in some one of 
the thousand trades which serve the great art 
01 making a home. [ ', u t if tin' emergencies 
-he has lo deal with are frequent and of long- 
duration it is sadly clear that sin: is deficient 
in what is peculiarly her business, the trade 
of managing people and things. 

In that profound philosophic treatise, the 
"Dolly Dialogues," it is written that Mr. Car- 
ter, debating the wisdom of marriage with a 
certain lady, fell that she had eyes which 
would ask loo much of him at breakfast. He 
tried lo calm his apprehensions with the 
thought that "a large urn sets that all right." 
It is understood that the masculine popular- 
ity of the newspaper at the breakfast table 
may be traced in part to some such cowardly 
notion. I'm that here should be no need for 
anything of the kind at dinner is' gruesome 
news. 1 1 is, however, announced that "small 
screens — they might almost be called screen- 
lets" (for that name at least we may pray 
swift oblivion) have been set on the, dinner 
(able. 

"The idea," it is charitably and certainly 
not superfluously explained, "the idea is to 
give those who wish lo talk seriously, or, at 
any rale, on a topic which requires the atten- 



tion of speaker and listener, to do so without 
interruption for the time being." If the lit- 
tle screens arc only to be used for those who 
wish to talk seriously over their dinner, we 
may confidently assure ourselves that they 
will not be much in vogue. Who would care 
to sit down with the mark of the beast glar- 
ing before his plate? We all know the story 
of the statesman — was it Disraeli? — who was 
afflicted at dinner with a serious-minded 
neighbor. Politics were interesting at the 
moment, and the fair lady, swinging the con- 
versation round to them, asked mysteriously, 
"And you — what are you waiting for?" "I 
am waiting for you to pass the salt," said the 
statesman blandly. That is the spirit in which 
solemnity should be met at dinner. The mod- 
ern habit of 'using the joyous meal as an oc- 
casion for debating the most tremendous is- 
sues, such as religion and the digestion, should 
be stamped upon. Perhaps, after all, the com- 
ing of little screens would be valuable. Inex- 
tinguishable, laughter would swiftly over- 
whelm the screened. 

Prom an auction room comes this story: 
The course of the sale w as interrupted by the 
auctioneer announcing that he had just been 
informed that a gentleman in the room had 
lost a pocket-book containing bank notes to 
the value of £ 100. The numbers of the notes 
were known, but the owner would give £5 
for the return of the book, and ask 110 question. 
Promptly from the back of the room arose a 
voice : "A bid sax pun'." 

We have recently been favored with a 
number of pleas for the lost art of reading 
aloud. Those who are wise enough to know 
Jane Austen well will remember that in her 
day girls would test the airs and graces of as- 
piring lovers by giving them a book and bid- 
ding them read. It sounds, perhaps, a little 
sombre, a little chill to our generation. The 
thought of reading poetry through a long hour 
or two w hile the lady whom he hopes to make 
his mother-in-law sits with her daughter at 
crochet will hardly inspire the swains of 1909. 
They want something a little more pungent, 
But those were the days when Cowper was 
thought so passionate that a stolid man could 
not appreciate him. 

It is to be feared that the day of the reader 
has gone by. In this hurrying age those of 
us who still continue to read prefer to do it 
for ourselves. Time is too swift for us to 
listen. And probably not much is lost. The 
number of people who can read aloud is sq 
few thai they will hardly go round. There 
are not many occupations in this world more 
lugubrious than listening to the person who 
cannot read but will. Xot all of us have the 
aplomb to follow the admirable example of 
Mr. Pickwick in such a predicament. 



MALE BALLET DANCERS 

No dancer has been seen in Paris like Ni- 
jinski, called the Russian Y'estris. He is a 
ballet dancer from the Imperial troupe of St. 
Petersburg, lie is eighteen years old. lie is 
more graceful than a girl. His muscles are as 
strong as steel, and when he leaps up into the 
air you wonder when he is coming down. In 
the past fifty years such a male dancer as 
Nijiuski has not been seen in Russia. 

Paris, says a writer in the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, knows him as one ot a 
troupe of ballet dancers loaned by the Russian 
Minister of the Interior and the directors of 
the St. Petersburg and Moscow ballet operas. 
It is to show the Western world what Russian 
musicians, painters, dancers, and opera direc- 
tors have accomplished in the development of 
a Russian national ballet that this extraor- 
dinary troupe opens at the Gaiete Theatre in 
Paris with the season of Russian opera. 

The St. Petersburg troupe is composed of 
101 male and 77 female dancers. This predom- 
inance of men is a characteristic of the new 
Russian ballet. They enter the Imperial 
dancing schools at the age of nine, and work 
up to the age of fifteen. At sixteen they make 
their debuts; no matter what may be their 
beauty, their success or their protections, they 
art' pensioned off at the age of thirty-five, and 
appear 110 more. So strong have these purely 
Russian troupes become that during the last 
eight years no dancers have appeared on (he 
boards of the Imperial Opera House except 
native-born Russians coming out of the Stale 
ballet schools. 

The importance given to young men 
dancers astonishes Paris. | n the new Russian 
ballet the masculine element is second in im- 
portance only to the feminine. It dispenses 
entirely with girls taking boys' parts. The 
adolescent, with muscles of steel and lines 
of aesthetic harmony, certainly avoids the arti- 
ficial impression of a Romeo of opulent con- 
tours. 

Those who have seen them say that these 
Russian dancers have no equals in France 
or Italy. They do not dance: they skim the 
ground, they fly, they seem to be liberated 
from the earth. They are like arrows that 
dart. They flash by with a laugh. Ballet 
stars of Paris and Milan, so perfect in a cer- 
tain technique, seem to be only mechanical 
figures working with great exactness, in com- 
parison with them. Their dances arc danced 
poems, songs without, words.

The Care of Plants 

During the winter the garden docs not af- 
ford flower lovers cither occupation or amuse- 
ment, but we can with very little trouble and 
at no cost carry into our houses some of the 
color and fragrance of summer to remind us 
that winter will pass and birds will come 
again. Then. too. if we arc looking forward to 
next year's garden and have not long purses, 
wc require to bring in and protect some of the 
more tender perennials so as to have them in 
growing condition for planting out as soon as 
danger from frost is past in the spring. Many 
people arc very successful in carrying their 
plants through the winter and in making them 
blossom freely from about Christmas until they 
arc put out into the flower beds where they 
make an immediate show of rich color against 
the foliage of the hardy fast growing peren- 
nials. Others try year after year, only to meet 
with disappointment or a partial success, that 
is more like failure. 

Among the mistakes which amateurs fall 
into in the management of their plants during 
the winter is that of crowding them too much 
together by housing more plants than they 
have room for, or taking in plants which are 
too large, and thus very frequently nearly 
spoiling all of them. It certainly requires 
strong resolution to throw away a quantity of 
nice looking and healthy plants in the autumn 
or to cut dow n a well grown favorite, but it is 
better to do so at that time, than to keep them 
to spoil all by spring — for plants that are 
drawn up and straggling are nearly worthless 
either in the house or for planting out. Neat, 
' dwarf and bushy specimens are the most ef- 
fective for all purposes, and arc as easily pro- 
duced as any others. 

House plants are no doubt mainly grown 
for their flowers, but even without flowers, if 
properly managed, they may be made to pre- 
sent a very sightly appearance, indeed, a per- 
son who grows plants purely from the love of 
them will derive as much pleasure fiom their 
healthy progress as from their blossoms. To 
watch a plant from its first formation in the 
seed vessel through all its changes to its com- 
plete development, is an occupation worthy 
of the best intelligence and such as no one can 
pursue without becoming the wiser and better 
for it. 

In order to get the most shapely plants, 
together with a fair amount of blossoms in the 
winter carry over a sufficient quantity for sum- 
mer bedding, it is a good plan to rely alto- 
gether upon cuttings taken from plants that 
have been in the ground all the summer, and 
only in exceptional cases bringing into the 
house an old plant. 

We are not. however, entirely dependent 
upon the perennials for winter flowers, for 
there arc many of our best annuals which may 
be so treated as to blossom in the house dur- 
ing the winter and which will continue blos- 
soming all through the ensuing summer if 
planted out in the garden. In fact, almost any 
of them may be so carried over, if given suf- 
ficient light and space, but the common ones 
are so easily raised from seed and come into 
blossom so quickly that it is not worth while 
troubling with them, but nicotmas, Salpig'os- 
sis, Stocks and many others arc excellent 
plants for house culture and will repay the lit- 
tle care they require. It is not always neces- 
sary to provide the plants by making a special 
sowing of seed, for there arc generally to he 
found among the spring sown plants some that 
arc backward and which have not blossomed 
when the frost conies; these if taken up then 
answer for the purpose perfectly. If blossom 
buds are upon them nip them off, pot the 
plants and shade them for a little while and 
they will come on satisfactorily. Nasturtiums, 
which are general favorites, make good showy 
winter house plants, if given plenty of light. 
Keep the ends of the straggling shoots pinched 
back and from time to time cut off the larger 
leaves to prevent their obscuring the flowers, 
and they will form beautiful compact plants. 

Among the bulbous-rooted flowers, none 
are easier of cultivation than the Hyacinth and 
the Polyanthus Narcissus, and few more beau- 
tiful or fragrant. When grown in pots those 
bulbs which have no offsets or sprouts near 
the base, which are perfectly sound and arc 
the heaviest in proportion to their size, should 
be selected. These should he planted in six-inch 
pots, one in each. If it is desired to have a 
succession of bloom, it is well to pot as many 
as it is desired to bloom at one time, and then 
make another potting about three weeks later. 
The method of potting is to place a piece of 
broken crock over the hole in the bottom of 
the pot, then fill in an inch deep of broken 
pieces of crock or pebbles, or. better still, 
pieces of charcoal, so as to secure perfect 
drainage, then fill up to within two inches of 
l lie top with soil composed of rotted sods, cow- 
manure and pure sand, packing it firmly, Then 
place the bulb on this soil and fill in around 
ii with more of the same and press that firm. 
When finished, the top of the bulb should ap- 
pear just above the soil and the earth be about 
half an inch below the rim. Give it a good 
watering now, thoroughly soaking the whole 
of the earth in the pot. The plants should 
then be placed in a dark - , cool cellar free from 
frost, and the soil kept moist, until the pol is 
filled with roots, which can be ascertained by 
gently knocking the ball of earth loose from 
the pot and turning it out far enough to see 
whether the white roots have run through the 
soil. When they have filled the earth with 
loots, they are ready to be removed to the room 
where they are to blossom; there they may be 
placed near the window so as lo get an abun- 
dance of light. They will now soon begin lo 
show leaves and push forth the flower stalk 
and will require to be watered more frequently, 
enough lo keep the soil moist, but not wet, but 
as I he flowers expand the watering may be 
further increased and the soil kept saturated. 
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"Growls from Uganda," — By Critolaus. 

Full of wholesome everyday philosophy, 
which is none the worse for having seen some 
wear, and interspersed with sonic paragraphs 
of charming description relative to his sur- 
roundings, is Critolaus' "Growls from Ugan- 
da." a little book that one can read through 
readily in a couple of hours and be none the 
*- worse for. "Critolaus" is rather an extremist, 
but he is not the ranting sort. He finds fault 
with most of the institutions of modern civ- 
ilization, but we all have that privilege, and 
many of us use it: whenever we feel in a pes- 
simistic mood, so wc cannot blame him for 
taking advantage of the same prerogative. In 
his little Baganda grass hut, alone except for 
his dog and one hen and his native servants, 
lie would like to impress us that he is living 
the idea! life. He says he is never lonely, and 
envies no one in more comfortable circum- 
stances, lie looks at the world from such a 
great distance, that his vision is in some cases 
distorted, though again the very fact that he 
does observe events from afar, makes his 
judgment that much the more unbiased. 

Among other things, "Critolaus' 1 docs not 
believe in the present system of education. 
He says : 

"The School Hoard Act of 1870 wisely 
provided for the three R's at a rate of about 
a halfpenny, and we ought to have stuck to 
that, for it gave everyone a chance, instead 
of which, following blindly the lead of en- 
thusiasts, dreamers, and faddists — the so- 
called 'progressives' — wc are ruining the rate- 
payer in order to create a nation of clerks." 

Again.^he thinks there ought to be some 
censorship in regard to the Press. Most of 
us will confess to a desire to see some of the 
yellow journals muzzled, but wc are not going 
to agree with the author, when he strenu- 
ously attacks the growing habit of 
body to read the newspapers. 

Like all true nature-lovers, "Critolaus" is 
a broad-minded religious enthusiast, caring 
nothing for creed, dogma or orthodoxy, but 
worshipping God in the beauty of His handi- 
work. "I have heard," he writes, "the voice 
of God equally in the howling of wolves at 
midnight in the vast pine, forests of British 
Columbia, in the incomparably awful thunder 
of Corisco Bay in Spanish Guinea, in the 
sweet song- of the pied wagtail at sunrise at 
my own door here, in the roar of the West 
Coast tornado approaching through the great 
Congo bush, and day and night in the count- 
less voices of Nature all around." 

The motor car comes in for a very fierce 
onslaught. "Critolaus" even views .with dis- 
favor the discover)- of wireless telegraphy, 
and has all sorts of sarcastic things to say in 
regard to aerial navigation. "1 feel far safer 
now among the savages and wild beasts in 
Central . Africa," he says, "than in London. 
But where shall we turn for safety when the 
navigation of the air is an accomplished fact?" 

The real tynyils of society, he claims, arc 
not the aristocrats, "but those 'Captains of 
Industry' afflicted with pachydermatous con- 
sciences, who have risen from the people to 
plunder the people: who have made money 
their god, and who in their pursuit of it care 
not whom they trample upon or what means 
they adopt so long as they can elude the grasp 
of the law." , 

However, wc cannot all live in Baganda 
grass huts near the equator and shirk the re- 
sponsibility that civilization brings. Most of 
us have families t<> support, and however 
much we may deplore some of the existing 
conditions of modern life, our place is in the 
front with the fighters, and we are not going 
to deny that we get a great deal of pleasure 
out of the society of, and the competition 
with, our fellow men. A state oi nature is all 
verv well, and we may think ourselves incon- 
siderable" atoms indeed compared to the 
mighty elements of the universe; wc rise su- 
perior even 10 the stars themselves, however, 
when we realize that the intellectual force 
with which we arc endowed makes the ele- 
ments our slaws, and this fact we think is 
evidenced by the wonderful discoveries of 
modern inventors. To cut oneself off from 
one's fellow men and play the pessimist is 
not altruism, and to do "Critolaus" justice, we 
do not think he is a real pessimist, so we can 
take bis "growls" good-naturedly.

WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

IMMANUEL KANT. 

It is a mistake of many people to think that 
only those who live amid the stress of events, 
can understand the pro and con of those 
events that only those' who have come face 
to face with economic problems in the course 
of their own lives, can undertake to solve these 
problems: thai only those who have lived in a 
community where great questions are at stake 
can have any conception of how to ileal with 
such questions. W e have all heard it said that 
the soldier on the battlefield knows less about 
the wai" in which he is participating than those 
who arc following the news in the despatches 
at home: and to a very great extent this is 
true in regard to the crises which have been 
brought about by conditions in congested cen- 
tres of population. Those who are directly 
affected by such crises, and "are in the mael- 
strom of emotion produced by their outraged 




sense of justice, are not as capable of taking a 
calm, sane, unbiassed view of things, as is the 
unprejudiced onlooker, who has been watch- 
ing the trend of events from a distance, and 
observing the questions from all sides with 
equal fairness. 

Immanucl Kant, one of the greatest of mod- 
ern philosophers, was a man who never trav- 
elled more than sixty miles beyond his native 
city. He was born in East Prussia in 1724. 
He lived through the stirring events of the 
French Revolution, but was not tempted to go 
near the field of action. While Voltaire and 
Rousseau and a score or more of philosophers 
of his time contributed their firebrands of 
thought to start the conflagration of the Revo- 
lution, Kant, quite unmoved and undismayed, 
in his own little limited world, was formulat- 
ing and promulgating philosophical truths that 
were to affect countless generations of those 
wdio came after him. 

lie was a little man, barely five feet tall, 
with deep eyes that looked out from under a 
massive brow. His shoulders were slightly 
deformed and he was thin to emaciation. His 
health was always delicate, but by rigid diet- 
ing, strict breathing exercises, and a powerful 
self-control he kept disease at a distance, and 
lived to be eighty years old. lie did not dis- 
tinguish himself particularly while he lived. 
To posterity belongs the honor of bringing his 
works into the light of fame. He made no 
effort at all to become a celebrity, and was 
earnestly devoted to his vocation of teaching. 
It was not until he. was sixty years of age that 
he produced a work in any way remarkable. 
This was in 1781, when he published his 
"Critique of Pure Reason," one, if not the most 
famous, of the philosophical treatises of the 
two last centuries. » 

"The deepest and easiest means of quieting 
all pains is the thought that a reasonable man 
should be expected to have at his control — 
namely, the thought that life in general, so far 
as the enjoyment of it goes, has no genuine 
worth at all; for enjoyment depends upon for- 
tune : but its worth consists alone in the use of 
life, in the purposes to which it is directed 
And this aspect of life comes to man, not by 
fortune, but only through wisdom. This con- 
sequently is in man's power. Whoever is 
much troubled about losing life will never 
enjoy life." 

"He who fears can form no judgmcntabout 
the sublime in nature, just as he who is seduced 
by inclination and appetite can form no judg- 
ment about the beautiful.. The former flics 
from the sight of an object which inspires him 
with awe ; and it is impossible to find satisfac- 
tion in a terror that is seriously felt. Hence the 
pleasureablcness arising from the cessation. of 
uneasiness is a state of joy. But this, on ac- 
count of the deliverance from danger which is 
involved, is a state of joy when joined with 
the resolve that we shall no more be exposed to 
the dangers, much less seek the occasion for 
them again. 

"Now, in the immensity of nature and in 
the insufficiency of our faculties to take in a 
standard proportionate to the acsthetical esti- 
mation of. the magnitude of its realm, we find 
our own limitation ; although at the same time 
in our rational faculty we find a different non- 
sensuous standard, which has that infinity it- 
self under it as a unity, in comparison with 
which everything in nature is small, and thus 
in our mind we find a superiority to nature 
even in its immensity." 

"War itself, if it is carried on with order and 
with a sacred respect for the rights of citizens, 
has something sublime in it, and makes the 
disposition of the people who carry it on thus, 
only the more sublime the more numerous the 
clangers to which they are exposed, and in res- 
pect of which they behave with courage." 

"The man who is actually afraid because he 
finds reasons for fear in himself, whilst con- 
scious in his culpable disposition of offending 
against a Might whose will is irresistible and 
at the same time just, is not in a frame of 
mind for admiring the Divine greatness. For 
this a mood of calm contemplation and a quite 
free judgment are needed. Only if he is con- 
scious of an upright disposition pleasing to 
God, do those operations of might (evidenced 
in the Universe), serve to awaken in bun the 
idea of the sublimity of this Being, for then 
be recognizes in himself a sublimity of dis- 
position conformable to bis will: and thus he 
is raised above the fear of operations in na- 
ture, which he no longer regards as outbursts 
of 1 lis wrath.

DR. WULLNER'S ECCENTRICITIES 

Dr. Ludwig Wullncr, the celebrated licder 
singer, is said to be a man of many eccen- 
tricities. Sombre, almost depressing!)' so in 
his garb, when living in public, he indulges, 
when visiting the watering places of the Ger- 
man ocean, in extravagantly shabby clothing. 
But most fantastic is his garb when he struts 
about his famous "Hilligenlei" estate in the 
neighborhood of Monte Ziretto, Sicily. Here 
in the mountain fastness are beautiful creeks 
and hidden spots, where he recites, sings, and 
rehearses without any one interfering with 
him or listening to him. He has been seen by 
visiting friends walking about dressed like a 
Roman Senator. At other times he has worn 
Arabian costumes he brought with him when 
five years ago he spent a winter in the north 
of Africa, and when Richard Strauss visited 
him last year he snapshotted the famous in- 
terpreter of his sqhgs clad as a wandering 
Arab of the Abyssinian type. 



GOUNOD 

Charles Francis Gounod was born in Paris, 
June 17th, 1818, and received his education 
there. His musical studies were carried on at 
the Paris Conscrvertoirc. In his twenty-first 
year he won the annual grand prix offered by 
the National School of Arts by his cantara 
Fernand, and this enabled him to go to Rome 
to study the Italian school of composition. For 
this purpose he entered a priests' seminary 
wdierc he remained for four years, returning 
to Paris to become musical director of the 
Catholic ■ Church of Foreign Missions. His 
desire at this time was to enter the church, 
for he was always of a very devout nature. I lis 
affection for his mother alone prevented him 
from carrying out this wish. For a time he 
retired from public observation, but in 1849 
the celebrated singer Madame Viardot asked 
him to write an opera, and he composed Sap- 
pho, which, though not a popular success, 
greatly enhanced his reputation among musi- 
cians. Three years later he produced L'lysse, 
which met with a better reception, and secured 
him the position of superintendent of instruc- 




tion in singing in the Paris communal schools, 
His next opera, La Nonne Sanglante, was not 
a success. In 1856 he composed Faust, which 
is the work upon which his fame chiefly rests, 
although French critics have always main- 
tained that his Romeo et Juliette was a greater 
achievement. The production which was most 
popular in his lifetime was his comic opera Le 
Median Malgre Lui. The fact that this is 
forgotten, while Faust forms a part in the 
programme of every great musical season, and 
man)- singers have reached the summit of 
their fame in its three leading roles, shows 
how unreliable contemporary judgment may 
be in its estimates- of artistic genius. Gounod's 
intense devotional spin is shown in his two 
oratorios. The Redemption, and Mors et Vita, 
He died in Paris. April 17. 1893. 



THE ZEIT-GEIST AND SUFFRAGETTI- 
CISM 

The Zeit-Geisl means literally the Time 
Spirit or the Spirit which controls the times. 
Mr. Andrew Lang in an ironically humor- 
ous article in tin- London Morning Post, tells 
us that he used to think that "the term was 
onl) a fashionable phrase lor fashion itself: 
lor the notions ami practices and opinions, 
usually absurd, that men and women imitate 
from each other, or read about and pick up in 
newspapers ami magazines. Hut. grown older 
and having seen more. I incline to believe that 
the Zeit-Geist is onl)' a series of avatars or 
changeful manifestations of the Prince of this 
World: of the Accuser of the Brethern, or. to 
speak quite plainly, of the Devil." lie then 
proceeds to give his • evidence as to wiry he 
considers suffragetticism a manifestation of 
the "Zeist-Geist," and many of us, in view of 
the frenzied behaviour of those who think no 
means too exteme to gain their cause of 
"Votes for Women." are disposed to agree 
with him. In citing historical instances, Mr. 
Lang might have mentioned the first inhabit- 
ants of Britain, for one of whom Albion was 
so-called. The)- were daughters of the King 
of Egypt who, jealous of their husbands, the 
sons of Uanus, King of Greece, resolved to 
slay them and assume control of affairs. The 
plot was discovered, however, and the wicked 
wives sent adrift in a ship upon the sea. They 
eventually landed on the shores of "The White 
Island to the North of Gaul." and it may be 
that their spirit is living today in some of 
their "suffragetting" progeny. 

It. is easy to sec, writes Mr. Lang, how 
any tendency of opinion expands among 
grown-ups. Take suffragetticism. Every 
student of popular mental epidemics knows 
that: the sex is subject |o collective and im- 
perious infatuations.- Thus the worship of 
Dionysus, with horrible rites, look hold of the 



women of prehistoric Greece. They rushed 
about wildly, playing on the tempestuous tam- 
bourine; they tore Orpheus to pieces, nobody 
knows exactly why, and threw his tuneful 
head into the Hcbrus, The women generally 
tore to rags any animals which they hap- 
pened to meet in the secret rites of their sex. 
Precisely why they did. this 1 leave M. Solo- 
mon Reinach to explain in his recent work on 
Orpheus. 

The real truth may be simply that "it was 
pretty Fanny's way," her blood being up 
about a "cause," the introduction of the wor- 
ship of the Wine God. The esoteric, motto, 
or public slogan, of the sex may have been 
"Drinks for Women." The men, having 
found out for the first time the pleasing pro- 
perties of the juice of the vine, may have 
wished to keep the sacred liquor to themselves. 
The most respectable ladies of Thebes headed 
the new "woman-movmcnt," and destroyed 
the fawns and kids in their processions as a 
proof of earnestness. The unfortunate King 
Pentheus observed them in the most unob- 
trusive way; but he was detected, and the 
Queen, his' mother, the Princess, his sister, 
"nagged" King Pentheus with fatal results. 
Theocritus reports the affair, which manifest- 
ly puzzled him. The same results in the way 
of female frenzy form a dark and mysterious 
chapter in the history of Republican Rome. 
Writing at a distance from books, 1 do not re- 
member much about this [Roman woman's 
movement. I have no authority but Dr. Kinil 
Reich's "Woman Through the Ages," and he 
dismisses the topic in two sentences. To this 
learned author I shall return, for the move- 
ment in favor of listening to his lectures was 
a quaint illustration of the vagaries of the 
Time Spirit. 

• Under Louis XIV. wc observe the same 
phonomenon. For no particular reason, but 
under the suggestion of the Zcit-Geist, the 
women of Paris, in all ranks, took to poisoning 
their husbands. Multitudes of the most re- 
spected females were in the movement. The 
fact leaked out through their confessors, for 
they were pious and devout. Priest after 
priest found that his fair penitents were in the 
same tale: they had all poisoned their hus- 
bands. Somehow the priests discovered means 
of apprising the police that the high rate of 
mortality among married men was a theme 
that called for inquiry. Monsieur de Monte- 
span was not at Court, and was not in dan- 
ger, but Louis Xr\\ began to think that from 
Madame dc M'ontespan his Royal life was not 
safe, he standing, as it were, in loco mariti. 
There was a great deal of trying, torturing and 
executing, and finally the movement died out, 
and arsenic became a' drug on a falling market. 
The affair had been a temporary infatuation of 
the sex. Nobody ever heard of a collective 
movement of men towards poisoning their 
wives. To men the Time Spirit at various 
periods has suggested a frenzy for burning 
•witches, usually female; but this, it is only 
fair to say, was done openly by forms of law, 
and with the approval of the clergy of all de- 
nominations. It is a singular fact that the 
male infatuation for crusading appears to have 
left, the women untouched. 1 never heard 
that there was a Woman's Crusade. They did 
not want to fight, but stayed at home, and 
were usually on the point of marrying an- 
other when the crusading and despaired-of 
husband returned, like Ulysses or the noble 
Morringcr in the ballad. 

MUSICAL NOTES 

Two English artists of far more than ordi- 
nary interest are features of Loudon Charl- 
ton's list .this season. Mine, Kirkby-Lunn. 
the great operatic contralto, will arrive early 
in February to remain until April 15; while 
Dalton Baker, a baritone who is considered 
one of the best oratorio singers in Great Brit- 
ain, will be here from February 1 to the close 
1 if the season. 

Mine. Kirkby-Lunn has already become 
well known to American music-lovers through 
several previous tours, both in opera and 
concert. Her Kimdry in the Henry W. Sav- 
age production of "Parsifal" was considered 
a splendid achievement, one recently sur- 
passed, by the way, by her Delilah, looked 
upon as quite the sensation of the recent 
Covenl Garden season. Mme. Lunn has been 
identified with the Metropolitan Opera House, 
and on the Continent she is a pronounced 
favorite, Her work in concert and oratorio 
is no less delightful than in opera, As her 
visit is a comparatively short one, owing to 
important English engagements in the early 
Spring, her tour under Mr. Charlton's man- 
agement will be limited. 

You are probably acquainted with one of 
the latest popular hits in the song line, the 
refrain of which is "Where Has My Lima 
Lean?" The New York Telegraph makes it 
out to be an Englishman who heard the song 
at the Murray Hill Theatre and wdio was 
much perplexed by the refrain. Seeking out 
the. house manager, who was a friend, he 
thus voiced his objections, according to the 
Telegraph : — 

"Beastly bad grammar that song — what? 
How on earth, dear chap, can you make sense 
or meaning out of such foolishness? Why, 
such a meaningless babble! 'Where Lias My 
Lima Bean?' It ought to be either 'Where 
Is My Lima Bean' or 'Who Has My Lima 
Bean," and it's idottc to sing it in the way they 
are doing-— wdiat ?" 

When jean Lassalle, the noted French 



baritone, Was breathing his last at his home 
in Paris three weeks ago, his son, who is a 
promising young tenor, was walking out on ' 
the stage of the Kursaal at Ostendc to face 
his first audience and sip the sweets of a 
debut success. Le Figaro tells a little story 
of striking coincidences. 

About two weeks before the end came 
the elder Lassalle, who had been ill for mauv 
months, called his son to him and' told him of 
a presentiment that possessed him: "The 
morning after I sang "Hamlet" at the opera 
for the first time i received a telegram in- 
forming me of the death of my father the 
previous evening. They tell me that you are 
going to make your debut. You will see that 
it will be for you as it was for mc — the day 
after your debut you will hear that I died the 
evening before, and, as in my father's case, 
almost at the same time that you were sing- 
ing." 

M. Lassalle fils made light of this super- 
stitious fancy, and thought nothing more 
about it. A fortnight later he received a tel- 
egram from Ostendc asking him to sing two 
days later at the Kursaal. lie accepted the 
engagement, and when ,thc evening came he 
sang airs from "Werther," "Tosca," "Rigolet- 
to" and a Berlioz excerpt, to the manifest de- 
light of the audience, which demanded repeti- 
tions of all the programme numbers. The 
congratulations of his friends fed the debut 
delirium. Next morning, at the "appointed 
hour," he received the news of his father's 
death, which had coincided with his first en- 
trance the night before. 

Reports of the success of Mme. Melba's 
lour in Australia and New Zealand arc 
couched in superlatives. Word has been sent 
to us that in some places visited, the demand 
for the scats at seven and five dollars has 
been so greatly in excess of the available 
accommodation that the cheaper tickets had 
to be withdrawn.

"A NECESSITY OF LIFE"

The schools arc doing a great deal at pres- 
ent to. create real interest in the highest forms 
of literature, though it may be doubted if the 
methods employed are the best methods. The 
end to be aimed at is the creation of a nation 
of adults to whom the best literature is a 
"necessity" of life; As soon as it becomes a 
necessity half our social problems will solve 
.thcmselv.es. A man 'or woman to whom Scott 
or Stevenson, Wordsworth or Tennyson, Rus- 
kin or Carlyle, Darwin or Emerson, Dickens 
or Thackeray or George Eliot or Hawthorne 
are household gods will not easily find pleas- 
ure in the patter of the music-hall, in the 
philosophy of the pot-house or in the litera- 
ture of the gutter. And they may as easily 
be household gods to a man with thirty shil- 
lings a „week as to a man with a thousand 
pounds a year. 

The working man today, if he could only 
be taught to realize it, has advantages that 
many a man with a substantial income longed 
for in vain thirty years ago. All the best 
literature is at his door, and all the Ibest 
ephemeral writings lie on his public library 
table. For these things he pays nothing, and 
liis hours in the case of thousands give more 
opportunities of what one might call learned 
leisure than belong to myriads of those who 
don the black coat of servitude. The clerk 
class has one advantage, and one only, over 
the artizan class. It has, in some sort of 
measure, a tradition of culture, while in Eng- 
land (as opposed to .Scotland) the artizan 
class has not got this tradition. In one case 
there is a certain disgrace attached to ignor- 
ance of the English classics, and the virtue 
of knowdedge is assumed if not possessed. In 
the other class there is no need even to pre- 
tend. But in fact the manual worker when 
once he tastes the long-forbidden fruit of the 
tree of literature, devours it with a voracity 
almost unknown to the clerk. It is the nat- 
ural supplement of his daily work. 

If once the tradition begins, if once the 
necessity of literature forces itself into the 
sub-consciousness of the people, then the New 
Age will have begun. Mean streets will van- 
ish, for the people will no longer tolerate 
them, and (a more important fact) mean souls 
will grow into something higher. Literature 
for the people, literature that reveals new 
worlds of nature, of beauty, of humanity, 
should be the central point of modern educa- 
tion. Xo money should be spared in securing 
the best teachers, the best methods of teach- 
ing. Today we have to start the literary tra- 
dition, and must not count the cost. The re- 
ward will be beyond all price, for it. will be 
nothing less than a national renaissance,. — J. 
J'".. G. dc Montmorency in The Contemporary 
Review.

After, the victory of Austerljtz'j Prussia 
which had been unwilling to assist Austria 
and Russia at a time when her army could 
have saved Europe, determined to match her- 
self against victorious France, although in tin- 
treaty of peace she had been given Hanover 
to which she had absolutely no right. Doubt- 
less Napoleon was quite as much influenced to 
make this concession to Prussia by the fact 
that the Duchy of Hanover was the patrimony 
of the English King as by any other consider- 
ations. Russia was also ambitious and her 
young Tsar Alexander chafed under the blow 
inflicted upon him by the man whom he re- 
garded merely as a lucky adventurer, and when 
tlie King of Prussia avowed Ids intention of 
declaring war against France he promised his 
assistance. Hut the Prussian monarcjfl had 
more ambition than judgment, and anxious to 
have the glory of defeating Napoleon single- 
handed he did not await the coming of his 
Russian allies and set out to meet the enemy. 
The result was the' great double battle of 
Auerstadt-Jena, usually spoken of by the latter 
name only, in which the Prussian forces were 
completely defeated and the way was opened 
for the Emperor of the French to enter Berlin. 
Russia, seeing the fate that had befallen her 
ally, was willing to make peace and the result 
was the famous meeting of the two emperors 
at Tilsit, on a raft upon a river which formed 
the Russian boundary. Mere an agreement 
was reached by which Europe was divided 
between the two men. Napoleon to have the 
west and AJexander the east. Here also the 
former outlined his plan to crush England by 
declaring all the ports of Europe closed to her 
ships. Thus it came about that Britain stood 
alone against them all. But the courage and 
resolution of our nation never faltered for a 
moment. With a heroism that was sublime she 
set herseli to work to demolish the combina- 
tion with which she was confronted. 

Her efforts were assisted by a revolt on the 
part of the common people of Europe against 
the absolutism of which Napoleon was the per- 
sonification and their own rulers were becom- 
ing enamored. They were growing impatient 
to be allowed to try conclusions with the man, 
who not only professed to give them and their 
countries to Ins favorites, as though they were 
his personal belongings, but who assumed the 
right to say with whom they should do busi- 
ness. The first sign of restlessness was in 
Spain, where Napoleon had set up his brother 
as king, The story of the Peninsular Cam- 
paign will be told on another occasion, ft will 
be sufficient to say here that it demonstrated 
to the European powers that the armies of 
France were not invincible. 

Meanwhile the people of Europe chafed un- 
der the Napoleonic domination. Merchants 
found their trade ruined by the prohibition of 
trade with England and the masses saw their 
ancient liberties being steadily taken from 
them. There was everywhere throughout 
Germany, Austria and Russia a feeling of in- 
tense resentment, which only needed an oppor- 
tunity to make itself felt. These things en- 
couraged Austria to assert her dignity, or 
perhaps it would lie more correct to say the 
impatience of the people compelled the Aus- 
trian emperor to reassert the dignity of his 
country. Napoleon advanced to suppress 
what he called their rebellion, only to meet 
with defeat. Russia thereupon gave him notice 
that she would no longer exclude British 
commerce, and Napoleon promptly planned 
his great expedition which terminated so dis- 
astrously in the retreat from Moscow. The 
story of this also may be told on another oc- 
casion, as in this scries of articles only what 
may he called the pivotal battles are dealt 
with. Afte.r this all Europe arose against 
France. Dr. Charles F. I Ionic says: "There 
was something awe-inspiring in that uprising 
of Europe. The Prussians led the way. then 
the other German peoples, then Austria joined 
with the advancing Russians. The Spaniards 
led by Wellington swarmed over the Pyrenees. 
The lint' >ns crossed from their island refuge. 
The Swedes came down from tile North," 

Napoleon collected a new army. The young 
men Hi France had perished miserably in his 
campaigns. I lis new force was composed 
chiefly of hoys and old men and with these he 
advanced in meet his resolute enemies. A l he 
Prussians and their continental allies exhibited 
a new spirit. They were filled with a new 
courage. At first Napoleon was successful. In 
two tierce battles he drove his foes before 
him; but a new condition of things had arisen. 
Previously after a defeat the Prussian forces 
had scattered in disorder; now they rallied 
again. When their ammunition failed them, 
they fought villi clubbed muskets. They were 
a people fighting for their fatherland. Na- 
poleon realized the superhuman character of 
the work he had undertaken. He obtained an 
armistice, hut al the critical moment Austria 
threw her sword into the balance, and the 
war was resumed. The result was the battle 
of Leipsic, which has been called the "Battle 
of the Nations." 

The battle beg^an on October to. [813, and 
on the first day the French were successful. 
Napoleon himself considered that his whole 
future was at stake for on the evening of that 
day lie exclaimed with elation. "Le monde 
tourne pour nous." The 17th passed without 
anything decisive being accomplished,, but on 
the i.Stli the Allies attacked the French with 
courage and discretion, When night came 
Napoleon ordered a full retreat. On the morn- 
ing of the tpth he resume.-.* battle in the hope 
>f saving some of his force, and deliberately 



sacrificed a whole army corps for that purpose. 
But his efforts were in vain, fie was driven 
rapidly from the field and fled with 
w hat troops he could save. After a disastrous 
retreat he reached France with only 70,000 
men left out of the 350,000 with which he had 
left that country only a few months before. 
The number of killed on both sides in the four 
days' fighting at Leipsic is put at 80,000. The 
number of the wounded was never ascertained. 
Thousands of them died from wounds and 
disease. 

Notwithstanding these awful losses, the 
French Senate consented to another levy of 
300,000 men, and with these Napoleon at- 
tempted to drive the Allies out of France, lie 
displayed bis customary skill and vigor, but to 
these was added a fierceness which seemed to 
be inspired by dispair. The end came on 
March 20th. 1814. when the fortifications of 
Paris were captured, and on the following day 
l lie Tsar Alexander and the King of Prussia 
entered the city. On April 4th Napoleon 
abdicated and he was banished to Elba. 

MANLY CHRISTIANITY 

.\o doubt many of the early Christians had 
a pretty hard time, but they all did not. Those 
who suffered were not the victims of persecu- 
tion because they were righteous people or 
because they believed in Christ as a Saviour, 
They were caught in the maelstrom of what 
passed for politics in those days; they were 
the scapegoats of ambitious and unprincipled 
men; they were the victims of their own ag- 
gressiveness; probably in a minority of cases 
they suffered because they were unwilling to 
conform to the vicious practices of the limes. 
But as a general proposition men arc not per- 
secuted for righteousness' sake. On the con- 
trary, they are respected. A good deal of 
harm has been done by the presentation of 
the opposite idea. Many teachers take the lan- 
guage addressed to people who had come out 
from a nominally pagan community to espouse 
the cause of Christianity and insist that it 
shall be applied literally to people who live in 
what is at least nominally a Christian com- 
munity. The consequence is that a good many 
people think that oddity is a necessary ac- 
companiment of a religious life, and that 
those, who claim to have the new birth, which 
comes from an appreciation of spiritual power, 
must exhibit certain outward marks which 
will distinguish them from what they call "the 
world." Now this world is a pretty good sort 
of a place after all. The Creator did not make 
any mistake when Me formed it. We may 
reasonably assume that it is. a world fitted to 
be the home of people, who live as their 
Creator would have them live. If there is 
such a thing as law; if love is the fulfilling 
ef law, if the Creator is a God of Love — and 
surely all people, claiming to be Christians, 
will admit these suppositions— it seems to fol- 
low, unless the whole creation is a huge blun- 
der, thai a man, who really conforms his life 
as nearly as he can to the laws of God, ought 
to find the world a pretty satisfactory place 
to live in. It ought not to he necessary for 
him to die in order to be happy, and he ought 
to be able so to live that his fellows would 
esteem him. If any person's experience is to 
the contrary of this, he ought to indulge in a 
little self-examination. Some people mistake 
indigestion tor religion. They disregard the 
laws of hygiene to such an extent that they 
cannot enjoy life in this world, and so they 
sigh for life in another. Others mistake men- 
tal laziness for religion, ami sigh for a time 
to come when they shall have nothing to do 
hut sit around with golden crowns 011 their 
heads and play on golden harps. < Hhers mis- 
take selfishness for religion. They think all 
creation hinges on themselves. They attribute 
the phenomena of nature to the pleasure or 
displeasure of the Almighty with themselves. 
If their friends die they regard their deaths as 
"judgments" upon them. The singing of 
hymns more or less harmoniously is not re- 
ligion, nor is prayer, although undoubt- 
edly it is an expression of it. Religion 
is something within its possessor, that is using 
the word religion to mean the Christian re- 
ligion. It is a spiritual life. It is the develop- 
ment of the higher, better and stronger side 
of our natures. James in his General Epistle 
says that to enjoy true religion one must 
keep himself "unspotted from the world"; but 
if you will take the trouble to follow this 
thought out in the light cast upon it by other 
passages of Scripture, you vvill see that it does 
not mean to isolate one's .self from the world, 
but rather to bear your share of the burdens 
of life, being ever mindful of your obligation 
to your fellows. 

An irreligious man, and this does not 
necessarily mean a bad man, hut only one who 
has not grown spiritually, has only developed 
one half of his nature. All all-round man 
should be strong spiritually as well as men- 
tally and physically. Now spiritual develop- 
ment does not imply naniby-pambiness, or a 
snivelling attitude towards mankind. The 
man, who is spiritually strong, acknowledges 
110 superior: he feels under no occasion to 
apologize for himself ; he does not recognize 
in himself a poor, weak creature, whose sole 
hope consists in the fact that by a vicarious 
sacrifice he is entitled to an imaginary bliss 
in an imaginary heaven. lie has developed 
the God-like side of his nature. It is possible 
to be a good citizen and yet be irreligious in 
the sense in which the term is here used ; thai: 
is, to take an active and successful part in 
the business affairs of every day life, to be 
at the front in public movements, to Ik: char- 
itable and kindly, to be in all things honot'-'i 
able. The community is full of just such peo- 



ple, and Ihey are growing, more numerous apply to this latitude. Nearer the Equator 
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every day. The standard of social and busi 
ness manhood is steadily growing higher, not- 
withstanding all that pessimists may assert to 
the contrary, and this very fact is- one of the 
reasons why Christianity, as it is ordinarily 
preached, docs not appeal as a prac- 
tical factor in our daily life, to more peo- 
ple than it does. One frequently hears it said 
that certain people are foremost in good works 
and are absolutely reliable in every kind of 
transaction, and yet they make no profession 
of religion, and in fact give no thought to it 
at all. Occasionally one meets those of whom 
all these things are true, and yet they are 
' in possession of something more, and that 
something consists in the fact that they have 
developed the spiritual side of their natures. 

This is what is meant by a manly Chris- 
tianity. It is a Christianity that can be taken 
into the workshop or the office. It: is a Chris- 
tianity that does not weaken a man to bear 
his share of the burdens of citizenship, but 
rather gives' him a keener zest for them, for 
it enables him to see further than those who 
are without that far-sightedness which comes 
from spiritual development, The early Chris- 
tians lived, spoke and acted as they were com- 
pelled to by their environment. The environ- 
ment has changed, and it seems like a mistake 
to insist that modern Christianity shall pat- 
tern itself upon the examples of the remote 
past. , No one is now called upon to "wrestle 
with principalities and powers and spiritual 
wickedness in high places." A man, who has 
developed himself spiritually', that is to say, a 
manly Twentieth Century Christian, is the 
best type that the human race has ever pro- 
duced.

FORCE 

Science appears to have demonstrated that 
creation, as we see it today, is the result of 
the operation of force upon matter. This 
hypothesis does not dispense with the neces- 
sity of a Creator, for it is inconceivable that 
cither matter or force could have been with- 
out an origin. When we enter that realm of 



the rate would be slightly less rapid. T.n the 
third second it would fall 80.5 feet. It is now 
going at a velocity of 96.6 feet per second. 
From these facts it is found that the velocity 
of a falling body is found by multiplying the 
number of seconds it lias been falling by 32.2, 
and this will give in feet the speed with which 
it strikes the earth. The distance which a 
body falls may be arrived at by squaring the 
number of seconds occupied in its fall and 
multiplying the result by 16.1. Thus if a body 
is 5 seconds in falling, the distance it has fallen 
is 5 times 5 multiplied by 16. 1 ; that is to say, 
402 feet 6 inches. From this there would 
have to be sonic deduction for atmospheric re- 
sistance, and this would depend upon the 
shape of the falling body; so that it may be 
said, approximately, that a solid body, per- 
mitted to fall from rest, will descend 400 feet 
in 5 seconds. The material of which the body- 
is composed makes no difference. The only 
reason why a feather does not fall as quickly 
as a stone is that the feather presents more 
surface to the air. Roll up the feather so that 
it will present no more surface than the stone 
and it will fall just as rapidly. 

This is one manifestation of force, and 
Newton's great discovery was that its law- 
seems to pervade the whole visible Universe. 
The law of gravitation is thus stated: Any 
two bodies in the Universe attract each other 
in proportion to the inverse square of the dis- 
tance. By it the revolution of the planets in 
their orbits is explained, and, from it the ex- 
istence of unknown planets has been proved 
and their location has been fixed before they 
themselves were actually seen. There is an- 
other phase of the attraction of bodies to each 
other, which we call magnetic attraction. So 
far as we know, magnetic attraction and the 
attraction of gravitation have no relation to 
each other. As is generally known, all sub- 
stances are not magnetically attracted by all 
other substances. Thus the ordinary magnet 
attracts steel, but it will not attract paper; but 
if a piece of ordinary red sealing wax be 
rubbed upon the coat sleeve, it will attract 
small pieces of paper to it. This suggests that

We may, however, very properly and very 



profitably consider the properties and pro- 
cesses of Nature, and these expressed in gen- 
eral terms may be divided into two classes: 
matter and force. 

We do not know what force is. We only 
know some of its manifestations. We do not 
know if there are one or more forces, although 
it has been shown that forces, apparently dis- 
similar, may be converted into each other. Let 
us take an illustration that may be a familiar 
one, but it will do no harm to use it again. The 
heat of the Sun falls upon the ocean, and vast 
bodies of water are lifted into the air. The 
beat of the Sun causes air currents, and these 
bodies of water in the form of clouds or in- 
visible vapor, chiefly in the latter form, arc 
carried over the land and deposited in the 
form of rain on elevated places. The w.ater, 
in obedience to an intangible force, seeks the 
sea level, and on its way- we harness it to 
wheels. These we attach to other wheels, 
and the running water drives a dynamo. 
From the dynamo we get heat again, and, with 
the heat, light, just as with the heat of the 
Sun there was also light. In this process we 
1 1 1 11 1 heat, evaporation, wind, gravity and mo- 
tion all playing a part, and it seems as though 
we might say that these are not several forces, 
but only different manifestations of the same 
force. We nil) our bands together and they 
become warm. The motion seems to have 
been converted into heal. Or as by the rub- 
bing we excite the circulation of the blood, Ict- 
us take two inanimate things, a hammer and 
a nail. We can make the nail warm by strik- 
ing ;t with the hammer. Seemingly each blow 
--and a blow is only arrested motion — is con- 
verted into heat. It is demonstrable that if 
two absolutely cold bodies come into contact 
with each other at a sufficiently high rate of 
speed, the heal produced by the arrested mo- 
tion would convert both of them into gas. 
Apparently, therefore, heat and motion are 
manifestations id the same force, and with 
them may be coupled light and electricity. 

Wc speak of the force of gravitation. The 
law of gravitation may be thus illustrated: 
A body dropped from a point above the sur- 
face of the earth always falls in a straight 
line, which is directed to the centre of the 
earth. Speaking more widely, all objects have 
a tendency to come together under normal 
conditions. !t is possible so to affect objects 
that they will repel each other, but under nor- 
mal conditions all objects dia ve this tendency 
to come together. There is no doubt that two 
plates placed upon a table are attracted to 
each other, only the attraction is so slight 
that it cannot overcome the friction. It is 
this inherent quality of matter that causes a 
Stone to fall to the ground, and it falls in the 
direction of the centre of the earth, not be- 
cause there is anything a), the centre to at- 
tract it, but because the movement is towards 
the centre of the attracting mass. The speed 
of a falling body increases very rapidly. In 
the first second it will fall [6.1 feet, if it: has 
received no external impetus. In the next 
.second it will fall 48.3 feet. These figures 



planation of the nature of magnetism has ever 
been given. Like gravitation, its laws are 
known in part, but what it is has as yet ab- 
solutely eluded science. Here, then, we have 
two manifestations of force about which a 
great deal is known, hut of the origin and na- 
ture of which the wisest philosopher is as ig- 
norant as the babe, wdio' may wonder in its 
little mind why things fall from its fingers.

A Century of Fiction 

IV. 

(N. da Bcrtrand Lugrm) 
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Edward Bulwer-Lytton 

Adversity is one of the best schools for 
novelists. In fact, to be a great writer one 
must of necessity have experienced disappoint- 
ment and sorrow, and all those griefs which 
a.re part and parcel of the ills apportioned 
human-kind; though they must have known, 
loo, the courage which enabled them to rise 
superior to all obstacles, and they must have 
possessed sufficient insight to perceive the 
worth of trial thai they might know sublimest 
joy. It is not necessary that one should suf- 
fer from actual want, though even genuine 
privation, in many cases, is not without its 
benefit, providing it does not tend to weaken 
the person's physical capacity. Any experi- 
ence whatsoever that does not lower the 
moral standard or work havoc with the body, 
will broaden, deepen and strengthen human 
sympathies and human understanding. J 11 
order to write graphically ami appealingly we 
must know the circumstances of which we 
write, from having fell the force of those cir- 
cumstances ourselves : and we must know the 
people with whom we deal from having come 
in direct personal contact with them. 

Edward Bulwer-Lytton das written vol- 
uminously, and a past generation was quite 
unstinted in its praise of what they called his 
great genius. There is no doubt whatever 
about his exceptional talents, and at times he 
rose to rhetorical heights thai were sublime; 
but the works of a genius must be 
of such a character that they live as long 
as the language in which he writes is under- 
stood. Bulwer-Lytton essentially belongs to 
the period which is just past. For thai mat- 
ter so do Thackeray and Dickens, hut the two 
latter belong to the present as well, and the 
characters which they created will live for 
our children and our children's children. 
Thackeray and Dickens were men of excep- 
tional breadth of character. Their fund of 
humor was inexhaustible. They viewed life 
in a thousand different aspects. They laughed 
or sang, or wept and suffered like those of 
whom they wrote, and reading their books, 
we, loo, laugh or weep as '.he story runs, hap- 
pily or sadly. Bui wer-Lyttoh':s novels inter- 



est and amuse and instruct, but bis men and 
women remain story-book men and women; 
they dp not seem to really live for us. And 
yet when we read of the novelist's life, we ad- 
mire the man for his strong personality and 
can realize how very nearly he came to being 
classed with the Immortal Literati. 

First anc ' foremost he was a patrician by 
birth. Heydon Flail in Norfolk was the an- 
cestral home of the Norman Buhyers, and the 
Saxon Lyttons had lived at Knebworth in 
Derbyshire since the days of the conquest. 
FMward was the youngest son of the union 
between William Buhver and Elizabeth Lyt- 
ton. lie was a very delicate child, remarkably 
precocious, and thoroughly spoiled by numer- 
ous admiring relatives. Thus he wins our 
sympathies in the beginning. His early 
works gained such unstinted praise that it is 
a matter of surprise that the young man did 
not become so self-satisfied as to think they 
could never be improved upon. Fie seems to 
have retained his own good judgment, how- 
ever, and realizing the defects of his literary 
efforts, he strove earnestly to remedy them. 
His best productions never satisfied him in 
spite of their popularity. He wrote with pains- 
taking care, and always methodically and 
rhetorically. His versatility was amazing, his 
command of language enormous. But he 
lacked the sparkling spontaniety of genius, 
though he must impress every one with the 
largeness of his capacity. 

At a very early age he entered Parlia- 
ment, where he distinguished himself only 
less than his brother Henry, who was a bril- 
liant politician. Flis married life: was very un- 
happy. He finally separated from his wife, 
who, though pretty and clever, seems to have 
been both venomous and vulgar. She never 
ceased to malign her husband, although he 
showed his innate breeding and self-respect by 
speaking no ill word of the woman who slan- 
dered him, and allowing no criticism of her 
by his friends. 

lie wrote "Pelham" when he was twenty- 
five, and his last book was "Kenclm Chil- 
lingly." In the interim he produced over fifty 
volumes. All through his life he suffered 
from ill-health and occasional breakdown, but 
he never ceased to work, and he seems to 
have accomplished everything he set out to do. 
"He lived in the midst of events; he was a 
friend of the men wdio made the age, and saw 
them v malce it, lending a hand himself when 
he could." Though at the beginning of his 
career he made enemies and suffered from 
poverty, in the end he had overcome all preju- 
dice and won for himself all honor and kind- 
ness. 

Bulwer-Lytton, besides his novel-writing, 
produced several plays, among them the well 
known "Lady of Lyons," which has always 
been a favorite with theatre-goers. 

One of the best of his stories, interesting 
alike to the old and young, is "The Last Days 
of Pompeii." The beautiful blind girl Nydia, 
who is the heroine, has been the subject of 
man)' lovely paintings. The action of the 
story is supposed to take place during the few 
days before the destruction 'of the beautiful 
ill-fated city. Glaucus, a handsome, high-bred 
Athenian of noble character, and great physi- 
cal strength, is in love with a charming young 
women called lone. lone has a guardian, one 
Arbaces, an evil-minded, crafty voluptuary, 
who cloaks his wicked designs under a cover 
of religion. Arbaces has conceived a violent 
passion for lone, and tries by every means in 
his power to injure Glaucus in her eyes. 
Nothing can shake her faith in her lover, how- 
e\cr. and Arbaces, through evil scheming, 
contrives to have Glaucus accused of murder, 
and almost brings about the young man's 
death in the arena. 'Flic chapter which is de- 
scriptive of the gladiatoral combats and of 
Glaucus' encounter with the lion, and which 
ends with a graphic description of the first 
terrible eruption of Vesuvius, when the fren- 
zied people flee in horror from the great am- 
phitheatre, is the most powerful in the book. 

Nydia, 1 the blind girl, also loves Glaucus, 
though she never confesses her affection. 
When the storm of ashes and lava blind the 
eyes of the fugitive people so that they know 
not where they are going, and, thinking to 
escape, only run to death, Nydia, with her un- 
erring instincts, finds the lovers, Glaucus and 
lone, and bids them follow her, leading them 
through a subterranean passage to the sea, 
where they escape. 

The story teems with charming and minute 
descriptions of the ancient' city, its customs 
and its people.

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SPRING-FLOWERING BULBS 

In. the flower gardens of Victoria, November 
is pre-eminently the month for planting bulbs. 
At this season every flower lover is consider- 
ing the question of early spring blossoms, 
which is but another way of saying that the 
hardy bulb for fall planting is at present oc- 
cupying a large share of attention. An ex- 
cellent article on this subject is found in 
Doubleday, Page & Co.'s splendid work on 
"How to Make a Flower Garden," and the 
reproduction of the article will be of timely 
interest to readers of the Colonist. It is 
written by Patrick O'Mara, who says: 

The time to prepare for the spring feast of 
flowers is in the fall. Too often people for- 
get all about it until they see the tulips in the 
parks or in their neighbors' gardens, and then 
they hie to the bulb-seller in a quest for bulbs. 
Generally speaking, from the middle of Octo- 
ber until the ground is closed with frost the 
spring-flowering bulbs may be planted. Some 
of the species arc late in ripening — lily-of-the- 
vallcy, for instance — and so the planting stock 
is not available until November. In our north- 
ern climate frost and snow may have made 
their appearance before these are procurable, 
so the expedient of covering the ground where 
they are to be planted must be adopted. 
Coarse bagging spread over the ground, and a 
covering of three or four inches of leaves, hay 
or litter of any kind, will answer. The best 
bulb garden the writer ever had — a small one, 
'tis true — was planted on Xew Year's Day, 
the soil having been kept frost-free by the 
method described. However, unquestionably, 
the earlier the better. The' first customers 
get the best stock, and the amateur will' do 
well to order his hard}' bulbs in September for 
October planting. 

The ideal soil for most bulbs is a friable, 
sandy loam, well enriched with barnyard 
•manure. This, bear in mind, must be thor- 
oughly rotted and mixed to obtain best re- 
sults. It is a common practice for amateurs 
to get manure fresh from the horse stables 
and put it in the soil. The fermentation is 
almost sure to kill the roots. In case properly 
prepared barnyard manure is not available, 
then a concentrated fertilizer may be used. 
This- can be obtained of any dealer: The 
brand does not make much difference. Any 
complete fertilizer will do. Of vital import- 
ance it is to thoroughly dig the soil and pul- 
verize it ; also to see that water docs not lodge 
on the beds where bulbs are planted. Let 
them be raised above the surface of the gar- 
den and sufficiently convcxed to shed the rain 
that falls. It will repay, also, to cover the 
beds with two or three inches of the manure 
■ already, described, not alone for the protec- 
tion given to the bulbs, but also for the sus- 
tenance derived from it. That covering should 
be taken off in the spring, when all danger 
of severe frost is past, above the time the 
bulbs begin to send up their growths. This 
refers particularly to hyacinths and tulips, but 
applies to nearly all varieties. 

The place to plant, bulbs and . the forma- 
tion of the beds must be determined by the 
individual facilities of the planter. If oppor- 
tunity exists to have large beds in fancy de- 
signs, tli cy should be adopted — nothing is 
more, attractive. For this purpose hyacinths 
and tulips are admirably fitted. Curved beds 
or fancy scrolls of tulips along the drives on 
large estates, or even on modest ones, are 
most effective. Tn planting, care should be 
taken to obtain varieties which bloom at the 
same time and attain the same heights, or 
the desired effect will be lost. Round, square, 
oblong, crescent, star-shaped, oval — in fact, 
any bed design which suits the owner's fancy 
and will harmonize with the surroundings 
may be adopted for planting hyacinths and 
tulips. Good contrasting colors should be 
used and so planted as to bring out and ac- 
centuate the adjoining colors. Beds of one 
solid color will find favor with many, and are 
effective. All the dealers in bulbs cater to the 
demand for this style of planting, and have 
lists of varieties made up especially for it, so 
that the intending planter need not be at a 
Joss as to what varieties to select. All he need 
decide is the size of the beds and their form, 
and the deaier will be able to give him the ma- 
terial, properly selected, for planting them. 

In park work and public places, where it 
is imperative to get the very best results, it is 
the common practice to discard the tulips and 
hyacinths after they have bloomed once. The 
amateur, however, may remove these bulbs to 
a less conspicuous position, as the back yard, 
the hardy border, or the wild garden, where 
they will continue to bloom year after year 
indefinitely. It is now a mooted question, 
considering the price at which new and su- 
perior bulbs can be purchased, whether or not 
it is worth while taking up hyacinth and tulip 
bulbs and keeping them for a succeeding year. 
If it is to be done, the time to do it is after 
they have ceased flowering, when the leaves 
turn yellow. Dig them then, place them in a 
sunny position, put enough soil on to cover 
the bulbs, and when all vegetation has gone 
from them put them away in a cool, well-ven- 
tilated place, until time to replant in the fall. 
Indiscriminate planting in the border is much 
easier than bedding, and here the veriest tyro 
can hardly go wrong. Wherever there is room, 
put in some bulbs, singly, in pairs, in half- 
dozens and dozens; the keenest pleasure is 
derived in finding the unexpected come up 
here and there. This is the place to plant 
bulbs for the purpose of cutting; in the design 
bed. cutting the flowers will mar the effect 
of the whole, but they are not missed from 
the mixed border. This is the place for jon- 
quils, dafodils, all varieties of narcissi, and 
yet they are thoroughly at home in large beds 
by themselves. It is the place also to put in 
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clumps of ,the lovely lily-of-the-valley, the 
stately iris, and the massive peony, which is 
often considered by dealers as a bulbous plant. 
Here they live and have their being year after 
year, undisturbed by the vagaries of Dame 
Fashion; for, even in matters of the garden, 
the fickle jade will interfere, and the design 
which finds favor this year may be frowned 
upon the next. 

Bulbs may be introduced with effect along 
the confines of grounds and in out-of-the-way 
places, just on the borderland of the cultivat- 
ed and the uncultivated, in the shade of trees, 
along winding paths here and there — in such 
a way as not to mar the natural effect desired 
in such surroundings. In such places, crocuses, 
li!ies-of-the-valley, narcissi, snowflakes, scil- 
las, trilliums, snowdrops, chionodaxas, hemcr- 
ocallis, funkias, lilies, etc., blend in perfect 
harmony with their environments. 

An appropriate and very effective place for 
planting bulbs is on the lawn. Such bulbs as 
crocuses and Scilla amaena, a very early flow- 
ering variety arc pre-eminently adapted for 
this purpose. They look best when planted in 
irregular patches here and there, as if they 
came up naturally— a patch of the yellow in 
one place, the blue in another, the white in 
another, and again the purple. Chionodaxas, 
winter aconite, snowdrops, triteleias and bulb- 
ocodiums are useful for this method of plant- 
ing, and very appropriate. They may be 



garden planting the single-flowered sorts are 
to be preferred, as they are more graceful and 
the spikes are not as heavy, so they stand up 
better. It may be found necessary to support 
the flower-spikes with light sticks. 

Next to the hyacinth in importance comes 
the tulip. The directions for planting the 
hyacinth apply to the tulip also. There is 
.greater variety of these than in the hyacinth — 
single and double, early and late, tall and 
dwarf; beware of getting them mixed in , the 
same bed. The leading dealers now offer a 
class of "bedding tulips," and these, generally 
speaking, are the best to plant in beds. An 
effective method which has recently come 
into vogue for planting tulips and hyacinths 
is to cut fancy scroll designs out of the sod, 
wide enough to hold two or three rows, and 
plant the bulbs to follow design. 

The tulips known under the general title of 
bedding varieties do not embrace the late- 
flowering sorts — those which bloom in May 
and which arc in bloom generally at Decor- 
ation Day. These latter are quite distinct in 
every way from the former; they grow taller 
and have larger flowers. They should be 
planted in large masses to obtain the best ef- 
fects, but even singly or in small groups they 
arc distinct and showy. 

As cut flowers they arc superior to the 
earlier varieties on account of their longer 
stems and greater substance, remaining a 



forus, Van S'ion, Orange Phoenix, Alba plena 
odorata, .and all the jonquils. 

Scillas have already been mentioned as be- 
ing pre-eminently fitted for planting on the 
lawn. Like all the bulbs, they prefer a light, 
rich soil. The Amonena or Sibirica praecox 
is the most useful and beautiful of the species. 
These, by the way, are commonly known as 
squills. The flowers aie produced in wonder- 
ful profusion, a beautiful rich blue, and ap- 
pear almost before the snow has vanished. It 
is a gem among bulbous flowering plants, so 
beautiful that no garden is complete without 
some. Planted among the rocks or in an arti- 
ficially made rock garden, it is a strikingly 
beautiful object. Scilla campanulata is also a 
charming variety, and can be had in blue, 
white, and rose. This is commonly known as 
the wood hyacinth. A colony may remain un- 
disturbed in the ground for a number of years, 
as the natural crowding does not seem to in- 
jure them. 

Another very useful bulbous plant is the 
snowdrop, Galanthus nivalis. It should be 
planted in masses and closely together, about 
an inch apart. Combined in beds with scillas 
or chionodoxas the effect is charming. It is 
best to plant where they can be allowed to 
remain from year to year; along the edges 
of hardy borders is a fitting place for it. There 
are new and improved sorts, such as Ehve's 
Giant and King of the Snowdrops, which are

which they were produced. The tree, one of 
the "old-timers," a type familiar to most Vic- 



torians, neglected, overgrown, and covered 
with scale and insect pests, was thoroughly 
overhauled last winter.

planted with a dibber; or the sod can be re- 
moved, the bulbs placed in position, and the 
sod replaced. They bloom early, and mature 
before the grass needs cutting in spring, so 
the lawn effect is not marred. 

First in importance among hardy bulbs I 
should place the hyacinths. Much has been 
written about putting them in position in the 
bed and then covering them with soil, putting 
sand under them, etc., but in actual practice 
these slow and laborious methods are not es- 
sential to success. If, however, the planter 
prefers to follow the more laborious — and 
possibly surer — method, then remove five or 
six inches of the top soil and cover the sur- 
face of the soil wdiere the bulbs arc to be set 
with an inch of sand. One advantage of this 
method is that it enables the planter to ac- 
curatclv place the bulbs in position as_ to 
depth "and distance apart, so that the effect 
at flowering time is more regular as a whole 
than if planted with the dibber. The layer of 
sand has its advantage, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides drainage at the base of the bulbs and 
minimizes the chances of decay from contact 
with manure in the soil and from water lodg- 
ing immediately beneath them. The writer has 
seen good beds of bulbs obtained by both 
methods, but the last one described is pos- 
sibly the surer one. 

The ground having been made ready, as 
previously described, and marked off for the 
various sorts if a design is to be planted, all 
that is necessary is to use a blunt stick and 
make a hole large enough to receive the 
bulb and deep enough to have the crown three 
or four inches below the surface, and place 
the bulb in it. Cover the bulbs, smooth off the 
bed, and the work is done. The proper dis- 
tance for planting is six inches apart. The 
hyacinth referred to here is the common 
"Dutch" kind so familiar to all. They can 
be obtained in separate colors or in special 
named varieties. They are in two leading 
classes— single, and double-flowered. For 



week in good condition after being cut. They 
arc very hardy, and may be left where they 
arc planted : in fact, they improve each season. 
This type is generally known as Darwin 
tulips. 

Narcissi come next in importance. The 
varieties of this prime favorite are "too nu- 
merous to mention." Suffice it to say that 
for general planting, the sorts embraced un- 
der the general head of daffodils, with the 
white-flowered poet's narcissus, are the best. 
From four to eight inches apart, according to 
the variety and size of the bulb, are the pro- 
per distances for planting. These are espe- 
cially adapted for planting in mixed borders, 
among hardy herbaceous plants, between 
shrubbery, and along walks and drives. They 
thrive in almost any soil or situation, although 
they attain greater perfection when liberally 
treated. The best place for them is in a 
thoroughly drained, moderately rich, friable 
soil in which is a fair amount of sharp sand 
or sandy leaf mould. If the soil is not thus 
constituted naturally, it will amply reward the 
planter to thus prepare it. Where it is at all 
possible, a position should be selected for 
planting them where they will be shaded by 
trees or a building, as the flowers on the whole 
will be larger, and, above all, they will remain 
in perfection for a greater period, than il 
planted in an exposed position where they get 
the full rays of the sun. They should be 
planted so that the crown of the bulb is three 
inches below the surface. The jonquils, being 
much smaller bulbs than the general variety of 
daffodils, should be planted only two inches 
under the surface. The foliage should be al- 
lowed to ripen thoroughly before being re- 
moved, after which a top-dressing of loam 
and thoroughly rotted manure will he found 
of great advantage. For outdoor planting, 
special mention should be made of the follow- 
ing: Ard Righ, Emperor, Horsfieldii, Prin- 
ccps, Trumpet, Major, Incomparable, Sir Wat- 
kin, Maximus, Stella, Posticus ornatus, Bif- 



superior to the original type. 

Chionodaxa, commonly known as "glory 
of the snow," is an exquisite plant, blooming 
early in the spring and bearing ten to fifteen 
scilla-like flowers, a beautiful intense blue 
with a white centre. As an edging for a 
shrubbery, or bed of hardy perennial plants in 
connection with scillas and snowdrops, or for 
planting on the lawn, or in out-of-the-way 
places as '•naturalized" plants, they are un- 
equalled. Cultivate the same as scillas. 

Trillium grandiflorum, the great American 
wood-lily, as it is called, is another very useful 
bulbous plant. This should be planted early 
in the fall in soil which has plenty of sand or 
leaf-mould. The flowers arc pure white, 
changing to soft rose. 

Bulbocodium, or spring colchicum, is one 
of the favorites for the bulb garden. B. var- 
num is the best known and is a charming early 
spring-blooming plant. It bears rosy purple 
powers, and is "one of the first to make its ap- 
pearance in the spring. It succeeds well in 
any garden soil, and should be planted about 
three inches deep in clumps or masses. Its 
chief interest is that it generally blooms a 
week before the crocus. 

The camassia is also a very desirable bulb- 
ils plant among others in the garden. It re- 
sembles the common blue scilla, but is much 
larger, its leaves being about a foot long and 
very narrow. It is commonly known as Indian 
Quamash. It does best in sheltered and partly 
shaded positions. The flower-stocks grow 
from two to three feet high and bear twenty 
or more blue flowers each two inches across. 
It is fine for cutting. Grown in a mass it is 
very effective. Grape hyacinths should be in 
cver y- garden. 

Crown imperials arc among the most 
showy 'of bulbous plants. There are dwarf 
varieties which arc very effective in the gar- 
den. They may be left untouched for years. 
In the blooming season, should the weather 
prove, dry, the ground must be frequently well 



soaked with water, that the growth may be 
vigorous, or the flowers of the following sea- 
son will be deficient. 

Erythronium, the dog's-tooth violet, is a 
charming plant. The foliage is usually varie- 
gated. A mass of this is an attractive object 
in the garden at all times. There are numer- 
ous species in cultivation. The California 
kinds are worth especial study. 

Last, but not least, are the anemones. The 
varieties of A. coronaria form a most brilliant 
group of spring-flowering bulbous plants, pro- 
ducing enormous quantities of bloom of every 
shade of color, both double and single, and of 
very varied form. Though perfectly hardy 
south of Washington, District of Columbia, 
they are not entirely so in this latitude, but if 
planted in September or October, about two 
inches deep and protected by a cold-frame in 
winter, they will flower magnificently in 
spring. The tubers, however, keep well 
through the winter, and may be planted out in 
spring for summer blooming. 

The fall is also the best time to plant lilies, 
but as they are generally regarded as summer 
bloomers they will not he treated in this con- 
nection. It is possible to plant lilies in the 
spring, but the bulbs start early and should not 
have a setback. In this connection I would 
remind the reader that many other bulbous 
and herbaceous plants, as peonies and aris, 
which are commonly planted in the spring, 
can be planted also in the fall. 

There arc many other bulbs and roots 
which can be planted in the fall which are 
not specifically mentioned, hut I trust that 
enough has been said to create a wider inter- 
est in this beautiful and valuable section of 
flowering plants.

BULB CULTURE 

Fall bulbs arc so called because they are 
received and planted in the fall of the year; 
also in contradistinction to summer bulbs, 
which are planted in spring. They are nearly 
all imported from Holland. Millions of them 
are brought into this country during Septem- 
ber, October and November. Fall bulbs in- 
clude all those early spring-flowering bulbous 
plants which brighten up the garden almost 
I t fore the dreary days of winter are past. 
Crocuses, snowdrops, scillas, star of Bethle- 
hem, narcissus, daffodils, jonquils, tulips and 
Dutch hyacinths are household words. 

From the little attention that these plants 
require, together with their cheapness, there 
is no reason why any one who may possess 
only a few feet of ground should not have and 
enjoy them, and extend their cultivation in 
grounds of more ample proportions. Their 
requirements are simple indeed. We plant 
them in the fall because it is the season in 
which they make their roots and establish 
themselves well in the ground ready to begin 
work in spring. All bulbs must be well rooted 
before active growth can take place above 
ground. In this they are somewhat analogous 
to seeds which, when germinating, always 
make the roots first, so as to be able to draw 
nourishment from the soil to support the 
growth above ground. 

The depth of planting fall bulbs varies 
with the different species, but all should have 
a covering of two inches of soil above the top 
of the bulb. Therefore, hyacinths and nar- 
cissus should be planted five to six inches 
deep according to size of bulbs, tulips four 
inches, crocuses, snowdrops and bulbs of 
similar size about three inches deep. 

Bulbs are not fastidious in regard to soil, 
though a loamy soil with a tendency to sandi- 
ness is best. The best fertilizer is thoroughly 
decayed farmyard manure, or ground bone 
meal and only a very moderate dressing of 
either, which should be forked into the soil 
wheli preparing to plant. 

They may be planted in the mixed flower 
border, or in formal beds or borders near the 
dwelling, or best of all (tulips and hyacinths 
excepted) they may be naturalized in such 
positions as under deciduous trees, on grassy 
slopes around the edges of lawns or shrubbery 
borders, along edges of woods, or in any 
wild or semi-wild positions in company with 
trilliums, anemones, decentras, and many other 
early spring-flowering plants. A bank of 
crocuses under large colonies of daffodils along 
the edges of woods or on grassy banks is a 
beautiful sight, while snow-drops, scillas and 
star of Bethlehem arc well adapted for natural- 
izing along woodland paths and in open groves. 
In such positions they should be planted in 
quantities in order to be effective, and as 
irregular as possible, and not in square or cir- 
cular colonies. Always aim to make them look 
as natural as possible. 

When once planted, most bulbs will in- 
crease and flower each year, provided the 
foliage is not cut off. This must be allowed to 
ripen off naturally, which will take until the 
end of June. 

Tulips and hyacinths, being so highly cul- 
tivated or so far developed from the wild 
types, do not lend themselves well for planting 
in wild or semi-wild positions. They are best 
adapted for formal beds or borders near the 
dwelling. Tulips and hyacinths should not be 
planted together in the same border or bed, 
because the times of flowering differ, and un- 
less very carefully selected and arranged the 
colors of the flowers will not harmonize well. 
Before planting, the beds should be given a 
dressing of fertilizer, then dug and raked very 
smooth. The bulbs should then be placed regu- 
larly all over the bed before they are planted, 
so that each bulb shall have just so much to 
develop — hyacinths seven inches apart, and 
tulips live.' They should then be carefully

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The fascination of mountaineering is in no 
way lessened by the numerous tragic accidents 
which season after season occur to so many of 
the devotees of that most enthralling yet ex- 
tremely dangerous pastime. Within the last 
few weeks grim Death has claimed quite a 
number of unfortunate mountain climbers, and 
rarely indeed does one lift a newspaper with- 
out being confronted with the brief announce- 
ment, "'Another Alpine Tragedy." 

Only the other day, for instance, in a fearful 
fall of nearly one thousand feet on the Col des 
Verins, in the French Alps, two tourists — 
Herr Glcy, a German, and Mdlle. Capdepond, 
of Lyons — were killed, while the latter's bro- 
ther, M. Capdepond, was gravely injured. They 
were descending a "couloir," or corridor of ice, 
when all lost their foothold, and slid rapidly 
downwards at a fearful speed. After falling 
nearly one thousand feet Hcrr Gley broke his 
skull on the glacier, Mdlle. Capdepond fell face 
downwards, and her brother on his back. 

When the young man revived he found that 
his left arm was broken, among many other 
injuries, while his sister was dying. He made 
a heroic endeavor to carry her on his shoulder 
down to La Beharde, but his strength quickly 
gave out. He then proceeded alone, taking two 
nights and a day to reach La Beharde, a dis- 
tance which a strong man can cover in four 
hours. A rescue party at once started and re- 
covered Mdlle. Capdepond's body. 

Four Sources of Danger 
There are four principal ways in which any- 
one may come to grief in mountainous regions. 
One is from falling avalanches; another from 
bad weather: a third from falling stones; and 
B fourth from slipping. 

There arc avalanches of different kinds, 
but when the term "avalanche" is used it is 
generally supposed to apply to falls of great 
bodies of snow or ice. One of the first occa- 
sions of this kind which attracted attention 
.was what is known in mountaineering annals 
as the Haniel accident. In August, 1820, two 
young Englishmen named Durnford and Hen- 
derson, accompanied by Dr. Hamel, a German, 
and eight guides, began the ascent of Mont 
[Blanc. They had ascended to a height of more 
than 14,000 feet, with five guides in front, who 
•were cutting or making steps, when all at once 



party expected that the next moment might be 
his last. 

In the Nick of Time 

When they were safely across, Croz ac- 
knowledged that it was the most dangerous 
place he had ever crossed, and that no con- 
sideration whatever would tempt him to cross 
it again. As if to emphasize his words, as 
the pr.rty were resting from their exertions, 
one of the largest pinnacles of ice. at least a 
couple of hundred feet high, without the 
slightest warning, heeled over, and fell bodily 
upon the very track they had just traversed. 

The descent of the other side of the pass 
was actually undertaken in a dense mist, and 
involved a succession of perils which few 
guides would have had the courage or the skill 
to face. But Croz took it easily, as part of 
the day's work. 

Fancy crossing a narrow edge of ice with 
an unfathomable abyss on either hand, by 
placing your feet in notches cut large enough 
just to admit the heel only, balancing yourself 
the while like a tight-rope dancer, with the 
knowledge that a false step was certain death! 

Even here Croz was equal to the emer- 
gency, and, held up by the others, cut a path- 
way for hands and feet with his trusty axe.' 

"Have a care, dear sirs; slip not!" The 
warning was scarcely necessary, and the party, 
one by one. crept cautiously along, holding on 
by "the skin of their teeth" until the chasm 
narrowed and they could drop across. Thus 
they proceeded for hours — not minutes — hav- 
ing neither the time nor the opportunity for 
rest or refreshment, for to be overtaken by the 
night was to be overtaken by destruction! 
Try to picture the situation, and you will get 
some idea of what it is to face death among 
the high Alps, 

On the 17th of June, 1864, Mr. Whymper, 
accompanied by the guides Aimer, Biener and 
Croz, climbed the most difficult mountain, the 
Dent Blanche. They began the descent in a 
furious hurricane, and in pitiless cold that 
frosted the hair and congealed the breath in 
icicles on beard and moustache. Gloves were 
useless, for they were slippery with ice, but 
to cling to the ice-bound rocks with naked 
hands was like holding red-hot iron, and 
dragged the skin from (he fingers, so that the 
perilous track was marked by a stain of red ; 



the snow above them gave way and the entire' and yet to stop was to be frozen to death! 



party was carried down a thousand feet 
more over the slopes up which they had toiled. 
Know again broke away above, and more or 
.fless cover up the whole party. In the end only 
ifthrce guides lived to tell the talc. 

'A' tragedy hardly less terrible was the one 
fihat occurred on August 20th, 1891. A party 
jjconsisting of Hcrr Roche, of Brunswick, Count 
tie Faverney, three guides and two porters 
^Started to ascend Mont Blanc, but on the sec- 
>ond day, when only about half-way up, they 
•were obliged, owing to the inclemency of the 
•weather, to abandon the attempt. The party 
was joined by four other men, and the down- 
ward journey was commenced. As they were 
descending they were overwhelmed by an aval- 
anche, which caught those in the rear and 
swept five of them — Herr Roche, his guide, 
'Michel Simond, Count dc Faverney, one of his 
guides, and a porter — into a great crevasse. 
Jlerr Roche and his guide were killed, but hap- 
pily the others were extricated and saved 
'from a similar fate. 

Whole Party Wiped Out 
In the long list of disasters which darken 
.•the history of Mont Blanc, the most awful, 
•however, took place in September, 1870, when 
no fewer than eleven persons perished. Two 
American gentlemen. Messrs. Randall and 
fBeau, and Mr. MacCorkindalc, a Scotsman, left 
Cliamouni with three guides and five porters. 
p\ little aftci two on the following day the 
rparty were seen near the Petits Mulots; but 
from that lime nothing was seen or heard of 
them for several days. It was not until ten 
: days afterwards that die weather cleared suffi- 
ciently for a search party to set out. Five 
bodies were recovered, all frozen hard. They 
were placed in sacks and dragged across the 
glaciers, the search party taking three days to 
transport them back to Cliamouni. The re- 
mains of the other members of the party have 
taiever been found. 

Among Alpine climbers many are the tales 
!<">f daring and of narrow escapes from death 
that are told, and many a thrilling story of tile 
splendid heroism and the noble self-sacrifice 
of the celebrated mountain guides is enshrined 
for ever in the heroes' scroll of fame. One of 
the most famous guides was Michel Auguste 
Croz, of whom it used to be said that "he was 
only happy when upwards of ten thousand feet 
high." The following arc a few out of in- 
numerable instances in which he laced death 
in the discharge of duty, the first given being 
<me of the commonest and greatest risks to 
which guides are exposed. 

On July 10, 1864, Mr. Whymper and Mr. 
Moore, accompanied by the two guides. Aimer 
and Croz, left Zinal with the object of reaching 
Zermatt by the Morning Pass. After pro- 
ceeding a considerable distance, two routes 
offered themselves, and — it would seem con- 
trary to the suggestions of the guides — the 
shorter but more dangerous one was chosen. 
This way led across 'a long slope of ice built 
up from the debris of a glacier that had fallen 
from above. Further huge masses and pin- 
nacles of ice were ready to topple over, and 
might do so at any moment, and, as there was 
not the slightest protection against them, the 
peril was extreme. Their only chance of safetv 
lay in hurrying forward. Croz began, there- 
fore, to cut steps as fast as he possibly could, 
but for twenty minutes each member of the 



After fearful risk, at last they got down safely, 
but in such an exhausted state that the wonder 
was any of them were left to tell the talc. 
Last of a Famous Guide 
The peak of the Matterhorn for long baf- 
fled even the bravest of mountaineers — it 
seemed unconquerable. Mr. Whymper was 
one of those who had tried and had failed, but, 
undaunted, he determined to try again. On 
'July 13, 1865, he set out, accompanied by 
three members of the Alpine Club — Rev. C. 
Hudson, Mr. Hadow, and Lord Francis Doug- 
las. As guides they had Michel Croz and the 
Tangwalders — father and son. They passed 
the night of the 13th on the snow at the foot 
of the Cervin. At daybright they pursued 
their journey, and, finding the ascent much 
easier than they expected, pushed on and 
reached the summit about two o'clock in the 
afternoon. At that time they were distinctly 
seen at Zermatt with the aid of a telescope; 
they remained on the summit till three o'clock, 
when they began the descent. 

All were roped together when they came 
to the awkward bit, which sloped at an angle 
of about 40 degrees. Croz here laid aside his 
axe, and, in order to give Mr. Hadow greater 
security, was actually taking hold of his legs 
and putting his feet one by one into their 
proper positions. Jt is believed that Croz was 
in the act of turning round to go down a step 
or two himself, and at that moment Mr. Ha- 
dow slipped, fell on him, and knocked him 
over. They could not save themselves, and 
Mr. Hudson and Lord Douglas were dragged 
with them. The other three stood firm, and 
the shock came upon them as on one man, and 
the rope could not stand the severe strain, and 
broke between Lord Douglas and the elder 
Tangwalder. 

For a brief moment the four unfortunate 
men were seen by their horrified companions 
as they sped swiftly downwards, bounding 
from crag to crag, until they disappeared into 
the awful abyss! The three who remained 
were so paralyzed witii terror thai for a full 
half-hour they dared not move an inch ; eventu- 
ally, however, they reached Zermatt in safely 
— the sole survivors of the expedition. 
Another Victim of the Matterhorn 
Jean Antoine Carrel — another splendid 
guide — was the first to make the ascent of 
the Matterhorn from the Italian side, but he, 
too, fell a victim to the terrible mountain. In 
August, 1890, he conducted a party up the 
Matterhorn, and they reached the hut on the 
south side at a close of a cloudless day. Dur- 
ing the night, however, a fearful hurricane 
arose, which raged without intermission for 
six-and-thirty hours. The lightning was blind- 
ing and incessant, and seemed to wrap them 
in flame; the thunder burst over their heads 
like salvoes of artillery, and the uproar was 
echoed from the surrounding heights : the hail 
deluged them, the bitter cold seemed to freeze 
the marrow in their bones, whilst the raging 
wind threatened every moment to destroy 
their frail shelter. All the party were more 
or less frost-bitten', and, their provisions hav- 
ing given out, starvation stared them in the 
face. 

As a forlorn hope, their intrepid guide pro- 
posed that they should try to descend. Ac- 
cordingly they started, he leading the way, and 
working with almost superhuman strength, 



whilst his resolute spirit encouraged the faint- 
ing, and cheered the desponding. Marvellous 
to relate, after literally battling for every inch 
of ground during fourteen hours of incessant 
labor. Carrel brought them to a place of com- 
parative safety. But the mental and physical 
strain proved too great, and, his duty ended, 
the brave man sat down and immediately ex- 
pired ! 

A marvellous feat of strength — to say 
nothing of the superb presence of mind dis- 
played — was once performed by a famous 
Oberlander guide named Lauencr. One day 
he was climbing up a steep ice-slope, at the, 
bottom of which was a precipice. He was 
alone with the climber who had engaged his 
services, when they came to a big boulder, 
apparently deeply embedded in the ice. When 
the guide, however, put his foot on the rock, 
to his horror it began to move, for the other 
climber stood immediately below the boulder, 
directly in its path if it should fail. And fall 
it did. The guide took one quick step back- 
wards, and, with a superhuman effort, seized 
the rope, and swung his man clean out of the 
steps, dangling him against the ice-slope, 
while the huge rock plunged down the moun- 
tain side, passing over the identical spot where 
the climber had stood a moment before. 
A Tragedy and an Escape 
In August, 1899, the Dent Blanche was the 
scene of a tragedy and a wonderful escape. A 
part}' of five roped together were ascending 
the mountain. Everything went on all right 
till they reached a buttress of rock ten feet in 
height which it was necessary to negotiate. 
The buttress of rock was so smooth that the 
leading guide could gain no hold on it. He 
called on his mate behind him to hold an axe 
so that lie might stand on the head of it and 
reach to the buttress top. This the second 
guide did, with the assistance of the third 
climber. The leading guide, Furrer, stepped 
on the axe, but when he attempted to grip the 
rock to raise himself, his hands slipped, and 
he fell backwards on the two crouching men, 
and the three fell as one into the abyss below. 
A moment later the next guide was jerked 
after them, and also disappeared. The last 
climber, Mr. Glynnc Jones, turned his face 
to the wall awaiting his turn, clinging to the 
rock. When no jerk came, however, he found 
that in some unaccountable way the rope had 
been severed, and he was safe. 

So deeply impressed was Professor M ait- 
land Balfour, brother of Mr. Arthur Balfour, 
with the perils involved in mountaineering, 
that before attempting on July 19, 1882, the 
hazardous ascent of Mont Blanc, he made his 
will, and insured an ample provision for the 
family of the guide who was to accompany 
him. The sad premonition, if one might so 
term it, was all too tragically fulfilled. Pro- 
fessor Balfour and his guide perishing in the 
attempt. Their bodies were found together, 
attached by a rope, where they fell on the 
Frcsnay Glacier. 

1 Another eminent man who met his fate in 
the neighborhood of this same white monster, 
Mont Blanc, was Mr. Nettleship, the distin- 
guished Oxford scholar and philosopher. Mr. 
Nettleship took to climbing at a comparatively 
late period of life, and his friends always felt 
somewhat nervous at the zeal with which he 
threw himself into it. 

• His guides escaped from the storm after a 
night in a snow cave, which they dug out, but 
Mr. Nettleship fell dead from exhaustion just 
as they were emerging into sunlight. Nothing 
could be finer in the history of climbing than 
the story of the high S'ocratic calm with which 
the heroic scholar faced his death, or the ef- 
forts which he made during that night in the 
icy cave to keep up his companions' spirits and 
to cheer them in the cold and darkness.

Although, for a variety of reasons, the 
Apocrypha has no honoured name, there is no 
question whatsoever that the books of which 
it is composed are ap exceedingly important 
and interesting collection of the literature 
which intervenes between the Old Testament 
and the New. It is more than a little curious 
that writings of such intrinsic value as the" 
Wisdom of Solomon. Ecclesiasticus and the 
First Book of the Maccabees should have been 
looked at askance by religious sects, and espe- 
cially by Scotland, It was due to Scotland, 
with its strict and narrow views of orthodoxy, 
that the British and Foreign Bible Society 
excluded the Apocrypha from the Scriptures 
intended for circulation 'in foreign countries. 
What is the reason for this strange attitude? 
Something, no doubt, is due to the name. 
Apocrypha has come to mean "spurious" in 
our use of it; but that is by no means the 
original meaning Apocrypha properly means 
"hidden books"; that is to say, works which 
contain more or less secret or esoteric doc- 
trine, books put away from the ordinary read- 
er, because he has not got the necessary 
knowledge and initiative to understand them. 
Now, inasmuch as books of this description 
very often belonged to bodies which the 
Church considered heretical, and also because 
some of the books included under the general 
title were attributed falsely to well-known Old 
Testament figures, such as Solomon and Ba- 
ruch. and Jeremiah, the notions of falsity, and 
spuriousness, and forgery began to be attached 
to the term Apocrypha, and they have done 
much to give it an ill reputation. The history 
is curious, in one respect. The Bible used by 
■ Testament writers — that is to say, the 
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Septuagint version — makes no distinction be- 
tween the Apocrypha and the rest of the Scrip- 
tures, and various allusions to it are to be 
found in the New Testament. The author of 
the Epistle of Jude, for instance, refers to the 
conflict of Michael and Satan for the posses- 
sion of Moses' body. This comes out of one 
of the so-called prophetical Apocrypha. "The 
Assumption of Moses." While, however, the 
Alexandrinian canon accepted the Apocrypha, 
the Palestinian, the Bible' of the Hebrews, 
rejected it, or, at all events, placed it on a 
lower level. St. Augustine was inclined to ac- 
cept it without demur. St. Jerome, on the 
contrary, set the example to a great many 
of the reforming divines in denying to" the 
Apocrypha the same inspiration and authority 
which belong to the books of the Old Testa- 
ment. Backward and forward the controversy 
about these books has continued. The general 
attitude of the Anglican Church has been 
based on the views of St. Jerome. In other 
words, the Apoco'phal literature is held to be 
useful for purposes of edification, but not for 
purposes of dogma. For instance, there seems 
to be some justification for prayers for the 
dead in the Second Book of the Maccabees ; 
but that is not a doctrine which has recom- 
mended itself to the Anglican community. In- 
deed, in the Book of Esdras it seems to be 
distinctly prohibited. 

Between the Old and the New 

Quite apart from the various disputes 
which have gathered round the authenticity 
and sacred value of the Apocrypha, the book's 
themselves have no little importance because 
they fill in the gap between the Old. Testa- 
ment and the New. According to the thcorv 
of the Jewish Church, direct revelations ceased 
with the Prophets. Hence no books were ad- 
mitted into the Old Testament canon which 
were known to have been produced after the 
time of Ezra and the great Synagogue. Now, 
the Apocrypha clearly comes from the first or 
second centuries, and emanates from centres 
so widely diffused as Egypt, Palestine and 
Babylonia. The external history of the time 
can be easily summarized. The captivity was 
ended with the fall of the Babylonian F.mpire 
before the victorious arms of Cyrus; and in 
the times of Nehemiah and E:c|i, that is to 
say, about 446 to 430, B. C, the Jewish State 
was re-established at Jerusalem itself. Per- 
sian dominion in its turn fell before the con- 
quests of Alexander the Great, and after the 
death of the great conqueror, in 323, two new 
kingdoms emerged, those of Egypt and Syria. 
Under the first three Ptolemies of Egypt, the 
Jews were quite contented and prosperous, 
and to this period belongs the original nucleus 
of the Septuagint version of the Scriptures. 
Then succeeds the terrible domination of Syria 
under the S'eleucidae, and the tryanny of An- 
tiochus Epiphancs. which led at once to that 
splendid era when the Jewish heroes, the Mac- 
cabees, raised the standard of revolt against 
Syria, and eventually secured for the Jewish 
State some years of independence before the 
might of Rome once more reduced it to sub- 
servience. Such, in the briefest possible fash- 
ion, is what intervened historically between 
the close of the Old Testament dispensation 
and the beginning of the New; and the litera- 
ture of this period is represented by the Apoc- 
rypha. It is needless to say that without these 
books, which have been treated with so little 
reverence by some religious organizations, we 
should have hardly any idea of the general 
tendency of thought, or the character of that 
development which rendered Christianity pos- 
sible. 

History and Romance 

Various influences meet in the Apocrypha, 
Some of the books represent Greek culture; 
others the stricter faith of the Hebrew; others, 
again, seem touched with Christian feeling! 
The most valuable, from a strictly historical 
standpoint, is undoubtedly the First Book of 
the Maccabees, which records the exploits of 
the old country priest, Mattathias, and his 



greater son, Judas Maccabaeus. The faithful 
record of the Maccabean revolt gives point to 
that well-known paradox that there is. strictly 
speaking, no real history in Hebrew literature 
until we reach the Apocrj'pha. Then we have 
various idylls and stories of marvels, interest- 
ing as exhibiting social customs, or else prov- 
ing the immense reverence which surrounded 
the heroes of the Old Testament. When Shy- 
lock, in Shakespeare's "Merchant of Venice," 
says to Portia that she is "a Daniel come to 
judgment," the reader of the ordinary Bible 
might be a little puzzled. The reference, no 
doubt, is to Apocryphal story of Susanna and 
the Elders, or possibly Bel and the Dragon, 
in which Daniel is shown to have had a power 
of judicial discrimination almost equal to that 
of Solomon. Judith contains the romantic 
story of the heroism of a Hebrew widow, who, 
in her single-handed attack on Holofcrnes, 
recalls for us the exploits of Jael against Si- 
sera. Perhaps one of the pleasantcst books of 
all is the Book of Tobit. Tobit's blindness, his 
wonderful generosity and almsgiving, his com- 
mission to his son, Tobias, to recover some of 
the money that he had put aside in moments 
of greater prosperity; the journey of the son 
and his companion, who turns out to be none 
other than the Archangel Raphael ; the strange 
case of Sarah, tormented by the evil spirit. 
Asmodcus, the means by which the evil spirit 
is exorcised, and how Tobias taker Sarah to 
wife — all these incidents form a fascinating ro- 
mance, which incidentally throws tight on the 
religious feelings and the ordinary social cus- 
toms which prevailed either in the second or 
the first century B. C. Nor let us forget the 
mention of Tobias' dog, obviously regarded as 
a friendly companion by the young man. East- 
ern literature as such speaks very disrespect- 
fully of dogs. Indeed, "Is thy servant a dog?" 
is a type of the usual estimation in which 
canine companions were held. So, too, I am 
afraid that Shakespeare disliked dogs very 
much indeed, especially spaniels. If it were 
not for Launce's Crab, in "The Two Gentle- 
men of Verona," and some admiring references 
to well-bred hounds in other plays, we should 
imagine that Shakespeare had no perception 
of the intimate friendship which might exist 
between men and dogs. 

Development of Doctrine 

More significant still are those gradual 
changes in doctrine which progressively lead 
from the theology of the Old Testament to 
that of the New. There is a good deal of 
Wisdom Literature in the canonical books, 
generally associated with the name of Solo- 
mon. Naturally, therefore, wdien the Apoc- 
ryphal writer desires to continue the same 
philosophical' subjects, he entitles his book 
"The Wisdom of Solomon." Here we dis- 
tinctly see the influence of Greek thought, for 
the "Wisdom" to which such high tribute is 
given is almost personified, and comes very 
near to the "Logos" of later Alexandrian 
teaching and "the Word" of St. John's Gospel. 
And in other points, too. we sec a develop- 
ment. The theory of Angels has a much wider 
range, and we are constantly coming across 
the agency of intermediate beings between 
God and man, to whom are assigned various 
tasks. And much more clearly than was ever 
possihle under the older dispensation, the idea 
of Personal Immortality and the Resurrection 
of the Body are brought to light. The Old 
Testament, of course, has little to say upon 
the subject of individual immortality; but 
about the time of the Maccabean Wars this, 
together wtih the resurrection of the body, 
was put forward as an essential part of the 
Orthodox creed. The change is the more in- 
teresting because just twenty years before the 
time of the Maccabees, when the greatest 
teacher of the time, the son of Sirach, was 
writing Ecclesiasticus, he could only speak of 
departure from the world in strains of such 
pathetic hopelessness as these: 

Who shall give prase to the Most High in 
the grave, 

Instead of them which live and return 
thanks? 

Thanksgiving perishcth from the dead, as 

from one that is not : 
He that is in life .and health shall praise 

the Lord. 

St. Paul, apparently, knew the Apocrypha 
well, and when he had' to describe the Christ- 
ian's armour, in the Epistle to the Ephcsians, 
he imitated the very similar account of the 
fifth chapter of the so-called "Wisdom of Solo- 
mon." — London Daily Telegraph.

THE PROTECTION OF SMALL GAME 

(Richard L. Pocock) 
It' was undoubtedly matter for congratu- 
lation that the Legislature saw fit to pass a 
special grant of $10,000 in the estimates for 
the current year to be devoted to the purpose 
of game protection, but it is very questionable 
■whether there is any cause for congratulation 
on any better protection in consequence af- 
forded the small game here 011 Vancouver 
Island. 

This is not intended as any reflection on 
the work of the single game warden with 
whom we are acquainted in this district. 
What 011c man can do lie has done, lie un- 
doubtedly works hard, and has no doubt been 
instrumental as a deterrent to evil doers. It 
is, however, notorious that the game laws as 
they affect the small game of the Island are 
not respected to anything like the extent they 
must be if we are to continue to hold a rea- 
sonably abundant stock of game. It is no 
doubt of great importance that more atten- 
tion has been and is being given to the bet- 
ter protection of the big game of the province. 
It is gratifying to read the accounts in foreign 
papers of enjoyable trips spent by foreign 
sportsmen in pursuit of the trophies obtainable 
in our mountains and to note the expres- 
sions of their appreciation of the courtesy 
shown them by our game wardens and assist- 
ance given them to help plan their outings to 
the best advantage. But after all, the ordi- 
nary resident sportsman is seldom ? man of 
sufficient leisure to devote much time to die 
hunting of big game, and is far more con- 
cerned in the preservation of a sufficient 
stock of small game to afford him fair sport 
on the week-end and similar short holidays 
when he is able to get away from the ties of 
business. 

There are many of us who dream of a time 
tCi come when we may be able to grasp an 
opportunity to get away for a trip in the 
mountains to try our luck for a bighorn or a 
grizzly, who are at the same time keenly 
alive to the necessity of better protection for 
the small game, which affords us the only 
sport which we arc able to enjoy until that 
opportunity arrives. We do not grudge the 
time and attention given by the Game War- 
den's department to the exploitation of our 
attractions as a happy hunting ground for big 
game trophy hunters from other lands who 
pay big license fees into the Provincial ex- 
chequer and are thereby justified in expecting 
that the Province in return should do its part 
to help them to enjoy good sport. But— we 
resident gun-lovers are a large body of tax- 
paying citizens and we are thereby justified 
in demanding that a proportionate amount of 
the grant made from the revenue to which we 
contribute should be devoted to the taking of 
measures to ensure a protection to our small 
game which should be less of a dead letter 
than it has formerly been and is now. 

Big game is a national asset; it attracts 
rich visitors from all over the world who are 
satisfied to pay big license tees for the privi- 
lege of hunting in our preserves, f low many 
times have we heard this (and it is perfectly 
true), but how much less often do we hear 
the point made that good facilities for ordi- 
nary everyday shooting for the ordinary every- 
day man who comes to the country not for 
the benefit of his health or on pleasure only 
bent, but to make a home and a living for 
himself where there is more room than in the 
■crowded European countries, go a very long 
way in a very great many cases in determining 
a man's choice of a new country to which to 
emigrate? Especially is this so in the case 
of the British-born, nine-tenths of whom arc 
keen devotees of sport whenever or wherever 
they can get the opportunity to enjoy it. 

On the opening day of the season 1 was 
down in the Metchosin district where, through 
the kindness of a friend, I had the privilege 
of shooting over a farm. Quail were plentiful 
enough, but in the course of the day I only 
saw two cock pheasants, neither of them this 
year's birds, and about three hens. In the 
course of conversation with the caretaker on 
a neighboring farm I remarked that game 
seemed very scarce fur the opening day of 
the season and his reply will] a dry smile was, 
"Ws. there arc too many .22's about." The 
next Sunday evening I' got into conversation 
with the owner of a large farm up the P.. and 
X. line and enquired whether there was much 
game on his place. Mis reply was. "No, not 
now, they have been shooting there steadily 
for the last two weeks." Commenting on this 
to an M. P. P.. he told me that a friend of 
his from the other side of the boundary line 
had remarked that in the Stales everyone tried 
his best to assist the game wardens in the 
execution of their duty, whereas here he no- 
ticed that the aim of everyone seemed in In- 
to screen offenders against the game laws 
from the consequences of their transgressions. 
This possibly is an exaggeration, but it seems 
to me that herein lies the key to the situa- 
tion. The laws are not adequately enforced, 
the force of wardens is obviously and admit- 
tedly quite insufficient; as it seems to be 
impossible to get a more adequate force to 
protect the gam^ and enforce the laws, it is 
up to the law-respecting citizens who are vi- 
tally interested to do everything in their 
power to see that the laws are respected. No 
one likes to act as amateur policeman, but ex- 
ample goes a long way. and there are more 
ways of making a man sorry for his misdeeds 
than haling him before a magistrate. 

Good sportsmanship will go a long'- way 
to help in the preservation of game and the 
example of good sportsmen will encourage the 
rising generation to become good sportsmen in 
their turn. 



DUCK SHOOTING IN EASTERN 
CANADA 

Duck shooting can be obtained in every 
province of Canada, and probably nine people 
out of ten, if asked the best place to go to, 
would unhesitatingly recommend the prairie 
provinces, where clucks of all kinds, and geese 
also, are found in such incredible numbers that 
anyone, even an indifferent shot, can go out 
and shoot till he is tired of killing. The very 
fact that ducks are plentiful, and that anyone 
can get an enormous bag, takes away the ele- 
ment of sport. What a real sportsman asks 
for is plenty of game and a certain amount of 
difficulty in securing it. These conditions are 
fulfilled in Pastern Canada, and in describing 
ducks and the method of bagging them, as 



ty ducks now than there was previously in 
bagging fifty or sixty. The methods adopted 
on the lake in question are as follows, First, 
you must build a "blind" or "hide" out in the 
lake. As soon as the water has dropped suf- 
ficiently, say about the middle of August, it 
is time to make preparations for the coming 
fall. Go to the bush and select some straight 
hardwood trees — hard maple or birch are 
preferable — about 2> l A biehes in diameter at 
the butt. The length of stakes needed is 
regulated by the depth of water at the point 
where you intend to build your "blind." We 
will presume that there is four feet of water 
at the spot chosen ; in such case the stakes 
must be about nine to nine and a half feet 
long. If you can secure stakes of uniform 
thickness all the way up, so much the better,

practiced on Pake St. Louis, I shall be giving 
a description that will apply to the best 
sporting localities in the provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario. 

Ducks generally come south from their 
northern breeding grounds during the last two 
weeks of September, but may be looked for 
during the first, cold or stormy spell after Sep- 
tember comes in. The number that annually 
make Quebec lakes a half-way house on their 
way to Georgia and Florida is almost, incredi- 
ble. < )n Lake St. Louis a raft or main body 
of ducks often extends for a mile, and its width 
from a quarter to half a mile. Needless to 
say, it is impossible to get near them; con- 
sequently other means have to be adopted. 
A few years ago it was merely necessary to 
hide oneself 011 any of the points that jut out 
into the lake and put out a dozen decoys to 
get a good clay's shooting. Such methods 
nowadays would not result in more than one 
or two ducks at. the best. Put the fact that 
the difficulty -in obtaining a good bag has in- 
creased has only whetted the appetite of the 
keen, and the sport, as sport, is certainly bet- 
ter today than it was four years ago. There, 
is more satisfaction in getting twenty] or thir- 



hut in an) ease the top must be not less than 
two to two and a hall inches in diameter, or 
it will give way when being driven home. ■ 

It is now necessary to place the stakes 
properly, and before doing so due regard must 
be had to the prevailing wind during the 
shooting; season, the reason for which will be 
explained later. The 1 spot selected for the 
"blind" must also be one where there is a 
sandy or muddy bottom, an idea! place being 
a reel" or shoal upon which the ducks come to 
feed. Now drive the stakes in two row; of 
four each, so that the end posts of each row 
shall be 20 feet apart. These two rows will 
eventually become fir-covered walls, and 
should be placed so that the prevailing wind 
will blow across and mil parallel to them. 
The stakes are driven into the ground about a 
foot or 18 inches, which (Presuming that 
the water is four feet deep), will leave about 
four feet above the water. The reason for 
having regard to the wind in placing one's 
"blind" is that ducks alight-up wind; conse- 
quently one's decoys must he set out in such 
a way that they face towards the shooter, 
thereby allowing the real ducks to settle in 
their rear, without making loo close an in- 



spection. If ducks have to pass the shooter 
before reaching the decoys, naturally the 
chances are that he is seen, and birds which 
might have settled arc never fired at. The 
first season that I built a blind in the open 
lake I failed to consider the prevailing west 
wind in locating the posts, and in consequence 
many a good day's sport was spoilt, owing to 
the inabiltiy to set out the decoys in such a 
manner that ducks could approach without 
getting a sight of what was inside the "blind." 

The next step is to get some saplings an 
inch and a half in thickness and of as great 
a length as possible, as two rows of these 
have to be fastened across each side of the 
"blind," one row around the; top, the other 
two feet lower. Put all these in place, and 
further strengthen your structure by wiring 
them into position. Then comes the heaviest 
part of the work, that of cutting down and 
wiring to the cross pieces a sufficient number 
of fir branches to thoroughly cover both sides, 
for it takes about two full boatloads to make 
a twenty-foot "blind" a satisfactory piece of 
work. At both ends of the blind attach to 
one of the end posts a wire loop about 18 
inches long, so that when your boat is inside 
you can pull the end posts together, thereby 
facilitating concealment. Obviously the blind 
must be about two feet longer and the width 
about 18 inches greater than the boat you are 
in, which will probably be 18 feet in length. 
In placing your boughs upon the blind always 
give the ends of each wall an extra bough or 
two so as to ensure better concealment when 
they arc pulled together. The object of so 
constructing that both ends of the blind can 
be opened is to enable the shooter to slip out 
at either end to get a wounded duck. If only 
one end is open and the other permanently 
closed many wounded birds get away which 
otherwise would be brought into the boat, for 
when once a duck takes to diving, should 
there be even a ripple on the water the 
chances of securing him arc small. It takes 
a wounded duck a moment or two to realize 
what has happened after the shock that brings 
him down, but the moment he does come to 
his senses he brings his fine diving powers 
into operation. All this work can, of course, 
be done by hired labor, but as a great deal 
of your sport and a tremendous lot of comfort 
depends upon having everything solidly built 
and just right, it is far better to do it one- 
self. A blind properly built will withstand 
heavy gales and be fit to shoot from at the 
very end of the season, when hurriedly built 
and carelessly constructed ones will either be 
blown down or washed away. Do not put 
your branches on too thickly, as it is an easy 
matter to take out a few boughs each shoot- 
ing clay for renovating purposes. If made too 
heavy "in the first case there is great wind 
resistance, to say nothing of top-heaviness, 
both of which shorten the life of any blind. 
One season I engaged a "native" to build 
my blind for me, and on going out one morn- 
ing after a heavy night's wind I found every- 
thing demolished, during what turned out to 
be the best day of the whole season. How- 
ever, one learns by experience, and last sea- 
son I had the satisfaction of owning the last 
two blinds that remained standing, and there- 
by a magnificent day's shooting was enjoyed 
on November 27, in which others were unable 
to participate, owing to their blinds having 
been washed away. The intervening days be- 
tween completing the blind and arrival of 
ducks can be profitably spent in overhauling 
one's shooting outfit and getting the decoys 
repainted, if they have been used the previous 
year. ' < 

The decoys used are imitations of the 
"redhead" and "bluebill" ducks, and nowadays 
it is necessary to put out about sixty or sev- 
entv to each blind. Decoys arc made of cedar, 
and' have anchors attached to them by means 
of stout whipcord, which should be four or 
five feet longer than the 'depth of water in 
which they will be used. Unless you arc an 
expert in painting decoys it is better to have 
this part of the work done for you, instruct- 
ing the man who does the painting to put very 
little oil in the paint. The decoys that one 
buys, although well finished so far as color 
is concerned, arc always far too "shiny," and 
when wet. with the sun on them, have any- 
thing but the appearance of real ducks. Even 
when new decoys arc purchased, it is a good 
plan to rough them over with a file and re- 
paint them with paint containing as little oil 
as possible; this gives a duller appearance and 
a greater similitude to feathers. 

The question of a gun need not be gone 
into, but in the early part of the season a 
12 bore with No. 5 shot is the best, and though 
many use a 12 bore through the season, en- 
larging their shot to 4 and 3. a 10 bore with 
Nos. 4 and 3 shot is best in the latter halt of 
November, when the birds get wild and their 
feathers thicker. Unfortunately a certain 
class of men use those abominations — the re- 
peating or pump guns. Do not he persuaded 
to follow their example, for if a man cannot 
get all the sport he desires, and fill a fair bag 
with the ordinary double barrel, then lie is 
hard to please. The pump-gun artists can 
generally be classed as pot-hunters, who let 
the birds collect in a bunch on the water and 
(hen pump in five barrels as fast as they can 
■ — a proceeding which is most unsportsman- 
like. The best boat for the purpose is the 
ordinary flat-bottom Verchcres kind, which 
behaves well in a. sea. and the flat bottom 
makes it ideal to stand up in when shooting. 
The boat should be painted a dark green in- 
side and out, and here, again, be careful thai- 
there is not too much oil in the paint, as a 
bright boat will shine through any stray gap 
there may be in the blind. 

As to clothes, take care to be warm. The 



weather gets rough and cold in November, 
but if one is suitably clad no clay is too bad. 
Wear heavy woolen underclothes, a thick 
flannel shirt, and a good sweater, and take 
with you a heavy fleece-lined pea-jacket. In 
color the outer clothes must harmonize with 
the green of the boat and blind. Any bright- 
colored muffler or white of any kind is often 
the means of spoiling a good chance. One of 
the drawbacks to this kind of sport is the dif- 
ficulty of keeping one's feet warm, and as 
the boat is bound to get a little wet inside on 
a rough day (and ducks often fly best when 
it is blowing hard), something waterproof is 
necessary. After many experiments I have 
found that two pairs of thick socks, a pair of 
moccasins, and a pair of "rubbers" outside, is 
the best outfit. , 

As to the ducks themselves, there is great 
variety, consisting of canvas backs, red heads, 
blue bills, black duck, velvet duck, butter balls 
and golden eye. Red heads and blue bills pre- 
dominate, and splendid birds they are, a good 
pair of red heads weighing about seven 
pounds. All the before-mentioned ducks are 
water feeders, and seldom go on land. Their 
favorite food is wild rice, but when this can- 
not be obtained, they arc extremely fond of 
wild celery and the other water plants which 
are found in the Canadian lakes. 

A sketch of a day's shooting may not be 
out of place here. After leaving the railway 
station we hire a "rig," and, having stowed 
away our decoys, guns, ammunition, shooting 
clothes, etc., we drive to the lake shore, where 
out boat lies waiting. Having put everything 
on board, we row over the lake to a bay four 
miles distant, on the shore of which, amidst 
the tidiest of farm buildings, nestles a true 
French-Canadian farmhouse. A mile and a 
half out from the lake can we see our "blind," 
and while smoking a pipe after an early tea 
we. discuss the probabilities of the morrow. 
At nine o'clock we turn in, and before we 
seem to have fairly got to sleep our alarm 
clock starts buzzing. It is still dark.but a 
grey light is beginnig to show up in the 
east. As we reach the blind we unwind the 
strings from the decoys while I manoeuvre the 
boat, as placing one's decors correctly and at 
the proper distance will have much to do with 
our sport. Just as the sun shows above the 
horizon our work is completed, and slipping 
the, wire off one end of the blind, we push 
our boat in and close up the openings. Then 
we arrange our cartridges where we can con- 
veniently get at them, and all is ready. 

A faint noise of wings is heard, becoming 
louder and louder, suddenly ceasing with a^ 
flop, flop, flop! and, daring to look through 
the branches there are four red heads swim- 
ming among our wooden decoys. "Now," I 
whisper. We both rise to our feet, and after 
a moment's hesitation the ducks rise also, and 
we begin the morning well by getting a right 
and left each. No crippling this time, so we 
have no difficulty in collecting the _ birds. 
Plardly have we got into the blind again, and 
while ! am still fastening the ends, I hear a 
swish of wings, and then a double crack of 
my companion's gun is answered . by the 
splash, splash on the water of a second right 
and left. One of those birds is only winged, 
and while we are after him about a quarter 
of a mile from the blind thirty blue bills come 
right into our decoys, and we turn back, only 
to sec them get up before we are within shot. 
The thought of wounded ducks getting away 
and suffering is one of the drawbacks of duck 
shooting, for even with the best of shooting 
a great number of birds get away, which, 
even if they do not die of their wounds, have 
no chance of recovering sufficiently to fly 
south before they are caught in the grip of 
our Canadian winter. Presently in comes a 
similar bunch to those we had never shot at. 
If we fired four barrels into those birds as. 
they sat upon the water we should practi- 
cally exterminate the whole bunch; but wc 
are not shooting for the pot, so we let them 
rise from the water, and with our four barrels 
succeed in bringing down two birds. — C. F. 
Lane, in The Field.

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Nearing Cape Horn 

We were homeward bound from San Fran- 
cisco to "the Channel for orders" in a fine 
eighteen-hundrcd-ton ship. Aye had passed 
through "the Golden Gates" forty-eight days 
before, and were now nearing "the Horn," 
as Cape Horn is known amongst sailormen. 
We had been running for nearly thirty-six 
hours before a strong northwest gale which 
was rapidly getting worse, and the vessel, 
under the three lower topsails, upper main- 
topsail, and foresail, was ploughing along at a 
good twelve knots an hour. It was nearing 
four bells in the first dog watch, which means 
that in shore time it was nearly six o'clock in 
the afternoon, and the dusk was gathering 
fast, I was standing "my trick" at the lee 
wheel, while Old Dave, the finest helmsman 
in the ship, was at the weather side. Behind 
us stood the mate closely watching our every 
.move of the wheel, for on our efforts depended 
the safety of the ship, which was labouring 
heavily and taking a great deal of water 
aboard. In spite of the bitter cold the sweat 
was oozing from every pore in my body, for 
she was steering badly, and it was practically 
impossible to keep her steady on her course 
for any length of time, and as often as not 
we were climbing round the wheel like mon- 
keys, while the mate, with an anxious eye on 
the following seas, jerked out an occa- 
sional "Meet her boys, meet her," or, spring- 
ing forward, helped us to grind the wheel up 
or down. 

The seas were terrific, real Cape Horn 
rollers, which came swinging up out of the 
waste astern, towering above us until it 
seemed certain we should be pooped; but our 
stout ship rose gallantly each time, and their 
great roaring crests would burst along her 
sides in a cauldron of foaming water, and, 
falling in aboard at the break of the poop, 
would sweep along the deck, carrying all be- 
fore them, until with a final clang from the 
waterports they disappeared overboard, what 
time some hapless individual who had been 
caught b}' the sea would crawl, battered and 
half drowned, from the scuppers, thankful if 
he escaped with nothing worse than a few 
bruises and the ducking which is inevitable, 
in spite of oilskins and seaboots. 

Old Dave was getting anxious, as I could 
gather from his manner, and when the mate 
suddenly left us and descended the compan- 
ion, he broke out. 

"He's gone to call the old man," he said, 
referring to the captain, who, whatever his 
age, is always known by that title aboard 
ship. "And it's not before it's time. If he 
don't heave her to soon he'll never do it. It'll 
be a bad enough job as it is." 

Hardly had he spoken when the captain 
himself appeared up the companion, followed 
by the mate, who turned to close the slide. 
.He took two or three steps towards us and 
then stopped as if transfixed, staring past us 
out at the wild seas astern. 

"My God !" I heard him say under his 
breath, and then again, quietly, "My God !" 
For two or three seconds he stood, and then 
suddenly sprang into life and sent his great 
voice bellowing out into the thunder of the 
gale. 

"Hang on, men," he shouted. "Hang on 
for your lives !" 

Startled, I turned my head and saw a sight 
to daunt the stoutest heart. A tremendous 
sea was approaching us, tall and grim and 
steep and terrible. I can liken it to nothing 
so much as a great grey moving hill which, 
fringed with a foaming crest, came steadily 
after us with a relentlessness that was appall- 
ing. On it came. The sea preceding it caught 
us, and we poised giddily for a moment on its 
crest and then dropped slowly back into the 
trough, while the monster towered higher and 
higher above us. 

Would she never rise to it? I gave myself 
up for lost as I tore my eyes from the awful 
scene astern, and as 1 clung mechanically to 
the spokes of the wheel a peculiar shivering 
•seemed to run up and down my spine while 
! waited for what 1 fully expected to be the 
end and which seemed so long in coming. At 
last I felt the vessel begin to rise. Slowly at 
first and then more quickly, while the wet 
decks sloped even more sharply from me, until 
1 was looking down into a great valley of 
water. Up and up we went, so that for a 
moment I had hopes that we were going to 
surmount the sea in safety, but it was only 
for a moment, for presently 1 could feel the 
lifting movement cease,. and we hung in hor- 
rible suspense for what to me seemed an eter- 
nity, though it could not have been more than 
a few seconds. Then with a roar like a thou- 
sand cataracts the sea pooped us. 

* * * * * 1 * * * * * 

The men who saw it from the safety of the 
rigging told me afterwards that the sea did 
not break aboard, but simply surged over the 
stern, a solid wall of water that swept along 
the whole length of the ship. Buried be- 
neath it, her hull disappeared entirely from 
their view as they clung to the rigging above, 
and many of them despaired of ever seeing her 
rise again. 

For myself, when the wave fell on board 
f was overwhelmed. The wheel to which I 
held was torn from my grasp as though I had 
no more strength than a child, and I was car- 
ried away by the flood, in which I struggled 
helplessly, until I felt myself dashed against 
something rigid, and clutching it desperately, 
I Avaited, choking with salt water and almost 
bursting with holding my breath. At length 
my head came out, and gulping down great, 
draughts of heaven-sent air, I was able to 
look round as the water drained off. 

It was a fearful sight. The bulwarks were 
burst and gaping outwards, while the two after 



boats with the bridge — the platform, stan- 
chions, and binnacle — had disappeared. The 
two forward boats were badly stove in, and. 
the galley was completely gutted, the poor 
"doctor," as the cook is called, being badly 
scalded and half drowned. Save for myself, 
the poop was tenantlcss. The wheel, Old 
Dave, the captain, and the mate were no- 
where to be seen ; in fact, Old Dave and the 
wheel were never seen again, while the cap- 
tain and the mate were picked up forward of 
the mainmast, where the sea had carried them. 
Both were unconscious, the' captain having 
three broken ribs and the mate a terrible blow 
on the head which had almost torn away his 
ear. "I had been saved from sharing Old 
Dave's fate by being washed against the miz- 



Thc weather topsail sheets and maintopsail 
halyards were, let go, and the men forward 
managed to save the foresail by hauling, it up 
in the gear, while, as the ship gradually freed 
herself from the water, we braced the after 
yards up, leaving the fere yards square, and, 
lashing the tiller hard down, got the mizeu 
staysail set. 

We gooscwinged the main and fore top- 
sails,, but the mizen topsail was split to rib- 
bons, and the "clerk of the weather," appar- 
ently satisfied with the damage he had caused, 
hauled the wind two or three points to the 
westward, so that the vessel, bowing the sea, 
'made better weather of it. 

Even so our troubles were by no means 
over, for we now found that while broached to

planted and the bed left very. smooth and even. 
The flowers of both tulips and hyacinths em- 
brace a good range of color and^color designs 
can be made when planting. Suggestions for 
the same may be found in almost any bulb 
catalogue. It is important in planting tulips 
to plant the early-flowering kinds together and 
the late-flowering kinds by themselves, and 
not in the same bed. When a bed of tulips 
is in bloom, every flower should be open at 
the same time; also with both hyacinths and 
tulips, the flowers should all Le of an even 
height, to secure which the bulbs must be

zen rigging, and some idea of the depth of 
water on the poop may be gained from the 
fact that I found myself doubled up round 
the middle shroud of the rigging, five ratlines 
above the sheerpole, and at that height I had 
been submerged. 

We were in a terrible plight, for, robbed of 
her helmsman and ail means of steering her, 
the ship broached to, and lay wallowing in 
the trough of the sea almost on her beamends 
and swept by every wave. We of the crew 
who were left on deck stood staring helplessly 
at one another, for, as the carpenter in telling 
the yarn afterwards expressed it, "We all 
thought our birthdays was come." But we 
did not stand idle long. The second mate, 
who at the time the sea pooped us was below 
having a hurried meal, came rushing up on 
deck, and, taking in the situation in one hasty 
glance around, started roaring orders right and 
left, and, spurred on by his example, we soon 
gathered our scattered wits and turned to with 
a will. 



our cargo had shifted and the ship had a heavy 
list to starboard, so all hands who could bo 
spared from the deck were sent below into the 
hold, where, stripped to the waist, we strained 
and sweated and cursed, working fiercely with 
the anger of despair and looking less like men 
than demons in the dim light of the guttering 
lamps, while the crash of the seas on the 
deck above sounded like a never-ending peal 
of thunder in our ears. 

But there is an end to all things,, and, some 
forty-eight hours later, haggard and worn, yet 
with the light of battle still burning, though 
maybe but faintly, in our eyes, we found our- 
selves making sail as the gale grudgingly 
took off and lost its strength and the seas grew 
less dangerous, while, far away, through a 
rent in the ragged curtain of grey mist which 
hung on our port quarter, a gaunt headland 
stood out clear against the evening sky.

planted of an even depth. 

Beds of jonquils and daffodils are also very 
effective, and the bulbs require to be planted 
(he same distance apart and the same depth 
as hyacinths. Crocuses, scillas and other 
small bulbs are more suitable for narrow bor- 
ders than formal flower beds. They should 
be planted three inches apart. 

Although fall bulbs are quite hardy, yet 
sometimes during the winter we have sudden 
thaws sufficient to excite the bulbs to grow. 
To prevent this, when planted in beds it is 
belter to give them a light covering of par- 
tially decayed leaves or light mulch about two 
inches deep, but it should not be put on till 
after the ground is frozen hard, for if placed 
on before this mice will often nest under it 
and take ther meals out of the bulbs, When 
planted in wild or semi-wild situations the 
natural covering of leaves and grass is suffi- 
cient. 

Many people discard their tulips and hya- 
cinths after the season of flowering is past, 



as they never give the same satisfaction a 
second season. If one has not the heart to do 
this, and the beds are wanted for the summer 
bedding plants, the bulbs should be carefully 
lifted, the flower stalks cut off, and the bulbs 
planted again closely in shallow trenches in 
some shaded, secluded place where they may- 
finish ripening their foliage and may rest until 
Tall. They may then be lifted and planted in 
irregtrlar shaped colonies in the mixed flower 
border, where they should remain permanent- 
ly: Daffodils, crocuses and other bulbs do 
better if they can remain in the beds when 
once planted, but if the beds are wanted for 
summer flowering plants the bulbs may be 
treated the same as tulips and hyacinths. 

Almost all bulb catalogues designate the 
kinds most suitable for bedding, together with 
the colors, single or double, early or late- 
flowering, and quotations per dozen, per hun- 
dred, and per thousand, and while the best 
prices will, of course, secure the best quality 
of bulbs, which will produce rather the largest 
flowers, yet I do not ever remember to have 
seen a poor variety of any of the fall bulbs. 
. o 

.FORCING BULBS 

Any good forcing bulb can be grown suc- 
cessfully in cocoanut fibre. The Paper AVhite 
and Van Sion narcissus, the Roman hyacinth 
and many kinds of tulips will always do well. 

For table decorations I flower the bulbs 
in jardinieres; common earth-stained flower- 
pots do not look well on the dinner table. But 
I would not recommend rasing all the winter 
bulbous roots in cocoanut fibre. It would be 
loo expensive to buy the fibre and jardinieres. 

Cocoanut fibre may be had in its natural 
state as it is stripped from the cocoanut, or it 
may be had ground. In cither case, put it 
into a pail or other dish and thoroughly wet 
it. If it has been ground, press the surplus 
water out with the hands before putting it 
about the bulbs in the jardineire. If the fibre 
comes in its natural state, it must be torn 
apart before using. Use a jardiniere of a 
convenient size which has been glazed in- 
side.' In the bottom put enough charcoal or 
broken pottery to form an inch of drainage, 
cover it wtih the cocoanut fibre, place the 
bulbs on the fibre and finish filling the jardi- 
niere with fibre. See that the fibre is pressed 
gently around and between the bulbs. The 
bulbs should not be covered more than two 
inches deep, so if the jardiniere be a deep 
one, enough material must be placed at the 
bottom to raise the bulbs up to the right posi- 
tion. 

After potting set the jardinieres away in 
a cool place, but it is not necessary that they 
be kept in the dark, a subdued light is suffi- 
cient. When the growth appears above the 
fibre, bring the jardiniere into the light and 
.warmth for forcing. 

For the best results a comparatively low 
temperature must be maintained, 65 degrees i i 
the day time is high enough, and it may be 
allowed to drop to 45 degrees or 50 degrees 
at night. After the flowers begin tb open, 
the plants may be brought into the living- 
room ; but if you do not want the buds to 
blight, they must not be kept in a warm 
rpom. 

Never allow the fibre to become dry, 
neither should there be a surplus of water in 
the jardiniere. Turn the jardiniere on the side 
for a minute or two each day, after watering, 
to allow the surplus water to run out. — Albert 
J. Perry. 



OUTDOOR-INDOOR BULBS 

Hyacinths, tulips, narcissi and crocus will 
make a gorgeous display in April and May. 
Plant them in October, in rich, sandy loam, 
a few inches apart, and six to three inches 
deep, according to size, and cover the ground 
with two or three inches of old manure, which 
should be taken off in the spring. 

For indoor forcing, plant the bulbs three 
or four in a pot of a size to hold them. Put 
a little old manure in the bottom of the pot 
and make the soil about equal parts of leaf 
mold, sand and garden soil. Put the bulbs 
just below the surface and press the soil only 
slightly. Water them and set them in a dark, 
cool cellar or place them on a bed. of coal 
ashes outdoors and cover 'with a six-inch 
layer of the ashes. In two months or less 
they will form good roots. Bring them to the 
light gradually. When the foliage turns green 
put them in "the sunlight. Water well when 
they begin to bloom.

Tin." big boys and girls will find 
history and much useful knowledge 
between its covers. It would be a 
treasure in a country school on rainy 
days. Children In a family who are 
careful could easily save enough to 
buy any of these pretty books for 
themselves. 

Victoria had a very distinguished 
visitor last week. W. J. Bryan spoke 
for the Y. M. C. A. and for the Can- 
adian Club, and talked, to a number 
of ladles and gentlomon ' In Mrs. 
Spencer's drawing-room. Mr. Bryan 
has tried to be president of the Unit- 
ed States for a great rtiany years, but 
though he is admired and liked by 
all, the majority of the people In 
that country do not think that his 
plan of governing the country is the 
wisest one. But Mr. Bryan is a good 
man and a brave one. He does not 
mind being beaten, and sticks to his 
principles. 

He did not talk polities herei but 
tried to show, the people how .they 
could best help one- another and be-, 
come better ' men and women. Mr. 
Bryan does not believe that men 
were sent into this world to get the 
most possible for themselves. All 
those who are old enough should read 
for themselves the reports of the 
speeches. The power to speak to a 
great audience is a wonderful gift.

The crop reports throughout Can- 
ada are on the whole excellent. The 
grain Is of good quality and the far- 
mers will get high prices. Every- 
where people are prosperous. In this 
province the, only complaint is that 
wo have not enough fruit to sell to 
the people of the Northwest. We use 
so much at home that the orchards 
cannot supply the orders that come 
from the other side of the mountains. 
The fruit growers have learned how 
to select and pack the berries and 
store fruit as well as the apples and 
pears, . and cars "have been fitted up 
so that they are as fresh in Calgary 
or Reglna as when we get them In 
Victoria. It looks as If a great many 
of the boys ought to prepare to be- 
come fruit growers. To learn to do 
this in the best way needs a knowl- 
edge of botany and chemistry — that 
is, of plants and soils. This can bo 
learned now at the High School, and 
we have been promised a model farm 
on this Island, where it Is. hoped 
there will be an agricultural college. 
Fruit growing is not only profitable 
work, but it Is healthy and pleasant. 

Many people in Ontario have been 
fined for putting poor fruit In the 
boxes ready for export. It Is to be 
hoped out British Columbia fruit 
growers will not try to cheat' in this 
way. It Is even more foolish than 
wicked to resort to such tricks. A 
few boxes dishonestly packed will 
often ruin the market. A name for 
uprightness is as valuable to a coun- 
try as to a man. 

We scarcely know here what ter- 
rible damage a storm can do. At 
sea, it is true, there are sometimes 
wrecks. But on land we tire secure 
from storms, it Is different in many 
places. Blizzards and tornadoes blow 
down houses -and often villages and 
parts of cities are laid In ruins. A 
terrible hurricane, along the coast of 
Florida destroyed stores and dwell- 
ings as well as did much damage to 
Shipping. Vessels were driven ashore 
and many lives were lost. The city 
of Key West was the greatest suf- 
ferer from this awful storm. To add 
to the distress, robbers rushed In to 
carry off plunder from the wrecked 
stores and houses. 

Coral reefs called keys border the 
coast of the beautiful slate of Flor- 
ida, and here the hurricane was 
most severe, In Cuba, too, much 
damage was done both to the crops 
and to the buildings. Although In 
these tropica! countries there is lit- 
tle suffering from cold, homeless peo- 
ple suffer from grief at the loss of 
the dead and from terror as well as 
hunger. There Is a splendid system 
of weathe,- signals along the Atlantic: 
coast, and warnings were out before, 
the storm came on. But little could 
be done to protect either ships or 
buildings from the fury of the gale. 

All boys know that when they arc? 
at work in the manual training 
rooms they must lie on the lookout 
for mistakes in their work. It is not 
enough to draw and cut out. the 
model correctly. It must be care- 
fully shaped If it is to be perfect It 
is the boy who .has a sharp eye for 
defects who will make the most ex- 
cellent model. It is the same In 
school with • compositions. .Mistakes 
in spelling and grammar must, be 
watched for and words carefully 
chosen If good work is to lie given. 
No teacher can correct mistakes 
as well as the pupil who is careful. 

Hut when a. number of men, or 
women either, are doing anything to- 
gether they are apt to look only on 
the good side of what they have 
done. Each one Is ready to praise. 
This Is a good thing in some ways, 
for each worker is encouraged to put 
forth all his strength. 

In making the laws of the country 



men have learned that it is better 
to divide the members Into two par- 
ties, so '.that while one plans and 
works the other shall be on the look- 
out for the faults and tell how they 
may be remedied, In this way we 
Itave the government and the op- 
position. Sometimes the party in 
power Is boastful and stubborn, and 
it often happens that the other side 
Is spiteful and untruthful, so that 
there are wise men that would like 
to find a better way of ruling than 
by party government. But so far 
all free nations have chosen this 
plan. 

In this province Premier Me-Bride 
is at the head of the Conservative 
party, and lie and his- ministers plan 
the laws and carry thCm out when 
they are made.

At the time when Napoleon was 
trying to conquer all Europe, and 
state after state was falling a prey to 
his grasping ambition, Silesia, a Ger- 
man territory, was doing bor best to 
beat back his invading armies.

She ac- 
cordingly set off to Breslau, whore 
she sought out a hairdresser, and of- 
fered him her tresses. He. could not 
understand why she should want to 
part with her beautiful hair, so she 
had to fell him the reason. Then he 
agreed to cut off her hair, but could 
not afford to give more than two dol- 
lars for it. The bargain was made, 
the hair was cut off; and the girl re- 
turned home. 

The hairdresser was so touched with 
this Instance id' self-sacrifice that he- 
would not pavt with the hair In the 
usual way, but used It in making vari- 
ous ornaments, such as bracelets. The 
story of what this Silesian maiden did 
for her country became known. All 
Silesia was proud of the act. and art- 
icles made of her hair were eagerly 
bought. , So much were they in de- 
mand, that the hairdresser reaped a 
golden harvest, and contributed n largo 
sum to the State. 
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Sea-Shells on Sea- Shore 



Any hard coat, or covering enclosing a soft- 
er material is called a "shell" — thus wc speak 
of an egg-shell, a nut-shell, a bomb-shell, and 
the shell of a lobster. But there is a special 
and restricted use of the word to indicate as 
"true" and "real" shells the beautiful cover- 
ings made for their protection by the soft, mo- 
bile animals called "molluscs." These animals 
expand and contract first this and then that 
region of the body by squeezing the blood 
within it (by means of the soft muscular coat 
of the sac-like body) into one part or another 
in turn. There is not enough blood to distend 
the whole animal, and accordingly one part is 
swollen out and protrudes from the shell, 
whilst another shrinks as the blood is pro- 
pelled here and there by the compressing mus- 
cular coat. These creatures are the "mol- 
luscs," a name which has come into general 
use (and has even served as the title for a 
stage-play), as wcil as being the zoologist's 
title for 'the great division of animals which 
they constitute. 

They arc sometimes called "shell-fish," but 
this is no good as a distinctive name — since it 
is applied in the fish trade to lobsters, crabs, 
and shrimps as well as to molluscs. Lobsters, 
crabs and shrimps arc Crustacea, and totally 
different in their architecture and their me- 
chanism from molluscs. Familiar examples of 
"molluscs" arc the oyster, the mussel, the vari- 
ous "clams,' 1 and, again, the snails, periwinkle, 
whelks and limpets. It is the shells of these 
animals which arc "true" shells in the sense 
in which the word is used by "collectors" or 
shells, and in the sense in which we speak of 
"the shells of the sea-shore." These shells are 
usually very hard, solid things, made up of 
layers" of lime-salts and horny matter mixed, 
and they remain for a long time undestroyed, 
washed about by the currents of the sea, and 
thrown up on to the beach, after the soft, oozy 
creature which formed them — chemically se- 
creted them on its soft skin — has decomposed 
and disappeared. They arc readily distin- 
guished into two sorts — (i) those which are 
formed in pairs or "bivalves," each member of 
the pair being called a "valve," and (2) those 
which arc single, or ''univalves,'"' often spiral- 
'lv twisted, as are those of snails and whelks, 
but sometimes caplike or basinlike, as are the 
shells of the limpets. There is not so great a' 
difference between bivalve and univalve shells 
as there seems to be at first sight. For if you 
examine the pair of shells of a mussel or a 
clam, when they are quite fresh, you will find 
that the valves arc joined together by a horny, 
clastic substance, and arc, in fact, only one 
horny shell, or covering, which is made hard 
by lime deposited on the right and on the left, 
as two plates or valves, but is left soft and 
uncalcified along a line where these two valves 
meet, so as to allow them to move and gape, 
as it were, on an elastic hinge, ft is the fact 
that the two valves of the. shell of the bivalve, 
lying right and left on its body, correspond to 
the single shell of the snail or limit, which dif- 
fers from the bivalve-shell is not being divided 
along the back by a soft part into right and 
left pieces. That there is this real agreement 
between bivalve and univalve molluscs is quite 
evident when we examine the soft animal 
which forms the shell and is protected by it. 



Though "shells" are 'often numerous on 
parts of the sea-shore, some beaches (as, for 
instance, at Falmouth, at the mouth of the 
Edeh of St. Andrews, and at Hcrm in the 
Channel Islands) being so placed in regar.d 
to the currents and waves of the sea that great 
quantities of shells of dozens of species are 
thrown up, and even "make up" the beach, yet 
there are not so very many molluscs which 
live commonly on the shore between tide- 
marks. The .-hells which are accumulated as 
shell-beaches have conic from animals which 
lived in quantity at depths of ten or twenty 
fathoms, whence they can be brought up alive 
by the dredge. There are. however, certain 
bivalves and certain univalves which are com- 
monly to be found in the living state between 
tide-marks. Ymi will not find the oyster there 
on our own coast, but in Australia they have 
picnic parties where every guest provides him- 
self with a hammer and a bottle of vinegar and 
a pepper-pot, and at low lido proceeds to chip 
the oysters off the rocks on which they grow 
tight!}' fixed, and to eat them "right away" 
before they have time to lose their good tem- 
per and sweetness I In Jamaica they show 
you oysters apparently growing on trees high 
up in the air, but they are dead, having at- 
tached themselves- to the branches of a young 
tree which dipped into the water. Once fixed 
there, they were unable to move as the tree 
grow and. carried them, up with its brandies 
above the sea-level. 

The only bivalve at all common and vis- 
ible to the eye between tide-marks is the com- 
mon or edible sea-mussel, which is attached in 
purple clusters to the rocks (as in north Corn- 
wall), or forms a wide-spreading pavement, 
called a "scalp," of as much as an aci:c in 
extent, on which thousands of mussels lie 
side by side. Hut by digging in the sand and 
mud between tides there are other living bi- 
valves to lie found, which burrow more or 
less deeply. I lately wrote in this column of 
the razor-shell. < >ften (as at Teignmouth and 
Barmouth) we find "cockles" buried in the 
sand, and those delicate, smooth bivalves not 
an inch long, white outside and purple with- 
in, which are made into soup at Naples, and 
are. called "vongoli," but have no English 
name. Other "clams" (Tape;;, which is eaten 
in France, even in Paris, jmd My a and Scn> 
bicularia, which lives in black mud) may be 



dug up. but they arc devoid of English names 
because we do not cat them ; hence I have to 
speak of them by their Latin scientific names. 
As to univalves, there are three which are 
found almost everywhere on our coasts vyhere 
there are rocks, namely, the Periwinkles (one 
species of which actually lives above high 
tide mark), the limpet, and the dog-whelk. A 
small species of top-shell or trochus is also 
very common, and so is the chiton, or arma- 
dillo-shell, which, though really the most 
primitive and nearest representative of the an- 
■ cestors of all univalve molluscs, yet has its 
own shell, of a very peculiar character (some- 
times with very minute eyes — true eyes-r— 
dotted about on it), and always divided 
transversely to its length (not right and left) 
into eight separate pieces, which, indeed, 
seem to be really separate, independent little 
shells, corresponding to eight segments like 
the segments of a shrimp or an earth-worm. 

Let us now compare the soft animal of 
one of the bivalves — say the common cockle — 
with the soft animal to which a univalve shell 
belongs — say the limpet. They can be kept 
alive and watched in a finger-glass of sea- 
water, and can be removed from their shells 
and examined more closely — by killing them 
by dipping them for half a minute into very 
hot (not boiling) water. Both these molluscs 
— like all others- — adhere tightly at one place 
to the shell. They cannot be removed from 'it 
alive, and make a new shell or creep back 
into the old one, as can some worms (c, g., the 
serpula) and other creatures which form a 
hard shell to live in. Certain muscles of the 
soft molluscs are so closely fixed to the shell 
that they must be torn in order to separate it. 
These muscles draw the two valves of the 
bivalve together, and shut it tight. You can 
verify this whenever the oysterman "opens" 
an oyster for you. When at rest the shells 
gape, being kept open by the horny, elastic 
hinge-piece. Some bivalves (for instance, the 
common scallop, or pilgrim's shell, which can 
often be dredged in shallow water, and of 
which a large kind is sold in the London fish- 
shops) actually swim in the sea-water by aid 
of this mechanism, the shells opening by elas- 
ticity and being closed by the muscle joining 
one to the other, at rapid intervals, flapping 
like the wings of a butterfly. In the univalves 
the attachment of the muscle to the shell gives 
a.fixed point for all the movements of the ani- 
mal. The limpet has a well-marked head and 
neck — a pair of sensitive tentacles, and a small 
pair of dark-colored eyes. Just within the 
mouth, and capable of being pushed forward 
to the level of the lips, is a most extraordin- 
ary rasp. It consists of a long ribbon, beset 
with fine horny teeth — wry sharp and com- 
plicated in pattern. The ribbon extends far 
back into the body, and is worn away by con- 
stant use at the orifice of the mouth. It 
grows forward, like one of our finger-nails, as 
it wears out, and a new, unworn portion takes 
the place of that worn away. It is constantly 
in use to rasp and bring into the mouth the 
particles of the sea-weed on which the limpet 
feeds. It is easy to remove this rasping rib- 
bon with a needle or penknife, and examine 
it with a lens or microscope, Every one of 
the hundreds of kinds of univalve molluscs 
has this ribbon-rasp, and its teeth are of dif- 
ferent patterns in the various kinds. It is 
worked by very powerful t'ttle muscles, back- 
wards and forwards, and is strong enough in 
the whelks to bore a round hole into other 
shells (for instance, that of the oyster), when 
the whelk proceeds to eat the soft animal, 
whose protecting shell has been thus pene- 
trated. Some of the large marine snails pro- 
duce a poisonous secretion -from the mouth, 
which renders their attack with the ribbon- 
rasp ali the more deadly to 'other marine 
creatures. The Cuttle-fish and octopods, 
which arc molluscs, too, possess, like the uni- 
valve limpets, snails and whelks, this terrible 
ribbon-rasp in the mouth. It is an indication 
of a common parentage or ancestral relation- 
ship in the forms which possess it. 

The cockle, to which we now turn, has 
not got a ribbon-rasp, nor anything of the 
kind. It has a mouth with four flapper-like 
lips, but no projecting head, no eyes, no bit- 
ing mechanism, nor have any of the bivalves; 
and this constitutes a greater difference be- 
tween them and the univalves than does the 
shape of (he shell. They arc a very quiescent, 
peaceful lot, feeding on microscopic floating 
plants (diatoms and such), which are drawn 
to the mouth by currents of water set going 
by millions of vibrating hairs arranged on 
tour soft plates hanging under the protecting 
aicb of the shell, and called in the oyster- - 
where most people know ihcm— the "board." 



The limpet adheres to rocks by a great 
disc-like mass of muscle, which is called "the 
foot." It is really the whole ventral surface, 
and it can loosen its hold, and, by curious 
ripples of contraction, cause the animal to 
creep or glide over the rock. At low tide the 
limpet is exposed to the air, and remains mo- 
tionless, but when the tide Ts up it makes a 
small excursion in search of food, never going 
more than a foot or two from the spot which 
it has chosen, and returning to it. so that in 
the course of time, it actually wears away a 
sort, of cup or depression at this spot — if the 
rock is not of exceptional hardness, The word 
"foot." is applied to the ventral disc-like sur- 
face of the limpet, because in many univalves 
this region becomes drawn out, and is connect- 
ed by a comparatively narrow and nipped-in 
stalk or pillar with the. rest of the animal. 
This occurs in the univalves which have large 



spiral shells, into which the whole of the soft- 
animal can be deeply withdrawn, which is not 
the case with the limpet. You may find on 
the shore at Torquay a sea-snail (Satica), in 
Avhich the animal is quite invisible, driuvn far 
up into the shell. Place this in sea-water and 
watch it. Soft semi-transparent lobes begin 
to issue from the mouth of the shell, part of 
the soft distensible foot appears swelling out 
and growing bigger and bigger, and soft' folds 
spread out from the mouth of the shell, and 
gently creep over it, and completely envelop 
it; the foot begins to grip the bottom of the 
vessel, and the animal "crawls," At last, 
swelling out from, the other folds of soft but 
tense "molluscan" substance, the head and 
its tentacles emerge. Touch the animal and 
it shrinks rapidly, disappearing into the shell. 

It used to be thought (about twenty-five 
years ago) that the molluscs could expand 
their- bodies by taking water by definite aper- 
tures provided with valves into their blood, 
and that, having thus swelled themselves out, 
they could shrink and reduce themselves by 
pouring out again the in-taken water. The 
behaviour of other marine animals — viz,, the 
sea-anemones, which really do act in this 
way, made this explanation of the swelling 
and shrinking of molluscs seem probable. It 
was also known that the star-fishes and sea- 
urchins actually do take in the sea-water into 
a system of vessels connected with their won- 
derful sucker-bearing tentacles. But it turn- 
ed out on close examination that the mol- 
luscs do not take in or shed out. wntrr in this 
way. A hole, which was thought to let in 
water into the blood of sea -snails was shown 
to be only the opening of a great slime-gland. 
In the case of some bivalves which have red- 
blood corpuscles, 1 showed thai the blood is 
never made paler, nor arc the red corpuscles 
shed during the great distensions and con- 
tractions of the body. Measurements were 
made to determine the removal of water from 
a glass jar by an expanding sea-snail, and it 
was found that none is removed or taken up; 
• in fact, the whole of What is very often an as- 
tonishingly large and bulky distension of the 
foot— or of lobes of the body, and the subse- 
quent rapid shrinking of the same parts — de- 
pends entirely on the blood being injected 
from the rest of the body into the swelling 
part, and the shrinking dcpcnds'on the blood's 
return to the depleted region. The firm, 
opaque shell hides from view the change of 
shape of the concealed body, and we sec only 
the distended foot or other lobes which pro- 
ject from the shell. 

The cockle has a "foot" of a very curious 
scythe-like shape, usually carried bent tip be- 
tween the two valves of the shell. You can 
buV a cockle or two at the fishmonger's and 
confirm this. Some bivalves (the Noah's- 
arc-shell. called Area, and a few others) have 
a great flat foot, like that of the univalves, 
and crawd about on it. But in most bivalves 
it is curiously elongated and modified, for the 
purpose of burrowing into sand by vigorous 
strokes, and -in some it is suppressed alto- 
gether, 'as in the oyster. The cockle is remark- 
able for the fact that when placed on a board 
or a rock it will give such a vigorous kick 
with its bent foot as to throw itself up a 
yard or so into the air. A naturalist ( Stutch- 
bury)' dredging in Port Jackson, Australia, 
many years ago was overjoyed at discovering 
in his net three specimens of a very peculiar 
kind of cockle (Trigonia), which was till then 
oniy known in the fossil state from the oolite 
strata of Europe, l ie placed the throe novel- 
ties on the seat of his boat, and was looking 
at other things when he heard a click-like 
sound, then another. l ie turned his head and 
saw that two of his newly-discovered "living 
fossils" had jumped overboard, and had the 
pleasure of seeing the third perform the same 
feat.!— By Sir Ray Lankcstcr, K.C.B., F.R.S., 
in the London Dailv Telegraph.

The question of the ownership of the North 
Pole does not belong so exclusively to the 
domain of comic opera as some facetious pco-' 
pie seem to think. This much may be said 
in defence of Sir Gilbert Parker. It may argue 
a deficient sense of humour, but it is, never- 
theless, a fact that for some time past the 
question has been discussed with absolute 
gravity by quite serious people. As yet, how- 
ever, it is unquestionably in an academic stage. 
If. .on the one hand, the levity with which Sir 
Gilbert Parker's solicitude for the Polar claims 
of Canada has been treated is not wholly jus- 
tified, on the other it must be confessed that 
there is very little in recent events to warrant 
the apprehensions which arc apparently vex- 
ing the patriotic soul of the member for 
( Iravesend. The alleged rights of Canada have 
not been very materially prejudiced by the ex- 
ploits of |)r. Cook and Commander Peary, 
Even admitting that both have accomplished 
all they claim, they are still far from having 
established, a case for United Stales jurisdic- 
tion over the Pole. Nowadays the right of 
discovery alone confers no title, and if, as in 
the case of Dr. Cook, the discoverer is not in- 
vested with any State authority to take pos- 
session, and he sails away without forming 
any settlement which can be subsequently rati- 
fied, he hoists his country's flag in vain. How 
far Commander Peary's case differs from that 
of Dr. Cook in the matter of authority I do 
not know. The terms of his telegrams to the 
State and Navy Departments at Washington 
seem to imply a commission to annex. But 
even if that be so, much yet remains to be 
done before American sovereignty can assume 
a form cognizable by diplomacy. According 
to modern practice, annexation must be fol- 
lowed by effective occupation. That is to 
say, as Prince Bismarck expressed it in open- 
ing the Berlin Conference of 1885, "que I'ac- 
querettr tnan.if.este, dans 1111 delai raisotmablc. 
par des institutions positives, la volontc ct lc 
pouvoir d'y oxcrccr ses droits et dc rcmplir 
les devoirs qui en resultcnt." This is a tall 
order, even for the Washington Slate. Depart- 
ment, and the probability of its fulfilment may 
be-contemplalcd without great anxiety at Ot- 
tawa. The main difficulty for Canada is to 
know wdiat is "1111 delai raisonable" when the 
effective occupation of the Pole is in question. 
Early British Claims 
British claims- to the Polar regions arc not 
wholly of yesterday. In a shadowy form they 
date back to the earliesl days of Arctic explo- 
ration. They were originally a consequence 
of the wide-reaching doctrine, of the British 
Seas, which — very .much in the spirit of the 
famous Bull of Alexander VI., Inter ceicra, 
and largely in consequence of it — included 
not only the Channel, the North Sea, and 
the seas outside Ireland, but also the wdiole 
fit" the ocean to the north of Scotland. This 
claim was virtually extended to all the north- 
ern seas in a charter granted to the Muscovy 
Company by James I. in 161 3. Unfortunately 
it came to grief owing to the opposition of 
Denmark in the first place, and subsequently 
through the scramble for Spitzbergcn, in which 
the Dutch successfully resisted the British 
claims and brought about the Treat}' of Parti- 
tion of [&19. Since then nothing has been 
heard of King James' Monroe doctrine for the 
.Arctic. Gradually Grotius has triumphed over 
Sclden, and the old conception of the British 
Seas has given way to the more modest idea 
of territorial waters. Jt is noteworthy, how- 
ever, thai although the Territorial Waters Ju- 
risdiction Act (187S) fixes the actual jurisdic- 
tion at three marine miles, it reserves the "im- 
memorial rights" of the Crown "to the open 
seas adjacent to the coasts of the United 
Kingdom and of all either parts of her Maj- 
esty's dominons." This might, perhaps, be 
made to apply to the frozen seas which extend 
northwards from the Canadian territory of 
Franklin across the Pole if it were seriously 
meant. 

The modern claims of Canada rest, how- 
ever, on other principles, or perhaps it would 
be more correct to say on a modernization of 
the old principles. The doctrine now invoked 
is that of Hinterland, a reformulation of the 
ancient a priori notion of the limitation of 
spheres of influence by which the Holy See 
in the r 5th and 16th centuries divided the col- 
onizable world among its Apostolic proteges. 
It was revived by Germany about 1886 for the 
systcmatteation in her own interest of the 
scramble for Africa, and it has since been 
made the basis (if a large number of treaties. 
A I lintei land as now understood is a pro- 
longation of territory from an effectively occu- 
pied coast into the interior as far as the limits 
of another Stale or of its recognized Hinter- 
land. This conception is, however, not un- 
contested, and it cannot yet be pretended that 
it is firmly fixed as a principle of international 
law. When the idea of applying it to the 
Arctic first occurred to Canadian statesmen 
is not certain, but it was probably in the mind 
of Sij- John Mhacdonald when he told Sir Sam- 
uel Boulton in 1891 that the Dominion claimed 
"all the land up to the North Bole, specially 
including the North Pole." The question took 
a more definite shape in 1906 when the New 
York Arctic Club entertained Captain Bcr- 
ilicr. It was then discussed at length, and the 
solution proposed was that all nations whose 
possessions' jut into the Arctic Circle should 
lie recognized as masters of the Hinterlands 
within triangles of their longitudinal limits. 
It was not, however, until the following year 
that the problem entered the political field. 
On February 19, 1907, it was brought before 
the Canadian Senate by Mr. Poirier on a mo- 
tion that the Lime had arrived for the Domin- 



ion to take possession, by formal declaration, 
of all the lands and islands north of its rocog- 
nized boundaries and extending to the Pole. 
Mr. Poirier made an elaborate speech, the ar- 
gument, of which was a combination of the 
right of discovery and the doctrine of Hinter- 
land with a considerable dash of Jacobean 
Monroeism thrown in. In effect, however, it 
did not carry the claims of Canada any further 
than they had been carried by the New York- 
Arctic Club. The debate led to no definite 
result. Sir Richard Cartwright, who replied 
on behalf of the Government, assured Mr. 
Poirier of their vigilant interest in the ques- 
tion of the sovereignty of the Arctic, but 
deprecated the adoption of the motion. It 
was accordingly adjourned sine die. 

The Hinterland Claim 
So much for the scanty history of the 
question. Let us see now what legal value 
attaches to the claims of Canada. We may 
set aside the claims based 011 discover}'- and 
the doctrine of the British Seas because, as 
we have already seen, neither has any legal 
value today. Moreover, if discovery alone con- 
veyed a title, the exploits of Commander 
Peary and Dr. Cook, or either of them, would 
be fatal to the claims of Canada. There re- 
mains the claim based on Hinterland. Is the 
North Pole a Hinterland of. Canada in the 
sense in which that term has hitherto been 
understood by the jurists? If we look at the 
official maps of the Dominion we shall see 
that its territorial limits to the north are clear- 
ly marked by the Arctic archipelago which 
was included in the provisional district of 
Franklin by proclamation in October, 1895. 
Here the northernmost point is the coast of 
Grant Land — the discovery of which, by-the- 
by, like the "Pole itself was due to United 
States explorers. Beyond is the frozen sea 
extending apparently — subject to what Messrs. 
Peary and Cook may - yet hav c to tell us — - 
to the Pole itself. How then can a claim for 
Hinterland be set up here seeing that there is 
no land of any kind to claim? According to 
all the rules now in vogue Canadian jurisdic- 
tion can go no further than the territorial wa- 
ters of Grant Land at about latitude 82 de- 
grees N. 

But here a 'doubt arises. Where are the 
territorial waters? If there is no land beyond 
Grant Land, it is equally certain that there is 
no water. Ice is there, but no water. , True, 
ice is only frozen water, and where its congela- 
tions are temporary, its normally aqueous 
character is beyond dispute ; but in the Polar 
basin we have to deal with a very different 
form of water The Paleocrystic sea extending 
north of the Canadian Arctic archipelago is 
anything but liquid. It is, as a matter of fact, 
as permanent if not as solid as the mainland 
itself. Sir George Nares found it from 80 feet 
to 100 feet thick, and its aspect has been de- 
scribed as resembling a series of rolling hills. 
It must, moreover, be many centuries old. 
How then can the Territorial Waters Jurisdic- 
tion Act or indeed any of the political concep- 
tions which underlie the law of the sea be 
made to' apply to it? It is a form of matter 
which in its physical features and consequent- 
ly its political problems is far more assimila- 
ble to land than water. The argument that it 
is not land but only frozen water is an induc- 
tion of chemistry which possesses no interest 
in practical politics. By the same test the 
crust of the earth may be shown to be vapour. 
The truth is that both the land of Grant Land 
and the ice which probably connects it with 
the Pole, are for political purposes, solids, and 
must be amenable to the same laws of acquisi- 
tion and jurisdiction. This, indeed, was the 
veiw adopted by the Alaska authorities in 
1904 when they shut up a gambling hell which 
had ingeniously sought to evade their jurisdic- 
tion by establishing itself on the ice at Cape 
Nome beyond the three-mile limit. It would 
appear then that there is after all an arguable 
case for the Canadian claim to the Pole so far 
as it rests on the doctrine of the Hinterland. 

Unfortunately, the mere existence of a Hin- 
terland is not sufficient to create a title to it, 
and here .it is that the Canadian claim again 
becomes weak". All hitherto recognized Hin- 
terlands have become such by virtue either of 
treaties or of formal notifications to the inter- 
ested States or of unilaterial proclamations or 
decrees, None of these formalities has been 
complied with by Canada in regard to the 
Pole. Hence it is doubtful whether her claim 
would hold good if Commander Peary's an- 
nexation should turn out to be properly au- 
thorized. The probability is, however, that it 
was not authorized, and consequently there is 
still time for the Dominion to assert its rights 
either by a special proclamation or by adopt- 
ing the resolution submitted to the Senate by 
Mr. Poirier in February, 1907. Whether it 
would be worth while is .a practical question 
outside the limits of this discussion.

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It is surprising how little the general pub- 
lic know of the constituents of one of our most 
important forms of food, i.e., milk, and even 
less as to the system adopted in this country^ 
America, England, etc., for testing .the purity, 
etc., of the milk supplied to the public. Jt is 
also not usually known that the Government 
of this country take an active part in seeing 
that the public obtain a clean milk supply. 
This they do by having inspectors, who con- 
tinually visit the different ranches and inspect 
the' premises, cattle, etc; they also test (he 
cows for tuberculosis. Then the individual 
cities take their part: this they do by taking 
samples of milk from the vendors at the time 
the milk is being delivered. A duplicate is 
given the vendor at the same time, and this 
he'eari have tested, should he doubt the test 
made by the civic inspector. The sample of 
milk taken by the inspector is put into a little 
bottle with a number on one side; the name of 
the vendor is entered in a book against a cor- 
responding number, so that there is nothing 
to show whose milk is contained in the bottle. 
This is done so that the inspector shall not 
know whose milk is being tested until the re- 
sults are obtained and the corresponding 
numbers of the sample bottles are found in 
the book. The principle test for milk- is the 
Babcock test; tins was invented by Dr. Bab- 
cock, and is now most largely used, 
principle of this test is based on the fact that 
in a given quantity of milk- there must be a 
certain proportion of butter- fat. The exact 
percentage of butter-fat demanded by the dif- 
ferent local authorities varies; for instance, 
the standard demanded in New York is 3 per 
cent; Paris, France, 4 per cent.; District of 
Columbia. V. S. A., 3.5 per cent., and in the 
city of Victoria, 3 per cent. It can be reas- 
onably expected, however, thru a cow in good 
health, and whose milk' is fit for human con- 
sumption, should test at least 3 per cent. The 
method adopted for testing milk is as follows: 
17.6 cc, of the sample of milk- to be lested is 
measured out by means of ;i special pipette, 
and put into a small test bottle, which has a 
scale marked on the neck, the neck being about 
four inches long; to this is added r 7.5 cc. of 
sulphuric acid (S.P. 1.83). The milk and acid 
are rotated in the hand until the two are thor- 
oughly mixed and the mixture is of a dark 
brown color; then the sample is put into the 
Babcock- tester, which is a centrifugal ma- 
chine, and whirled for four minutes at a speed 
of about' 1,000 revolutions a minute. This 
means will bring all the fat to the surface of 
the licpiid. I lot water is now added at a tem- 
perature of [50 degrees in sufficient quantity 
to bring the liquid up into the neck- of the 
bottle to the cS or 10 per cent, mark', so that 
the fat can be read off on the scale which is 
marked on the neck of the bottle. The bottle 
is again whirled in the tester at full speed for 
one minute, and on the sample being removed 
from the tester, the fat is seen in the neck- of 
the bottle, entirely separated from all other 
matter. This is then measured off. and the 
percentage of butter-fat is ascertained. The 
above is the principal test used for ordinary 
purposes. 

But there are frequently occasions when 
the inspector may suspect the addition of some 
preservative in the milk. In such cases the 
following are a few of the tests used: Sup- 
posing that the inspector suspects that the 




milk has been watered, and that the milk 
conies from a ranch that is supplied with well 
water. The test is then an easy one. It is 
well known that normal fresh milk- does not 
contain nitrates, while common well water in 
general contains appreciable amounts of ni- 
trates. Nitrates and ammonia compounds and 
watered milk will in such cases contain ni- 
trates. The method used to detect this, is to 
place a small quantity of diphenylamin in a 
small dish and add 2 cc. of pure 11- SO 1 
:conc): let a few drops of the milk serum 
flow down the side of the dish and float over 
the surface of the acid (the milk serum can be 
obtained by adding a little acetic acid to the 
milk, and then warming it). If the milk and 
acid show any sign of blue in, say. eight min- 
utes, no matter how faint, it proves that there 
are nitrates present. By this method an addi- 
tion of 10 per cent, of water can be shown, if 
the water added even contains only 5 parts 
of nitric acid pel 100,000. To detect coloring 
matter in milk, which is sometimes added l>v 
unscrupulous dealers alter skimming or water- 
ing, you take 10 per cent, of the milk and mix 
with an equal quantity of ether, by shaking: 
'in letting this stand a clear ether solution w ill 
rise to the surface. Should any coloring mat- 
ter he present the solution will he yellow col- 
ored, the intensity of the color indicating the 
amount of coloring added. Naturally fresh 
milk will always give a colorless ether solu- 
tion. 

In testing for pasteurized milk, von take a 
teaspoonful of the milk- and pour it into a test: 
tube, then add one drop of 2 per cent, peroxid 
<>\ hydrogen and J drops of pnraphenylenedra- 
min solution. The mixture is then shaken ; if 
a violet shows at once the milk has not been 
heated to above 176 per cent. 

Gelatine is sometimes added to cream to 
i_;ivc it a stiffness. To detect this, mix a small 
quantity of the cream with warm water, then 
add 1.5 cc. of 10 per cent, acetic acid to every 
ro cc. of cream; filter the precipitate and add 
a few drops of strong tannin solution to the 
clear filtrate. If the cream is pure there will 
only be a slight precipitate, while in the pres- 
ence of gelatine a copious precipitate will come 
down. 

Preservatives are frequently added by un- 
scrupulous dealers to enable them to sell milk 
which in the ordinary course would be unfit 
for sale, and the preservatives used are gen- 
erally boracic acid, borax, borates, prcserva- 
liue, etc. To test for these, take too cc. of 
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milk and make it alkaline with a soda or pot- 
ash solution; when evaporated to dryness and 
incinerated, the ash is dissolved in water, to 
which a little hydrochloric acid has been add- 
ed, and the solution filtered. A strip of tur- 
meric paper moistened with the filtrate will 
he colored a reddish brown when dried at a 
100 cc. on glass, if boracic acid is present.

MY FIRST SUCCESS 



Success first came to me at the early age 
of fourteen, when, to the mingled astonish- 
ment and admiration of the home circle, I 
blossomed forth as the author of a play,' called 
"The Philosopher Married," which was duly- 
performed before an enthusiastic and decided- 
ly partial audience of kinsfolk and friends. It 
was a very serious play, tremendously cynical 
in tone, and abounding in profound reflections 
on the married estate. 

"The Philosopher Married" 

Oddly enough. I never made any further 
efforts as a dramatist. Possibly, I had an ex- 
tremely intelligent anticipation of the destiny 
that I should marry and have a son who would 
win success as a playwright. You sec, had I 
become a leading dramatist, it would have been 
very awkward for my son, when he sought to 
follow in my footsteps. People would have 
said that I helped him with his plays, and he 
would have had, so to speak, to live clown my 
reputation. So I left him a clear field, and 
"The Philosopher Married" was my first and 
last attempt at playwriting. 

Grim Humor 

I started my journalistic career as a report- 
er on the staff of the Cork Examiner, with 
which I remained for some years. An out- 
standing recollection of these early days is 
of being present at the trial at Clonmel of 
Smith O'Brien. William Thomas Francis Alea- 
ghcr, and other noted "rebels," and hearing 
sentence pronounced on them that they should 
be first drawn and quartered, and then hanged 
until they were dead, or, perhaps 1 should 
rather say, until they were still dead. None 
imagined that the sentence would be carried 
out, but nevertheless its dread terms, and the 
grim humor of ordering a man to be first dis- 
embowelled and then banged until he was 
dead, made a lasting impression upon me. 

It was at this trial that I first met the late 
Sir William Howard Russell, lie was there 
representing the Times, I the Cork Examiner ; 
but he deigned to notice me, and we struck up 
an acquaintanceship which lasted until his 
death. I have, indeed, been very successful in 
life in meeting many famous people and en- 
joying their friendship, and that is the kind of 
success which is altogether pleasurable. 

From the Cork Examiner I went to Liver- 
pool as reporter on the Northern Daily Times, 
rising during the seven years I spent on it to 
be foreign editor, and eventually editor-in- 
chief. The Northern Daily Times was the 
first daily provincial paper in England. Pro- 
vincial journals there were in plenty, but they 
were either weeklies or were published twice, 
or at the most three times, a week. 

The Martineaus 

While at Liverpool I was fortunate enough 
to attract the favorable notice of Harriet Mar- 
tincau, who happened to see and like various 
papers of mine in Liverpool journals and in 
the Westminster Review. She wrote to her 
brother, the Rev. James Martincau, then a 
Unitarian minister at Liverpool, asking him to 
take me up. and thus began a very pleasant 
and enduring friendship with that eminent 
man, though I never met Miss Martincau her- 
self. 

Praise from John Stuart Mill 

The Westminster Review was a very good 
friend to me. Jt was edited by Dr. John 
Chapman, a medical gentleman who. however, 
preferred literature to lotions. I began by 
sending in some contributions on chance, and 
great was my delight when they were accept- 
ed, and I was asked "for more," with the re- 
sult that I became a frequent contributor, and 
it was on the Westminster Review that I 
made perhaps my first real success as an es- 
sayist. One month I contributed to it an arti- 
cle on "Voltaire's Romances and Their Moral," 
and great was my pride when Dr. Chapman 
told me that he had had a letter from John 
Stuart Mill to the effect that he considered my 
article the best in the number, and that he 
would like to know something of me. In the 
next number of the Review 1 had a paper on 
Buckle, the historian, and again John Stuart 
Mill wrote to Dr. Chapman awarding me the 
palm. This led to a meeting and a friendship 
that will ever be most dear to me. Mill, for 
all his colossal intellect, was a most charm- 
ing man. very quiet and modest, but none the 
less excellent company, and that was a sad 
day indeed when J returned from a little pil- 
grimage to his grave at Avignon. 

On my way there I made the acquaintance 
of a young Englishman, a pleasant, agreeable 
lad. J le accompanied me to the cemetery, and 
was evidently curious to know what Mr. .Mill 
had been to me, but was loo well-bred to be 
inquisitive. On the way back, however, he 
satd, "I suppose this Mr. Mill was a very nice 
man." "Yes," I said, "he was a very nice 
man." I said no more, for evidently he had 
never heard of one of the greatest of Vic- 
torians. Through Mill 1 met his step-daugh- 
ter. Helen Taylor, a most accomplished lad)-. 

As 1 have told you, i spent seven happy, 
busy years on the Northern Daily Times, but 
London always was the lodestar, and early in 
the: sixties I welcomed the chance of becoming 
Parliamentary reporter of the Morning Star. 
The principal shareholder in the Morning Star 
was really John Bright, though the shares 
were in his sister's name. He, however, was the 
Morning Star, and little did I think when he 
engaged me that it would one day fall to my 
lot as Vice-President of the Irish Party to 
voice the grief which we. with every party in 
Parliament, felt at the death of the "People's 
Tribune." When John Bright became a Min- 
ister, f may say he severed all connection with 
the Morning Star — of which, by the way, [ 
H as editor for four years — holding that a Min- 
ister of the Crown should not have any interest 
in a newspaper or any other commercial 
undertaking of a public nature. 

As a novelist, "Dear Lady Disdain" .was 1 



no doubt, my "first success." Before "she" 
appeared, however, I had written other novels, 
the first, a sensational tale, which I after- 
wards withdrew from circulation, because I 
was anything but proud of it, the second, "The 
Waterdale Neighbors," which made ia 'dis- 
tinct success of a kind. At that time, the Sat- 
urday Review was at the zenith of its fame 
and influence. It was also in its most vitriolic 
period, and its reviews, as a rule, were terribly 
caustic and severe, especially in the case of 
new writers. The "Waterdale Neighbors," 
however, happened to please the Saturday re- 
viewer who read it, and he gave it a most 
eulogistic "notice." I was sure my fortune 
was made. The Saturday, notorious for its 
flagellation of young authors, praising my 
book !— why, everyone would rush to read it. 
But I had yet to learn that the public was not 
to be coerced, even by the Saturday Review. 
Despite the Saturday's praise, the public did 
not seem to care much about my book. "The 
Waterdale Neighbors" was a success, but a 
succcs d'estime. Having this in mind, I was 
not greatly uplifted when again the Saturday 
was very kind to a later novel of mine, "Dear 
Lady Disdain," but this time the public's 
opinion coincided with the reviewer's. 

Politics and the Historian 

"The History of Our Own Times" was my 
"first, success" as a historian, and thereby 
hang's a tale, as the saying goes. A very well 
known firm of publishers, hearing of my pro- 
jected history, wrote to me saying that they 
liked the idea, would be glad to publish the 
work in question, and on terms which I found 
highly acceptable. Soon afterwards it was 
announced in the press that I was going to 
stand for Parliament and as Nationafist mem- 
ber for North Longford, whereupon the pub- 
lishers in question wrote me in a terrible 
"taking." They said they had seen the an- 
nouncement of my Parliamentary intentions, 
and they sincerely hoped it was not true. If, 
unfortunately, it were, and if, still more un- 
fortunately, I should be returned to Parlia- 
ment, then they must break their contract, for 
in no circumstances would the English public 
read a history of England written by an Irish 
Nationalist M.P. 

I told them that the report in the press was 
perfectly true, and that in all probability I 
should be elected for North Longford. They 
then wrote regretting that they must break 
their contract, repeating that the English pub- 
lic would never read my history, and enclos- 
ing a check for £20 in compensation for any 
work I might already have clone on the book. 
I put the matter before Sir John Robinson, the 
manager of the Daily News, for which I was 
working as a leader-writer, and in the end, 
thanks to bis intervention, I received one hun- 
diecl guineas in settlement of all claims I 
might have against the reluctant publishers. 
Meanwhile, my friend Mr. Andrew Chatto, 
who had been publishing some of my novels, 
heard of the affair and volunteered to take the 
risk of publishing my "History," even if I 
should be elected to Parliament. 

Seven Editions 

The first two volumes were written, and 
met with such a welcome that the)'- were in a 
third edition before a single review of them 
had appeared in the press. Further, when I 
duly entered Parliament, a seventh edition was 
on sale, and on taking my scat, and being pre- 
sented to Mr. Speaker Brand he warmly con- 
gratulated me on the fact that the "History of 
Our Own Times" had reached a seventh edi- 
tion. So much for the idea that the English 
public would not read a history of their coun- 
try by an Irish Nationalist. 

A Story of Gladstone 

I have told you that owing to the casual 
absence of Parncll it was my sad duty as 
Vice-President of the Irish Party to pay my 
tribute to the memory of John Bright, and 
that was a memorable occasion for me. But 
in the House I spoke, as a rule, only wdien re- 
quired by the Party, and on my own initiative 
1 think I only made one speech worthy to be 
called a "success." It was an interposition 
rather than a speech, but I always recall it 
with singular pleasure because it brought me 
a very cordial and pleasing compliment from 
such a doughty Tory and political opponent 
as Mr. Henry Chaplin. We, the Irish Party, 
that is, were engaged in obstruction, to the 
annoyance of Mr. Gladstone, for this was be- 
fore his conversion to 1 Ionic Rule, and at last 
he sought to. put an end to our manoeuvres. 
Frank- Hugh O'Donnell was "obstructing" the 
business of the House, when up got Gladstone 
and moved that "Mr. Frank Hugh O'Donnell 
he no longer heard." He then went on to ex- 
plain that the motion was in order, and that 
in making it, it was correct to allude to the 
member concerned by name and not, as on 
other occasions, as the lion, member, or the 
member for such-and-such place, which was 
all very interesting from the point of view of 
Parliamentary procedure. But 1 thought T. 
saw my opportunity, and so 1 jumped up and 
twitted Mr. Gladstone with the fact, that in 
endeavoring to coerce and suppress us he had 
put into our hands a more powerful and effec- 
tive weapon than we had ever dreamed pf 
possessing. 

For, I explained, all that we had to do now 
was to adopt his own tactics and move that he 
he no longer heard, and if anyone resisted the 
motion, we should move that be no longer 
heard, and so on ad infinitum. Air. Chaplin 
was kind enough to describe this as the most 
effective piece of extemporaneous argument 
he had ever heard, and so I suppose I may 
count it as a Parliamentary "success." 

And now I think J. have talked enough". — ■

"I'm sure," said the interviewer, "the public) 
would be interested to know the secret of your! 
success." "Well, young man," replied the cap*! 
tain of industry, "the secret of my success has] 
been my ability to keep it a secret.'' ^ 
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(Read before British Association, Winnipeg, 
August 25, 1909). 
The question of a feasible route to Europe 
from the prairie provinces of Canada, by way 
of Hudson Bay, is of the first importance to 
the Dominion, for several reasons. It is the 
shortest possible course from the centre of this 
group of provinces to Liverpool, as it follows 
approximately a segment of a great circle be- 
tween these points. Not only is the t total 
length the shortest, but this route affords a 
greater proportion of transportation by sea, 
with a shorter land haul than any other. More 
than 1,000 miles of its water transportation is 
within the British possessions, Hudson Bay 
having only one opening to the ocean may be 
considered 'a marc clausum. The land portion 
is shorter than that by any existing line, and 
it passes through an even country with a very 
gentle slope towards the sea. The bay and 
strait are free from rocks and shoals and may 
be easily navigated by the largest ocean-going 
vessels- 

The advantage of utilizing this route have 
been discussed by public men and the press 
ever since Canada acquired the Northwest Ter- 
ritories from the Hudson's Bay Company. On 
the other hand, a great deal of nonsense has 
been written and strong opinions have been 
given against the. practicability of the route, 
mostly by people who had no personal or 
dircct knowledge of the subject. The history 
of the question and the various circumstances 
connected therewith, all tended to prejudice 
the public against it. A constant effort was 
made to associate Hudson Bay and Strait 
with the Arctic regions. Although the Bay 
stretches for a thousand miles from south to 
north, and the distance is still greater from 
. the Atlantic Ocean at the entrance of the 
Strait to the western shore of the Bay, yet 
these waters do not anywhere reach the Arctic 
circle and the latitude of the southern ^ ex- 
tremity is south of that of London. The 
writer" has devoted about twenty-five seasons 
to the exploration and survey of the shores of 
Hudson Bay and the country lying to the 
south and west for long distances inland. He 
has passed through Hudson Strait nine dif- 
ferent times and has surveyed a great part of 
its northern coast. 

The Hudson's Bay Company, which had 
successfully used the route in question for 
more than 200 years, regarded the Bay and all 
the country extending thence to the Rocky 
Mountains, as their own property and were 
jealous of anyone intruding on their preserves, 
who might some day dispute their monopoly 
of trade or their ownership of the country. Not. 
only did their officers and men and their sup- 
plies enter the country every year by this 
route, but the first military force and the 
first permanent settlers, in what is now Man- 
itoba, came in by the same route. Viewed 
from the British Islands, it seemed by far the 
easiest and most direct way into the Canadian 
Northwest. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Hudson 
Strait and Bay have been navigated with suc- 
cess for 240 years by the company, there is no 
doubt that, in the old days of sailing ships, floe 
ice often retarded the progress of their ves- 
sels, and much has been made of this fact by 
the opponents of the proposal to use these 
waters as a highway to Europe. But steam 
navigation has changed all that and has put a 
new aspect on the whole question. The writer 
was a passenger on one of the company's sail- 
ing ships in 1880, when a small scattered field 
of ice entirely stopped our progress in the 
Strait. Four years afterwards, when I was on 
board the steamship Neptune, in about the 
same part of the strait, we met a much worse 
field of ice and steamed through it with little 
or no loss of time. 

The delay in attempting to develop this 
route for commerce has arisen from several 
causes, among which arc the following: When 
it was first advocated as a modern commer- 
cial route, the population in the interior was 
so small that there would have been too little 
business to give employment to a railway 
and line of steamships. As soon as the 1 Uni- 
son's Bay Company territories had been pur- 
chased and the Canadian Pacific railway had 
been constructed, both at the expense of the 
people of Canada, in order to secure the trade 
of the Northwest for the older portions of the 
country, it was argued that it would be unwise 
to open a shorter and more direct route to 
Britain, which would divert die very trade and 
travel we were so anxious to obtain for that 
railway, in order to secure these advantages 
for the Canadians themselves. It was there- 
fore natural that the proposed route should be 
opposed by the Hudson's Bay Company, the 
Canadian Pacific railway, the manufacturers 
of Eastern Canada and all others, who thought 
their own particular interests were menaced. 
The Canadian government was also opposed 
to it, for the time being. In fact, the Hudson 
Bay route had few friends or advocates. The 
people of the Western prairies who wanted 
the route opened up were not sufficiently 
numerous and had not the necessary political 
influence to secure for the project the consid- 
eration it deserved. No class of people of the 
Eastern parts of the Dominion felt themselves 
called upon to take any active interest in the 
matter. 

And so this great question has dragged it- 
self along to the present time. In the natural 
course of events, the opening up of this chan- 
nel for trade, could only become a living issue 
when the exports became sufficiently great to 
force their way to the sea by the cheapest and 
easiest route. When this shall have been ac- 
complished, a large proportion of the imports 
lYvill, of course, come the same way and there 



will also be a considerable passenger traffic. 
The people of Great Britain will soon learn 
that the increase in their own trade, which this 
route will afford, is a matter of much interest 
to them. 

To an outsider, the virtual obstructions 
placed in the way of developing this route by 
such means as I have mentioned, will appear 
to have been short-sighted and unpatriotic; 
for, let us suppose that if, by any means be- 
sides .those which have been referred to, a large 
population could be rapidly poured into that 
vast uninhabited region, would this not be the 
very best means of furnishing the desired 
traffic tor the Canadian Pacific railway and 
trade for the tariff-protected Canadian manu- 
facturers ? 

Small as was the population of Manitoba, 
there was always a clamor from that quarter 
for some consideration of the Hudson. Bay 
route by the government. This was appeased 
by sending out a Hudson Bay expedition on 
several occasions and thus time was gained, to 
the evident satisfaction of the government of 
the day. 

The writer accompanied three of these ex- 
peditions, as naturalist and geologist. On two 
of them he was also medical officer, but he 
was not asked to report anything as to the 
question of the suitability or otherwise of 
the Strait and Bay as part of a commercial 
route between our Northwest Territories and 
Europe, lie had, however, previously written 
a number of papers on this subject for pub- 
lication, including one for the geographical 
section of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, York meeting, and ac- 
companied it with a map." But his most com- 
plete paper in this connection was one entitled 
"A New Route to Europe (from the interior 
of British North America), published in Mont- 
real, as a pamphlet, in 1880. Much of the gen- 
eral literature on the Hudson Bay route, which 
has since appeared, is based on the information 
contained in this pamphlet. 

In connection with the expedition of 1884, 
by the steamship Neptune, the government ar- 
ranged to send out six small parties to make 
meteorological and other observations, for one 
year each., at six stations, to be placed as 
three pairs on the opposite shores of Hudson 
Strait- One pair was to be at the entrance 
from the Atlantic, one pair on the north and 
the south side, midway up, and the third pair 
on each side of the outlet into the bay. All 
the stations were successfully placed where 
intended, except the one which was to have 
been built on the north side of the entrance. 
The weather and other circumstances prevent- 
ed a landing being effected in this vicinity, 
and the station was built at Nachvak Inlet, 
on the Labrador coast, about fifty miles south 
of the Strait. Small, but comfortable wooden 
houses, each containing three good rooms, be- 
sides an attic, and having from one to three 
outbuildings, were erected for each station. The 
dimension timber, the sawn lumber and the 
doors and windows were taken out in the ship, 
but all the cutting and fitting were done after 
the materials had been placed on the ground. 
Only from two to three days were required to 
land the building materials, the fuel and sup- 
plies of all kinds for a year and to erect the 
buildings. 

The officers and men left at these stations 
kept similar meteorological records in uniform 
set of books. They were also instructed to 
ascend the highest hills near their stations, 
from time to time, in order to make telescopic 
observations on the condition of the Strait 
during the winter months. 

At the end of the first year, or in 1885, fresh 
officers and men were sent out on the steam- 
ship Alert to replace the first parties, who 
were then brought home. At the end of the 
next year the second parties also returned by 
the ship and all the stations were demoralized, 
except that on Big Island, midway up the 
north shore. 

Jt is to he regretted that, in neither year, 
were the officers in charge of these various 
stations asked to make reports on the results 
of their own observations during llie two 
whole vear:- and as to the information they 
obtained fro .1 the Eskimos. They were mere- 
ly required 10 hand in their book's of records, 
after which a general report, purporting to be 
based on all of them, was prepared by some 
one else for publication each year. 

In 1897 the Canadian government sent out 
an expedition by the steamship Diana to test 
the length of the season of navigation in Hud- 
son Strait by making occasional voyages from 
end to end, beginning as soon a:: it could be 
entered and continuing till it might be closed 
by ice, as at that lime it was supposed by 
many that such a thing sometimes occurred, 
although there was no proof that it had ever 
happened. Put when the Diana reached the 
Strait (on the 22nd of June) the entrance was 
already quite clear and no ice in sight, but 
our ship soon afterwards got entangled in ice 
by going too close to Big Island, about half- 
way up the north shore, and it was not ascer- 
tained whether or not she might have passed 
on into the Bay by keeping the centre or the 
southern side, The Strait was- found to be 
clear of ice until the Diana left for Halifax 
late in the autumn- 

The writer was a member of the Diana ex- 
pedition and by means of a yacht, carried out 
to Big Island on the deck of the steamer, he 
surveyed a considerable portion of the north 
shore of the Strait, which forms the south 
coast of Baffin Land. 

Against the Hudson Bay route it is urged 
that the season of navigation is too short, be- 
cause people erroneously suppose that the 
Strait is frozen over during the winter and 



that Churchill harbor, on the west side of 
the Bay, the only natural port known to be 
available for large vessels, is not clear of ice 
for a. sufficient length of time each season. 
The harbor is, however, open for about four 
and a half months during the , summer and 
autumn and this period might be considerably 
lengthened by artificial means. 

From the land side this harbor may be dif- 
ficult to approach by a railway on account of 
extensive bogs or "muskegs." The writer in 
1879 surveyed the Churchill river, from a point 
a long distance inland, all the way to the 
mouth, and also the harbor itself, I have en- 
tered this port by sailing ships and I had the 
honor, in 1884, of piloting the first steamship, 
that ever entered it. 

By prolonging the railway northward up 
the coast a salt water harbor .may perhaps be 
found which is open during a longer season 
than Churchill, while the total distance might 
be only slightly increased. 

The name "Port Nelson" has been retained 
by map-makers for the mouth of Nelson river, 
perhaps because on paper it looks as if a port 
should still be there, but in reality no port 
for sea-going vessels exists at this locality at 
the present day. It is recorded that some of 
the small vessels first sent out by the Hudson's 
Bay Company, 240 years ago, went to Gillam's 
Island, which is now just above the tide water 
at the mouth of the river. The writer has as- 
certained that the land 011 the west side of 
Hudson Bay is, geologically speaking, rising 
very rapidly, apparently at the high rate of 
nearly five feet per century. 

Thirty years ago, or in 1879, I examined 
carefully all the waters in the vicinity of Gill- 
am's Island and took many soundings, espe- 
cially around this island itself, and nowhere 
could I find a greater depth than ten feet. Al- 
though the island is now above the level of 
the highest tides, it is probable that at the time 
of Radisson, the water around it would be 
twelve feet deeper, making a total of twenty- 
two feet, Which would be quite sufficient for 
the ships frequenting Hudson Bay up to the 
time of the adventures of D'lverville in these 
waters. The Nelson descends with a swift 
current to high tide level at the foot of Gill- 
am's Island and from this outward, the prin- 
cipal single' discharge of the river water into 
the bay, at low tide, consists of a narrow, 
shallow and very crooked stream, running for 
miles through the great mud flats which fill 
the estuary, and interrupted throughout by 
man} r large boulders.: 1 ' •' 

Then Inned Ship's Hole, in front of York 
Factory, in the mouth of Hayes river; is not 
deep enough for vessels drawing more than 
eight feel. In 1880 I sailed from the anchor- 
age to London in the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany's bark Ocean Nymph, which required 
only this depth of water, and it was by the 
most careful piloting at the top of high water 
that we managed to.gc-t out to sea, a distance 
of twenty miles "from the Factory. 

A very short outline should here be given 
of the geography and the leading physical 
features of Hudson Bay and Strait. The for- 
mer is fully 600 miles in width, the area being 
nearly half that of the Mediterranean of the 
Old World; James Bay, which constitutes its 
southern portion, measures 350' miles from 
north to south by 150 miles in breadth, and 
has an area more than 50 per cent greater than 
that of Lake Superior. Having these large 
dimensions and being situated in the heart of 
the continent, Hudson Bay is the most striking 
feature in the geography of North America, 
and the writer, long ago, suggested that it 
might he more appropriately and correctly 
called Hudson Sea, being, as it were, the Med- 
iterranean of this continent. It is separated 
from the ocean by a very long strait and is 
really a marc clausum surrounded by British 
territory. Roughly speaking, Hudson Strait 
measures 500 miles in length by 100 miles in 
width. 

A very large extent ot country immediately 
around Hudson Sea, on the east, south and the 
west, drains directly into it, by upwards of 
30 good sized rivers and innumerable smaller 
ones. The great drainage system tributary to 
the Manitoba lakes forms a supplementary 
basin, which derives its waters from all sides 
and sends them to the sea by a single trunk 
stream, the Nelson, one of the great rivers of 
the world. The Saskatchewan, which falls into 
Lake Winnipeg, originates west of the Rocky 
.Mountains, and has a course of more than a 
thousand miles. The Winnipeg river, one of 
the largest tributaries, rises near Lake Su- 
perior, and flows westward into the southeast- 
ern bay of Lake Winnipeg. The Red river, 
the most southern affluent of Lake Winnipeg, 
lias its source south of latitude 45 degrees. 
This with the tributaries from the north, or 
opposite direction, gives a total north and 
south drainage of 1,500 miles. The limits of 
the basin of Hudson Sea, therefore, extend 
from the centre of the Labrador Peninsula 
west to the Rocky Mountains, a distance of 
2,100 miles, and from the source of Red river 
and the height of land near Lake Superior, 
northward to Repulse Bay, the distance being 
eqtially great. 

Hudson Sea and Strait are both easy to 
navigate. The. former has an average depth 
of seventy fathoms, deepening to one hun- 
dred towards its outlet. The. west end of the 
Strait has a depth of 150 fathoms and deepens 
regularly to 300 as it enters the Atlantic. 
There are niaii)' good harbors on both sides. 
The bottom in all cases is stiff boulder clay, 
affording good holding ground. The land on 
the southern side rises to heights of from 1,000 
to 2,500 feet, and is more precipitous than on 
the northern side, the western half of which 



is not so high as the eastern. A few light and 
signal stations might be erected on elevated 
points, which could inform passing, ships as to 
the position of any ice that might be in the 
Strait. Both sides could be easily and effec- 
tively lighted at a very small expense. 

The country on the eastern side of Hudson 
Sea is much higher than that on the west. 
From Cape Jones, on the east shore, where 
James Bay widens into Hudson Sea, to the 
north, all the. way to Cape Dufferin, the cast 
coast rises to a height of about 2,000 feet, and 
in parts is quite precipitous. The west side is 
everywhere low, with shallow water, from the 
southern extremity of James Bay nearly to 
Chesterfield Inlet. 

None of the rivers of the east shore arc nav- 
igable for light canoes between the portages, 
but some of those coming from the west 
might he navigated during high water by 
steamers with powerful machinery. By such 
craft the Moose and its west branch, the Mis- 
sinabi, might be ascended for 130 miles from 
the sea, the Albei^ and the Attawapiskat, to 
the north of it, each for 250 miles, the Kapus- 
ko, between these, for 50 miles, the Ekwan, 
Wcnusk, Severn and the PI ayes, together with 
both its branches, the Shamattawa and Steele 
rivers, for about 130 miles each, and the Nel- 
son for 70 miles above tide. There is a rapid at 
the head of the tidal lagoon of the Churchill, 
but a strong steamer might ascend this at high 
water, in which case the river might be navi- 
gated for about 100 miles, or to the mouth of 
the Little Churchill. The Iiarricanaw river, 
which enters the southern extremity of James 
Bay, might be utilized for 80 miles up from its 
mouth during high water, but it is extremely 
shallow during the summer. In the central 
sections of this river and also of the Nelson 
some stretches are navigable for steamers for 
many miles. In the event of steamships run- 
ning into Hudson Sea, the rivers I have in- 
dicated may be used for bringing the produce 
of the country-to the coast or shipment to Eu- 
rope, or elsewhere. The small harbors at the 
mouths of these streams have an average 
depth of only about ten feet at high tide. 

The mean rise of the spring tides on the 
west side of liudson Sea is eleven or twelve 
feet, and is pretty uniform, but it diminishes 
somewhat as we go south. At the south end 
of Jhiiics Bay, when a northerly wind blows 
at the time of spring tide, the water some- 
times rises to nearly double the ordinary 
height. The greatest spring tides arc at the 
mouth of'Nelson river, where they rise fifteen 
feet. The tides are low all along the east coast. 
In the eastern half of Hudson Strait the tides 
arc very high, but towards the west end they 
have diminished very much. At Ungava Bay, 
just within the entrance and on the south side, 
some tides may rise to a height of fifty feet. 
At Fort Chimo, twenty miles up the Ungava 
river, Commander Bolton, R.N., found a tide 
38^ feet. At Ashe Inlet, on Big Island, the 
average spring tide was accurately ascertained 
to be 31 feet. 

The resources of liudson Sea and of the 
adjacent regions, from which exports may be 
expected in the future, include timber, min- 
erals, agricultural produce, fish, fur and oil. 
These may some day furnish considerable 
business in addition to the great traffic pass- 
ing through the sea from the regions west of 
Lake Winnipeg. 

It is probable that nothing but experience 
gained after the opening of the liudson Bay 
route will dispel the bugaboo as to the ice 
and the supposed impossible climate. Not 
only has it been supposed that the Strait is 
closed during the winter, but that the sea it- 
self freezes across. A little reflection would 
convince anyone that this is quite impossible 
with a hotly of salt water 600 miles wide and 
a thousand miles long, within the latittides of 
the British Islands. It is equally impossible 
for this to happen to a deep channel like the 
Strait, connecting this great sea and the At- 
lantic ocean, and having a high tide swinging 
rapidly through it twice every twenty-four 
hours. The presence of so much open water 
and the lower altitude give Hudson Sea and 
Strait a milder winter climate than that of 
Manitoba or Minnesota. 

The writer lias in his possession a record 
of the climate, including seasonable and 
perodic events, for nearly a hundred years at 
an inland post on the Albany river. This gives 
an average of six months of open water each 
year. Another record kept at York Factory 
for fifty years shows an average of fully six 
months of open water in the year. 'Pile dif- 
ference in latitude between York Factory and 
Churchill harbor is only about one hundred 
miles. As neither Hudson Strait or .Sea is 
frozen over at any time, they might be navig- 
ated for six months fir more in the year, but 
the season of navigation should only be reck- 
oned as the period during which vessels could 
enter a suitable harbor. 

Much has been ascertained in the last 
thirty years, and a great deal had been previ- 
ously recorded since the Danish captain, John 
Monck, wintered at Churchill in 1619-1620, to 
show that this harbor has an open season av- 
eraging four and a half months in the year, or 
from about the middle of June to the end of 
October, and there is 110 doubt that a power- 
ful ice-breaking steamer, such as some of those 
used in Russia, could materially extend the 
time of open water, both in spring and autumn, 
and the clear open sea being just outside, 
could always be utilized. We need not, there- 
fore, despair of navigating these waters on 
account of the shortness of the season. 

The fact that the Strait and this great in- 
land sea have been navigated by sailing ships 
with scarcely any loss for 240 years, for the 



sake of the small business available, shows 
what might be done when a great carrying 
trade is in sight. If railways were built from 
the prairie provinces to liudson Sea the far- 
mers of these regions would be in as good' a 
position in regard to a seaport as those of the 
interlakc peninsula of Ontario arc in relation 
to the St. Lawrence. If the average price of 
wheat throughout the Northwest were in- 
creased ten cents a bushel, owing to such im- 
proved facilities for marketing it in Europe, 
and if only one-fourth of our 200,000,000 acres 
of good wheat land in the Northwest, or, say, 
50,000,000 acres, were producing this grain at 
the rate of twenty bushels an acre, the annual 
value of its crop alone would be increased by 
$100,000,000, or enough (at a moderate price) 
to build a new transcontinental railway every 
year, The combined value of all other pro- 
ducts would double this amount, and the value 
of the land itself would be correspondingly 
enhanced. These advantages, together with 
the many others which would result from the 
greatly reduced rates for freight, would seem 
to justify the Canadian government and peo- 
ple for at least making every effort to establish 
this line of transportation. 

The city of Winnipeg is near the south- 
eastern corner of the whole area of the prairie 
provinces, and yet the distance from it to 
Liverpool by the liudson Bay route is 800 
miles less than by the St. Lawrence, while 
the saving of distance in favor of all other 
points is greater as we advance northwestward 
into the interior. This may be illustrated by 
supposing that two travellers start for Liver- 
pool from some point in that direction, one' 
going by Lake Superior and Montreal, the 
other via Churchill, the latter arrives at 
Churchill as soon as the other reaches Winni- 
peg. From Winnipeg this traveller has still to 
go 1,291 miles by Lake Superior to reach 
Montreal, where he will still be no nearer to 
Liverpool than the other is when he reaches 
Churchill. In other words, the traveller by 
Churchill saves the whole distance between 
Winnipeg and Montreal. By way of New 
York the distance. is, of course, still greater. 

It will probably be found that some of the 
products of the Northwest can be profitably 
exported by the liudson Bay route, which 
would not pay at all to send by the St. Law- 
rence. 

For more than thirty years the writer has 
advocated the consideration of this route. In 
1S78 a paper which he had prepared 011 the 
subject was published in the report of the 
■Minister of the Interior for that year. Dur- 
ing the session of 1878-79, the lion. Thomas 
Ryan called the attention of the Senate to the 
importance of this subject and stated his be- 
lief that a railway might be advantageously 
constructed from Manitoba to liudson Bay. 
In 1880, parliament granted charters to two 
companies for building such railways, and in 
the following years one of them, the Nelson 
Valley Railway & Transportation Company 
(of Montreal) appointed Mr. George Bayne as 
its chief engineer and caused a survey to be 
made from Playgreen Lake to Churchill. The 
company also opened a right-of-way along its 
line for man)'' miles. 

The region between Lake Winnipeg and 
Churchill, which a railway would require to 
traverse, has been supposed to be hilly and 
rocky, but this is a mistake. In the wide val- 
ley of the Nelson river there is much good soil, 
consisting of a soft clay loam. 

The railway might be originally construct- 
ed so as to be operated by hydro-electric pow- 
er, which can be furnished on a great scale 
by the falls and chutes of both the Churchill 
and Nelson rivers, and also from those along 
the travelled boat route, via Hill, Steel and 
liayes rivers. 

Once the sea route through Pludson Strait 
has been proved feasible, railways will carry 
to the coast of Hudson Sea, not only the grain, 
cattle and other products of our prairie prov- 
inces, hut also of some of the Northwestern 
states, such as Dakota and Minnesota. Some 
kinds of farm produce, which will not bear the 
cost of transportation to Europe by the longer 
routes, may be sent by the shorter and cheaper 
one through Hudson Strait. Mr. Isaac Cowie 
suggests that by establishing this British 
route from the vast interior of North America, 
Canada will be virtually giving a preferential 
trade to Great Britain as compared with other 
countries.
